WASHINGTON (TJPI) — Watergate Prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski resigned Saturday, saying his 
decision had nothing to do with Richard Nixon’s 
pardon and that to challenge it in court would 
amount to “unprofessional conduct.” 
His departure, planned for 
several weeks, will not affect 
the ongoing Watergate cover-up 
trial —the major prosecution 
under his leadership 
The 69-year-old Texas lawyer, 
who took over the demanding 
job 11 
months ago following 
Nixon’s firing of Archibald Cox. 
said his work was nearly com­ 
pleted and could be wrapped up 
by someone else. 
And he said he felt it would 
be 
“ intellectually dishonest.- 
tantamount to unprofessional 
conduct” for him to try to undo 
the unconditional pardon Presi­ 
dent Ford granted to the form­ 
er president. 
“ The bulk of the work en­ 


trusted to the care of this office 
having been discharged, I am 
confident that such of our re­ 
sponsibilities as revain unful­ 
filled can well be completed 
under the leadership of another 
special prosecutor,” Jaworski 
wrote Saxbe 
In a separate letter, he re­ 
jected unspecified “ sugges­ 
tions” that he try to prosecute 
Nixon despite the pardon, say­ 
ing the Constitution is clear 
that Ford had the power to do 
so and that the special prosecu­ 
to r’s c h a rte r does not su ­ 
percede that right. 
“ For me now to contend oth­ 
erwise would not only be con-

The board of directors of the 
Marin County Legal Aid Society 
yesterday snubbed a request 
from two county supervisors to 
discuss a threatened suit over 
the R ic h a rd so n H ig h lan d s 
project in Marin City. (See re­ 
lated story page 35.) 


Instead, directors agreed to 
send a three-m ember delega­ 
tion to meet with Supervisors 
Gary T. Giacomini and Robert 
A. Roumiugiere and directed 
the team not to discuss sepcif- 
ics of the the Marin City contro­ 
versy. 


As reported earlier, Legal 
Aid staff attorneys have threat­ 
ened to try to halt the 379-unit 
housing project uless both phas­ 
es of the two-stage development 
include low and moderate cost 
units. 


The county has approved the 
first phase of 139 townhouses to 
be sold at "m arket rate” and 
indicated the second phase of 
240 apartm ent-condom inium s 
must include 48 moderate-cost 
units. 


The county did not require 
low-cost units in either phase 
after being told federal officials 
consider Marin City already 
“ impacted” with such units. 


Supervisors have charged 
that Legal Aid is misusing the 
legal process to overturn a po­ 
litical decision, limiting inex­ 
pensive housing to moderate- 
cost levels. 
On Tuesday, they appointed 


Giacomini and Roumiguiere to 
meet with the full board of 
Legal Aid to determine its posi­ 
tion on the threatened suit. 
The action came after Super­ 
visor Arnold M. Baptiste said 
he may seek to withhold county 
funding from the legal assist­ 
ance agency unless its board of 
directors takes a position. 
He and others questioned who 
at legal aid decides what cases 


it accepts and how they are 
handled. 
According to Douglas H. Bos- 
co. a member of the Legal Aid 
board, the directors voted yes­ 
terday simply to send a three- 
member team to meet with the 
two supervisors. 
Bosco, who is director of the 
County Human Relations De­ 
partment, said the three-mem­ 
ber team 
was 
instructed to 


discuss the general guidelines 
under which legal aid accepts 
cases but not- to discuss the 
Marin City case. 
On a related m atter, Bosco 
said the County Human Rights 
Commission voted unanimously 
Thursday to join with the Coun­ 
ty Housing Authority in sup­ 
porting Marin City demands for 
low and moderate cost units in 
both phases of the project. 


Long-Awaited Highway 101 
Bypass Will Open Tuesday 


The long-aw aited Highw ay 
101 bypass of Novato will open 
at 10:30 a.m. Tuesday to north­ 
bound traffic. 
It will carry motorists east of 
downtown Novato on 5.2 miles 
of uninterrupted freeway and 
retu rn them to the present 
Highway 101 freeway just north 
of the city. 
Southbound highway traffic 
will continue to use the present 
highway for some six weeks 
while part of the present north­ 
bound lanes are converted into 
a freeway, according to Thom­ 
as R. Lammers of the Califor­ 
nia Department of Transporta­ 
tion. 
Signs will be placed to advise 
m o to ris ts 
of 
the 
ro u tin g 
changes during the conversion 
period, he said. 


Since only northbound traffic 
will use the new bypass free­ 
way, some tem porary traffic 
routings will be made at the 
A therton Avenue-San M arin 
Drive in terchange for local 
traffic. 
Northbound drivers will be 
able to use the Rowland Boule­ 
vard off-ramp and can cross 
the freeway to South Novato 
B oulevard. 
But connections 
from the Rowland Boulevard 
interchange to the old Redwood 
Highway have not been com­ 
pleted. 
Northbound d riv ers headed 
for downtown Novato or to the 
old highway should leave the 
freeway at the De Long Avenue 
off-ram p, turn left onto De 
Long Avenue and cross over the 
freeway to reach the city. 


Southbound traffic from Air­ 
port Road must turn right onto 
the existing northbound free­ 
way lanes, go one-quarter mile 
north and make a U-turn at the 
new median opening.

Rocky Discloses $2. 1 Million 
In Gifts, Loans To Friends 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Vice 
p residential nominee Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, say ing he was in­ 
nocent of moral or legal wrong­ 
doing, has disclosed p ersonal 
loans and gifts totaling more 
than $2.1 million to friends, 
p olitical associates, a jou rnalist 
and 18 former U S and New 
York State officials. 


Among those listed as recip i- 
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cnts of Rockefeller’s largesse 
were Secretary of State Henry 
A Kissinger, who receiv ed $50,- 
000 ju st before he joined the 
Nix on a dm inistra tion; and 
former New York GOP Chair­ 
man L. Ju dson Morhou se, later 
imp risoned for bribery . 


Rockefeller boosted by $75,000 
the size of his p rev iou sly re­ 
p orted total gifts to Dr. William 
J. 
Ronan, his single biggest 
beneficiary He said Ronan, a 
former adv iser and now the 
u nsalaried chairm an of the 
Port Au thority of New York 
and New Jersey , got $6 25,000 
between 1958 and 197-1. 


The former New York gov er­ 
nor also disclosed he had giv en 
gifts and forgiv en loans totaling 
$155,000 to former Newsweek 
colu mnist Emmet John Hu ghes. 
Rockefeller said he forgav e a 
$150,000 loan for Hu ghes in 19 70

McLau- 
ghlin, one of Richard Nix on’s staunchest defend­ 
ers during the impeachment furor, was ordered 
to leav e the White House by church 
officials shortly after Nix on’s resig­ 
nation, according to a J esuit news­ 
paper. 
The SJ News, a J esuit publication 
published in Boston, said it had 
learned that McLaughlin was or­ 
dered to resign his post as a presi­ 
dential aide fiv e day s after Nix on’s 
resignation. The paper said McLau­ 
ghlin initially refused to confirm the 
report, but later v erified he receiv ed such an 
order from the New England Prov incial of the 
J esuits, Rev .

McLaughlin recently announced be would leav e 
his White House post later this month. 
The paper said it had learned from both 
Washington and J esuit sources of Cleary ’s letter. 
It said McLaughlin refused to discuss the reasons 
for the letter. He also reportedly said his 
resignation was because of “ J esuit policy .” He 
refused to elaborate further.

Police arrested eight men in 
Rome. Pisa and Bari Friday , 
looked for another 12 and 
searched 9 0 homes, inclu ding 
those of two retired air force 
generals. 
Borghese, who headed a Fas­ 


cist antigu errilla u nit du ring 
World War II, died last y ear in 
Sp ain and was bu ried in Italy 
after a stormy fu neral in Rome 
before admirers giv ing the Fas­ 
cist salu te. 
Police said on the night of 
Dec. 8, 1970, a 200-man forest 
ranger force from Cittadu cale, 
50 miles northeast of Rome, 
marched to the cap ital’s ou t­ 
skirts u nder p retex t of a fire­ 
fighting ex ercise and stood 
ready to occu p y telev ision stu ­ 
dios for Borghese to issu e a 
takeov er p roclamation. 
Hu ndreds of other men stood 
by in three Rome gy ms. A few 
armed men ev en managed to 
sneak into the Interior Minis­ 
try . the nerv e center of Italy ’s 
p olice. 
Then driv ing rain set in and 
someone called off the cou p . 


Club Bombed 


LONDON (UPI) - Bombs 
shattered two ex clu siv e mili­ 
tary clu bs on London's West 
End in the second bombing 
attack against the British army 
in six day s. Police said the 
ou tlaw ed Irish R ep u blican 
Army ap p arently p lanted the 
ex p losiv es. 
Three p ersons were inju red in 
the blasts last night. One of the 
bombs ex p loded at the Victory 
ex -serv iceman’s clu b and the 
second went off 10 minu tes lat­ 
er at the Army and Nav y Clu b 
a mile away . 
“ It wou ld seem reasonable to 
su ggest that it was an IRA 
attack, althou gh we hav e no 
confirmation at this tim e,” a 
Scotland Yard sp okesman said.

Police said on the night of 
Dec. 8, 1970, a 200-man forest 
ranger force from Cittadueale, 
50 miles northeast of Rome, 
marched to the capital’s out­ 
skirts under pretext of a fire­ 
fighting exercise and stood 
ready to occupy television stu­ 
dios for Borghese to issue a 
takeover proclamation. 
Hundreds of other men stood 
by in three Rome gyms. A few 
armed men even managed to 
sneak into the Interior Minis­ 
try. the n en e center of Italy’s 
police. 
Then driving rain set in and 
someone called off the coup. 


Club Bombed

Rescuers found a note in the 
form of a poem dated Oct. 5, 
indicating despondency.

“ Matelot” were other worldly 
and the base he set for ‘‘London 
P ride” was pure virtuosity. 
This song took on a British 
vaudevillean tone with a twist 
of Cockney thrown in. Hardly 
all drawing room song, there 
was a host of Gershwin, some 
of it modernized, and a most 
popular medley of songs just off 
this morning’s charts.

Marin's 
Holdings Up 
$5.6 Million 


The net worth of Marin Coun­ 
ty government holdings rose 
$5.6 million during the last fis­ 
cal year to a new total of $40.4 
million, county auditor-control­ 
ler Michael Mitchell reported 
yesterday. 


According to Mitchell, some 
$36.2 million is in capital assets 
such as buildings and land and 
the remainder in cash and re­ 
serves. 


He arrived at the county’s net 
worth by subtracting the coun­ 
ty’s liabilities from its assets 
arriving at a net worth of $40,- 
402,615. 


The major county liability is 
$7,208,455 in principal and inter­ 
est owed on the Hall of Justice 
bond issue, he said. 
Major assets include $22,176,- 
114 for the Civic Center and 
grounds, and $4,614,809 for 
parks and open space. 
“From a fiscal standpoint, 
the County of Marin is, indeed, 
in a strong financially solvent 
position which requires con­ 
stant and meticulous fiscal con­ 
trols by this office,” Mitchell 
wrote to supervisors. 
He said the county, school 
district, special district and dis­ 
trict under the control of county 
supervisors have a total bonded 
indebtedness of $64,293,077, in­ 
cluding future interest. 
The auditor-controller did not 
list the total assets of the agen­ 
cies other than the county.

Lucas Valley 
Ranch Plan 
To Be Aired 


A master plan and related 
rezoning for development of the 
Luiz and Grady ranches in up­ 
per Lucas Valley will be consid­ 
ered Monday by the Marin 
County Planning Commission. 
The master plan, more than a 
year in the works, calls for 472 
dwelling on about 244 acres of 
the ranches’ combined total of 
1,615 acres. 
The dairy ranches are located 
on the north side of Lucas 
Valley Road below Big Rock. 
They are currently zoned for 
one unit for every two acres 
and are proposed for one unit 
for every three-and-a-half 
acres. 
The master plan calls for 40 
single-family ranchettes, 296 
townhouses and 136 garden 
apartments, plus recreational 
facilities and a fire station. 
The planning departm ent 
staff has recommended adop­ 
tion of the rezoning and master 
plan subject to a number of 
conditions dealing with preser­ 
vation of Miller Creek, roads, 
traffic and availability of water 
and sewage services, among 
other things. 
The planning staff also has 
recommended that at least 15 
per cent of the townhouse and 
apartm ent dwellings be re­ 
served for moderate-income 
families and sold at the equiva­ 
lent 1974 sales price of between 
$32.000 and $36.000. 
The commission, meeting at 9 
a.m. at the Civic Center, will 
hear the matter at about 10 


ed new pipelines, onshore tank 
farms and new refineries.

Affluent Families 
Have Problems, Too 


By PAT BALMES 
Driving through some of the beautiful 
neighborhoods in Marin, which are among the 
nation's most affluent residential areas, one 
wonders if the people there have indeed found 
paradise. 
Psychologist Frances Clark of Tiburón says 
No — affluent families have problems, too. 
She shared her impressions of these prob­ 
lems at her office at the Ross Valley Psycho- 
ligical Services where she does counseling. 
Dr Clark also teaches at the 
California School of Profession­ 
al Psychology in San Francisco. 


PROBLEMS BROUGHT 
about by affluence often sur­ 
face in the children who suffer 
emotional deprivation, a lack of 
intimacy with their often absent 
parents. These children have 
more trouble identifying with 
their fathers; they don’t under­ 
stand what business executives 
and stockbrokers do. 
The parents put pressure on 
their children to excel and go to 
a 
prestigeous 
college, 
to 
achieve "because that is what I 
did.” Children are pressured to 
act grown-up, making it neces­ 
sary to skip normal develop­ 
mental stages such as an ado­ 
lescent girl’s tomboy phase. 


WIVES OF AFFLUENT men, 
tending to be separated from 
their husbands a lot, are some­ 
times lonely and bored. Hus­ 
bands and wives have little 
time together for activities they 
both enjoy. 
The more affluent the family, 
the less likely the wife is to find 
paid employment. The more 
sheltered she has been, the less 
experience she has had working 
in the world. It is hard for her 
to find things that interest her 
and give her self-esteem. Vol­ 
unteers are usually at the bot­ 
tom level of authority. Even 
having a college degree does 
not enforce her self-esteem. 
When a family is committed 
to an affluent life style, it can 
become a trap if they are living 
beyond their means. Even if 
not, high costs still make the 
husband feel trapped into mak­ 
ing more and more money. He 
is absent a lot because of work 
pressures.

Foster Parent Finds It Rewarding

"I can’t think of a thing I'd 
rather do,” said Ronald W. 
Stratton of Novato, talking 
about having two foster sons in 
his home. 
Stratton, a bachelor, is the 
new president of the Marin 
County Foster Parents’ Asso­ 
ciation and has been a member 
for two years. 
Brad, 14, has been with Strat­ 
ton for one month and Matt. 13. 
(he preferred not to use his real 
name) has been with him since 
February. Stratton has had two 
other boys in his home. One of 
the boys went back to live with 
his father, but calls Stratton 
every day, he said, and they 
visit frequently. 
The boys were placed in 
Stratton’s home through the De­ 
partment of Public Social Serv­ 
ices. His original idea was to 
adopt a boy, and he still hopes 
someday to adopt children. “ I 
hope the rest of my life will be 
like this,” he said, as he talked 
in his neat two bedroom town- 
house. “Eventually I hope to 
build a home out in the country 
and have eight boys with me." 


he continued. 
The Marin County Associa­ 
tion recently received an $18,- 
000 federal grant for education 
for foster families. Phase one is 
“ Parent Effectiveness T rain­ 
ing.” Administrative services 
of the probation department 
and College of Marin set up the 
project. Stratton is among the 
foster parents who meet once a 
week at Redwood High School 
to share ideas regarding the 
foster children and discuss leg­ 
islation affecting the foster chil­ 
dren programs. 
Most of the foster parents in 
the group are young and dedi­ 
cated, said Stratton. “ They 
really care.” 
(Children are placed in foster 
homes for varying lengths of 
time and for various reasons 
when circumstances in the nat­ 
ural home make it desirable — 
e.g., traumatic illness or di­ 
vorce or troubled relationships 
among family members.) 
A typical day in the Stratton 
home begins when he gets up at 
5 a.m. to go to work in San 
Francisco as a stockbroker at 
Lawson, Williams and Stern. 


He is home by the time the 
boys are out of school. They 
attend San Jose Junior High 
School. They make their own 
breakfasts and sometimes take 
their lunches. They also make 
their own beds, put their own 
dishes in the dishwasher and 
take turns washing the pots and 
pans. “ I don’t give them too 
much responsibility, as I want 
them to have some fun,” Strat­ 
ton said. 
He plans the meals for about 
two weeks, but the day of this 
interview he was taking the 
boys out for clam chowder. 
Brad’s favorite. 
Allowed to choose their own 
elective classes, Brad is now 
taking guitar and Matt elected 
typing, because "I can make 
use of it in college.” Both boys 
like to read the newspapers, 
and Matt plays with the Pop 
Warner Football League in No­ 
vato. 
Of course there are argu­ 
ments, as in any family, and 
there is slamming of doors 
sometimes, Stratton said. He 
lets the boys decide if they feel 


he is a father image, big broth­ 
er or a friend. 
The boys and Stratton like 
sports cars, and Stratton enjoys 
racing, camping, reading, cook­ 
ing. model trains, painting and 
going to parties.

faintly competitive and superfi­ 
cial, not supportive. A sense of 
identity may be derived from 
material possessions, with an 
accom panying anxiety. They 
wonder, "if I were to lose my 
possessions, would I still have 
my standing and my friends?” 
In today’s nuclear family, the 
psycologist believes, one has no 
real sense of belonging, no ex­ 
tended fam ily, no intim ate 
friends. A mutual suppory sys­ 
tem seems lacking. People are 
trying out the idea of communi­ 
ty with groups like Open End. 
These problems contribute to 
Marin’s high rate of suicide, 
alcholism and divorce. A good 
education and a high paying job 
do not mean you know how to 
deal with emotional and spiritu­ 
al problems. 


THE ANSWER is more edu­ 
cation, according to the psy­ 
chologist, such as preventative 
mental health programs to edu­ 
cate people to take care of their 
own and their children's emo­ 
tional needs.

DEAR EUNICE, 
I just finished a sweater-type 
cardigan and put my machine 
buttonholes in the front banding 
as the pattern suggested. The 
buttonholes are pulling out of 
shape and are twice the origi­ 
nal size. What should I have 
done to keep the shape nice and 
even? — DEBBIE D. 
DEAR DEBBIE, 
You apparently didn’t use 
any interfacing in the fronts of 
the sweater; thus, there was 
nothing to prevent the button­ 
holes from continuing to grow 
larger and larger. 
Years ago, it was popular to 
place a strip of grosgrain rib­ 
bon on the wrong or the right 
side of the front edge of sweat­ 
ers that were hand knitted. This 
would keep the front edges in 
shape and would provide a nice 
sturdy background for the but­ 
tonholes. 
Since your pattern didn’t call 
for grosgrain ribbon, you 
should have used interfacing 
under the buttonholes. This 
could have been separate 
pieces placed under each but­ 
tonhole instead of a long strip. 
Another solution would have 
been to press on a square of 
press-on interfacing on both the 
wrong side of the sweater and 
the facing. This would also 
have provided the firmness nec­ 
essary for the buttonholes. 


DEAR EUNICE, 
I have had such difficulty 
stitching on the sewing machine 
with the new polyester button­ 
hole twist that I have given up 
in despair. I have tried every­ 
thing possible. Is there some­ 
thing wrong with my sewing 
machine, the thread, or me? —

DEAR MRS. W. H., 
Many women have written 
me that they simply can't use 
the new polyester buttonhole 
twist with their machines. 
There could be a combination 
of reasons, but because there 
are so many sewing machines 
around, I will have to general­ 
ize. 
We have found that the diffi­ 
culty is usually the tension of 
the machine — it simply 
doesn't want to feed the thicker 
thread through the machine 
evenly. Sometimes you will find 
that you aren’t using a large 
enough needle; we suggest a 
size 16 or 18. Try using the 
regular thread in the bobbin, 
also use a larger stitch length.

DEAR DEBBIE, 
You ap p aren tly d id n ’t use 
any interfacing in the fronts of 
the sweater; thus, there was 
nothing to prevent the button­ 
holes from continuing to grow 
larger and larger. 
Years ago, it was popular to 
place a strip of grosgrain rib­ 
bon on the wrong or the right 
side of the front edge of sweat­ 
ers that were hand knitted. This 
would keep the front edges in 
shape and would provide a nice 
sturdy background for the but­ 
tonholes. 
Since your pattern didn’t call 
for 
g rosgrain 
ribbon, 
you 
should have used interfacing 
under the buttonholes. This 
could 
have 
been 
sep arate 
pieces placed under each but­ 
tonhole instead of a long strip. 
Another solution would have 
been to press on a square of 
press-on interfacing on both the 
wrong side of the sw eater and 
the facing 
This would also 
have provided the firmness nec­ 
essary for the buttonholes. 


DEAR EUNICE, 
I have had such difficulty 
stitching on the sewing machine 
with the new polyester button­ 
hole twist that I have given up 
in despair. I have tried every­ 
thing possible. Is there some­ 
thing wrong with my sewing 
machine, the thread, or me? — 
MRS W. H. 
DEAR MRS. W. H., 
Many women have written 
me that they simply can’t use 
the new polyester buttonhole 
tw ist with th eir m achines. 
There could be a combination 
of reasons, but because there 
are so many sewing machines 
around, I will have to general­ 
ize. 
We have found that the diffi­ 
culty is usually the tension of 
the 
m achine 
— 
it sim ply 
doesn’t want to feed the thicker 
th read through the m achine 
evenly. Sometimes you will find 
that you aren’t using a large 
enough needle; we suggest a 
size 16 or 18. Try using the 
regular thread in the bobbin, 
also use a larger stitch length. 
W hatever you do, please experi­ 
ment with scraps of your fab-

ric, using at least two layers to 
assimilate your garm ent. 
If everything fails, you may 
have to resort to using two 
layers of your regular thread to 
create the heavier effect. This 
will usually work without any 
change in tension, but again, 
use a longer stitch length for 
most decorative stitching. 
I have noticed that so many 
garm ents today are topstitched 
everywhere — hems, collars, 
pockets, seams, — and they are 
usually done with the regular 
thread in a contrasting color. If 
one technique won’t work, for­ 
get it, and try to achieve the 
same effect by other means.

The same Mays 
in his last time around on his knees at home plate 
begging umpire Augie Donatelli to change his call. 
Who can forget 1962 at Candlestick Park when 
Willie McCovey hit a ball as hard as it could be 
hit. Bobby Richardson caught it and the Giants 
still wait. Brooks Robinson didn’t get into this 
year’s Series but his defensive play in others was 
unrivaled. Bob Gibson, in his effortless way, 
striking out 17 batters for a record. 


WHEN I WAS A KID it always seemed like the 
Dodgers were playing the Yankees and I was too 
sick to go to school. Duke Snider. Carl Furillo. 
Roy Campanella. Carl Erskine. Jackie Robinson. 
Do you remember? Whitey Ford. Mickey Mantle. 
Yogi Berra. Gil McDougald. Boy, those were the 
days. 


Special Time 


How about Bill Wambsganss? He once made a 
triple play all by himself. In 1955, Jackie Robinson 
stole home against the Yankees. In 1947 an 
obscure outfielder named A1 Gionfriddo robbed 
Joe DiMaggio of a home run. Can you image that! 
A! Gionfriddo. 
THERE HAVE BEEN so many many thrills, so 
many great plays, so many heroes and just as 
many goats. And yet one man rises aboveit all, 
the most dominating figure the game has known 
— George Herman Ruth. 
Babe Ruth was simply the greatest player ever 
to play the game. It can’t be argued. Sure you 
could say that many of his records have been 
broken. While he was a very good fielder, you 
might be able to come up with better. Not noted 
for his speed, the Babe was nonetheless an 
excellent baserunner. In World Series play, he 
stood out. His series average was .326 with 15 
home runs. Fifteen home runs! In 1921 he hit .378, 
scored 177 runs, hit 59 home runs and drove in 170. 
I’M SURE MANY STILL would argue for a 
favorite player as Ruth’s superior. Well, here is 
the clincher. In addition to his many hitting 
records the Babe was the finest pitcher of his day. 
In 163 major league games, he won 94 and lost 
only 46.

DETROIT OJPI) - For eight 
years now Danny Abramowicz 
has caught everything except 
the flu and a shutout. Now he's

Monday night's nationally tel­ 
evised offering is just another 
National Football League game 
to the participants, the host 
Detroit Lions and the San F ran­ 
cisco Forty Niners.

The Xavier University prod­ 
uct has oozed his streak along 
by the barest of margins so far 
this season — exactly one catch 
in each of San Francisco’s four 
games. 
But this time coach Dick No­ 
lan is starting left-handed first- 
year quarterback Dennis Morri­ 
son in place of the recently 
ineffective Joe Reed. 
T h at d o e s n ’t n e c e s s a rily 
mean no passes. But couple 
Morrison’s inexperience with a 
statistical tendency of the Forty 
Niners and you get one worried 
wide receiver. The team leads 
the conference in rushing but is 
dead last in throwing the ball. 
" I’m very concerned about 
breaking the record,” Abra­ 
mowicz said prior to the game. 
‘‘This thing goes back eight 
years now. 
“ I ’m 
very proud of the 
streak," said San Francisco’s 
1973 acquisition from the New 
Orleans Saints, "but it brings a 
lot of pressure each game. I try 
not to think about it but I can’t. 
"One a game isn’t the way I 
want it, but what bothers me 
even more is that I’m not able 
to contribute more to get our 
offense going," he said. 
Even more rem arkable about 
Abramowicz’s streak is that his 
speed more resembles a truck 
than a bullet. Were it not for his 
snake-like moves over a pass 
route he would never have been 
around long enough to catch a 
pass in one game, let alone 95. 
The Lions, still looking for 
their first victory while the 
Forty Niners are 2-2, give fur­ 
ther statistical credence to the 
probability of a San Francisco 
game plan grounded on run­ 
ning.

A's, Dodgers Are Worlds Apart 


Clubs As 
Different 
As Owners 


By KEN RAPPOPORT 
LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
Los Angeles Dodgers and Oak­ 
land A’s play baseball in the 
same state, but live in two 
different worlds. 
Their organizations, top to 
bottom, are as different as Wal­ 
ter O’Malley is from Charles O. 
Finley. 
O’Malley, a m em ber of the 
old-line establishment, rules the 
Dodgers with an iron hand but 
lets competent lieutenants run 
the show on the field. Finley, a 
maverick owner who walks to 
his own music, not only pulls 
the strin g s at O akland but 
keeps a meddlesome thumb in 
every area, including managing 
the team. 
These strik in g differences 
were dram atically apparent as 
the National League champion 
Dodgers and American League 
champion A’s met in the 1974 
World Series opener today. (The 
second game will be televised 
tomorrow at 1 p.m. from Los 
Angeles on channel 4.) 
O 'M alley and 
Finley are 
plainly cut from different cloth 
and their organizations reflect 
their widely-divergent baseball 
styles. 
O’Malley, the Dodgers’ chair­ 
man of the board, has struc-

tured perhaps the most power­ 
ful organization in baseball. 
After moving the Dodgers to 
Los Angeles from Brooklyn in 
1958 O’Malley has built a solid, 
gold empire. Millions flock each 
y ea r to Dodger Stadium , a 
palm-lined sports palace known 
as O’Malley’s taj Mahal. 


Finley, who left Kansas City 
in a hurry because of no sup­ 
port, got little more at Oakland 
when he moved the A’s there in 
1968. While the Dodgers have 
presented a solid, united front 
in their years in California, 
Finley’s reign has been often 
tumultuous. 


The D odgers have rarely 
washed their dirty linen in pub­ 
lic. Internal fueds are kept to a 
m inim um , and rarely publi­ 
cized. With the Dodgers, every­ 
thing is a family affair. 


With the eccentric Finley in 
charge of the A’s, such harmon- 
ius rythym has not been possi­ 
ble. The A s family brawls are 
widely known. P layers talk 
freely of their disenchantment 
with management. FinJey him­ 
self has been the target of their 
roadside blasts, especially his 
penchant for ordering strategic 
moves by his m anager on the 
telephone from the stands. 
The Dodgers hold onto their 
good people, while Finley has 
gotten rid of a lot of his often on 
whim. The classic Dodger ex­ 
ample is m anager Walter Al­ 
ton, now in his 21st season. The 
Dodger heriarchy is structured 
with family members and long­ 
tim e friends. O’M alley even 
brought an announcer with him 
from Brooklyn and Vince Scully 
is still the "Voice of the Dodg­ 
ers” after all these years. 
FinJey has not only had a lot 
of different managers in his 
time, but has shuffled people in 
and out of his organization like 
a Mississippi gambler.

Know They Have Glaucoma 


Some 2 million people who have glaucoma 
and don’t know it could lose their sight unless 
they get immediate treatment. 
Although glaucoma is easy to diagnose and 
good remedies are available, the condition is 
responsible for 13 per cent of all blindness in 
this country. 
What happens when a person develops 
glaucoma'* 
In the normal eye, there is a continuous 
flow of fluid through the chambers of the 
eyes. This secretion has s u f f i- ---------- 
cient enough pressure to keep 
the eyeballs from collapsing. 
Glaucoma occurs when the out­ 
flow is blocked and the excess 
fluid 
overdistends 
the 
visual 
compartment. 
The increased pressure dam 
ages the delicate retinal nerve 
cells unless the tension can be 
reduced by allowing the fluid to 
escape. Several medicines and 
surgical procedures are capa­ 
ble of doing this. 
Pressure within the eyeball is 
easily determined with a tono­ 
meter, an instrument with a 
blunt plunger on one end and a 
scale at the other The plunger 


measures the tension of the 
chamber flow Other tests give

V IOLENT PAIN 
Since it causes violent pain 
and redness in the eye, acute 
glaucoma is almost always 
treated in time. But this chron 
ic type of glaucoma can escape 
dectection until vision is im 
pared even though there are 
several noticeable symptoms 


Glaucoma is suspected when 
ever foggy vision or discomfort 
in or about the eyes develops

Some 2 Million Persons Don't 
Know They Have Glaucoma 


Some 2 million people who have glaucoma 
and don’t know it eouJd lose their sight unless 
they get immediate treatment. 
Although glaucoma is easy to diagnose and 
good remedies are available, the condition is 
responsible for 13 per cent of all blindness in 
this country. 
What happens when a person develops 
glaucoma ? 
In the normal eye, there is a continuous 
flow of fluid through the chambers of the 
eyes. This secretion has suffi- 
---------------- 
cient enough pressure to keep 
the eyeballs from collapsing. 
Glaucoma occurs when the out­ 
flow is blocked and the excess 
fluid 
overdistends 
the 
visual 
compartment. 
The increased pressure dam­ 
ages the delicate retinal nerve 
cells unless the tension can be 
reduced by allowing the fluid to 
escape. Several medicines and 
surgical procedures are capa­ 
ble of doing this 
Pressure within the eyeball is 
easily determined with a tono­ 
meter, an instrument with a 
blunt plunger on one end and a 
scale at the other The plunger 


measures the tension of the 
chamber flow Other tests give 
clues to the possibility of glau­ 
coma, but none is as effective 


VIOLENT PAIN 
Since it causes violent pain 
and redness in the eye, acute 
glaucoma is almost always 
treated in time. But this ehron 
ic type of glaucoma can escape 
dectection until vision is im- 
pared even though there are 
several noticeable symptoms. 


Glaucoma is suspected when­ 
ever foggy vision or discomfort 
in or about the eyes develops.

Proposition 17 
Would Benefit Few 
" In almost every California 
election, one ballot measure 
draws the major headlines, di­ 
verts attention from other pro­ 
posals that may be more im­ 
portant, and becomes so 
emotion-packed that rational 
discussion of it is difficult. 
Such is the case with Proposi­ 
tion 17 on the Nov. 5 ballot. 
PROPOSITION 17 is an ini­ 
tiative measure, titled “Wild 
and Scenic Rivers Initiative.” 
It would place two sections of 
the Stanislaus River, totaling 64 
miles, under protection of the 
California Wild and Scenic Riv­ 
ers System. 
The effect would be to stop 
construction of the New Mel­ 
ones Dam, a major flood eon- 
I rol-irrigation-electric power 
facility. 
Friends of the River, an or­ 
ganization which gathered the 
Signatures to put the initiative 
on the ballot, claims that the 
Stanislaus “is the most popular 
whitewater recreation river 
west of the Mississippi” and 
ftrerefore should be kept in its 
natural “wild” state. The New 
Melones Dam, says the ballot 
argument by the proponents of 
Proposition 17, would leave the 
Stanislaus “only a memory.” 
WHAT ARE the facts? 
Fact one is that the Stanis­ 
laus is not a wild river. There 
already are 11 dams on it. 
Moreover, the nine-mile white 
water stretch which Proposi­ 
tion 17 proponents want to save 
as a “natural” asset is in fact 
fed by a Pacific Gas and Elec­ 
tric Co. pipeline from one of 
those 11 dams. 
The white water is indeed 
popular with raftsmen. The fed­ 
eral Land Management Bureau 
estimates that more than 22,000 
people will take the raft run 
down it this year. This is 9,000 
more than take the much long­ 
er trip by raft down the Colo­ 
rado River above the Grand 
Canyon. 
Completion of the New Mel­ 
ones Dam would create a 12,- 
500-acre reservoir where the 
white water now exists. 
THE OTHER section of the 
Stanislaus which Proposition 17 
would place in the “wild riv­ 
ers” cateogry is the 54 miles 
from Goodwin Dam (one of 
those 11 existing dams) to its 
confluence with the San Joa­ 
quin River. This is not the 
scenic part of the stream — 
nor, of course, its wild part. 
The lower river now becomes 
q mere trickle four months out 
of the year. Sometimes it dries 
up completely. 
• Basically, then, Proposition 
II would protect nine miles of 
(Existing (though largely artifi­ 
cially created) white water. 
And it would protect lower 
stretches of the river which 
now carry too little water for 
cither irrigation or fishing. To 
da both, it would prevent con­ 
duction of the New Melones 
Q am . 
I CONSTRUCTION of the dam 
was approved by Congress in 
1$44. It was not started, howev­ 
er, largely because of argu­ 
ments over whether the dam 
pj*oposed was large enough to 
dp the job needed. 
-It was finally decided that a

larger dam would be required. 
In 1962, new federal legislation 
was passed which increased the 
size of the authorization and 
specified that propagation of 
fish and wildlife and operation 
of public park and recreation 
facilities should be parts of the 
project. 
Construction was started in 
1966, but blocked by a series of 
law suits. Eventually, the envi­ 
ronmental challenges posed by 
(he suits were rejected by the 
U.S. Supreme Court. Then 
Friends of the River was or­ 
ganized to put over the ballot 
measure, to do by legislation 
what could not be done by court 
action. 
WHILE 22,000 may make the 
raft run this summer, many 
more thousands could fish the 
stream and reservoir and enjoy 
boating on the manmade lake. 
The water impounded by the 
dam would be of major benefit 
to California’s Central Valley, 
the state’s “bread basket.” The 
dam would permit even dis­ 
charge of water to prevent 
those dry summer months on 
the lower stretch of the Stanis­ 
laus, benefitting fisherman and 
boaters along with the farmers. 
Additionally, the dam would 
provide flood protection for 
many thousands of acres of 
agricultural land. Those who do 
not think this is needed simply 
have never lived in the San 
Joaquin Valley. 
Further, the project would 
generate 430 million kilowatt 
hours of electricity each year. 
While this is a small part of the 
state’s electric power needs, it 
is a worthwhile addition. This 
electricity would be generated 
without either air pollution or 
nuclear hazard. And production 
of hydro-electric power does 
not use up any natural re­ 
source, since the water supply 
is self-renewing. 
ALTHOUGH FRIENDS of the 
River has made a strong cam­ 
paign for Proposition 17 on the 
basis of environmental protec­ 
tion and wildlife preservation, 
some organizations concerned 
with conservation and wildlife 
are on the other side. 
Signers of the ballot argu­ 
ment against Proposition 17 
represent the Stanislaus River 
Flood Control Association, 
South Delta Water Agency, and 
Associated Sportsmen of Cali­ 
fornia. The California Wildlife 
Federation has gone on record 
against the proposition. The 
State Department of Fish and 
Game supports the dam project 
as beneficial to fishermen both 
on the Stanislaus and in the San 
Joaquin River Delta. Also op­ 
posing the proposition is the 
California Federation of Labor, 
AFL-CIO. 
Signing the ballot argument 
for the proposition were repre­ 
sentatives of Friends of the 
River, Los Angeles County En­ 
ergy Commission, and Calaver­ 
as County Chamber of Com­ 
merce. Also supporting the 
proposition are the Sierra Club 
and Planning and Conservation 
League. 
Analysis of the proposal’s ef­ 
fects leads to the conclusion 
that passage of Proposition 17 
would benefit a relatively few 
rafting enthusiasts to the detri­ 
ment of many, many thousands 
of agriculturists, boaters, 
campers, and lower valley resi­ 
dents — not to mention depriv­ 
ing the state of a pollution-free 
electrical energy source. And 
labeling the two stretches of 
the Stanislaus a “wild river” 
would be a farce and a false­ 
hood. 
We recommend a NO vote on 
Proposition 17.

The recent vote in the United States 
Senate on cutting off American aid to 
Turkey is about as graphic an example 
as we have had in a long time of the 
special difficulty a government suffers 
under in Washington in making foreign 
policy. No other major country in the 
world labors under exactly this kind of 
difficulty. 
There was every objective reason for 
the Senate not voting the way it did vote. 
And the reasonable leadership of both 
Republican and Democratic parties did 
its best to prevent the vote. Yet the 
Senate did vote by the lopsided score of 
57 to 20 against Turkey — and against the 
wise council of the leadership. 
CONSIDER FIRST the merits of the 
matter. 
Turkey is vital to the survival of a 
western military position in the eastern 
Mediterranean. Without Turkey in the 
NATO alliance, there is no flank to 
NATO. Turkey is the front line of the 
West against the advance of Soviet influ­ 
ence into the eastern Mediterranean. 
If Turkey defects to the Soviet side, 
Moscow gets free, gratis, for nothing, 
everything Moscow's czars and commis­ 
sars have dreamed of getting on their 
southern flank for two centuries. Turkey 
is vital to the alliance. 
Greece also is a highly desirable mem­ 
ber of the alliance. Withdrawal of Greek 
units from the NATO military command 
is a definite and painful loss. But there is 
still a NATO flank in the eastern Mediter­ 
ranean because Turkey is still in the 
alliance. 
TURKEY HAS DONE in Cyprus things 
which injured the interests of Greek 
Cypriots and offended mainland Greeks. 
Washington would have much preferred 
if Turkey had not sent its troops into 
Cyprus. But there had been provocation. 
It was not for Washington to pass 
judgment on the merits of the fighting in 
Cyprus, which was. in fact, triggered by 
the folly of the former regime in Greece 
when it engineered the overthrow of 
Archbishop Makarios. 


Sen. Mike Mansfield of Montana, ma­ 
jority leader of the Senate, did his best 
for Secv. of State Henry Kissinger in the 
debate preceding the vote by making the 
two most important points bearing on the 
matter. 
The vote against Turkey will not get 
one single Turkish soldier out of Cyprus. 
On the contrary, it will only weaken 
Secretary Kissinger’s position as a me­ 
diator. 
So the Senate made it more difficult, 
not easier, for Dr. Kissinger to work out 
a solution of the Cyprus problem accepta­ 
ble to the Greeks. His leverage on the 
Turks was undermined. The presumed 
intent of the senators was to help Greece. 
The effect is to injure Greece. 
SO WHY WAS it done0 
Obvious. There are many Greek votes 
in many congressional constituencies. 
The Turkish vote in American elections is 
as negligible as is the Egyptian or 
Lebanese vote. 
So here is a foreign policy decision 
which injures the net interests of the 
United States in the Middle East, which 
burdens American foreign policy unne­ 
cessarily, and which fails of its actual 
purpose. Yet it happened inevitably be­ 
cause Congress inevitably responds to the 
emotions of organized and emotional 
minorities. 
These minorities, consisting often of 
people two or three generations removed 
from their homelands and grossly out of 
touch with conditions back there, some­ 
times even dictate to the home govern­ 
ment. The professional Irish of the Unit­ 
ed States are a case in point — still 
shouting for policies contrary to those of 
the government in Dublin. 
Vociferous and organized minorities of 
course exist in other countries and some­ 
times influence foreign policy. But no­ 
where else are there so many vigorous 
ethnic minorities who so often get emo­ 
tional about matters they really don't 
understand.

Democrats Recovering Euphoria 
After Temporary Setback

NEW YORK — The free-wheeling eu­ 
phoria of the Democrats, set back by the 
Nixon resignation and the accession of 
Gerald Ford in the role of Mr. Clean, is 
rising again. It is manifest here, where 
Republicans have been dominant in state 
and national offices. 
Rep. Hugh L. Carey, who won the 
Democratic nomination for governor over 
the choice of the old-line organization, is 
an odds-on favorite to defeat Gov. Mal­ 
colm Wilson. Wilson inherited the office 
when Nelson Rockefeller resigned in his 
fourth term. Having lived so long under 
the Rockefeller shadow, Wilson has a 
slightly bleached look, and his campaign 
is said to be lackluster. 
With Carey, a Roman Catholic with 12 
living children, ethnics comprising a 
sizeable proportion of the vote have one 
of their owm at the top of the ticket. That 
veteran firehorse of politics and foreign 
policy, W. Averell Harriman, did a lot of 
the spade work to put Carey over in the 
primary against the organization candi­ 
date, Howard Samuels. For Harriman, 
this was a gratifying reversal of the 
back-of-the-hand treatment he received 
from McGovernites in 1972. 
SO STRONG is the upsurge of euphoria 
that it laps over into the Senate race, 
where Jacob Javits had been considered 
a shoo-in for re-election to a fourth term. 
His Democratic opponent is Ramsey 
Clark, the controversial former U.S. at-

torney general who took up residence in 
the state to make the run. A barefoot 
candidate, Clark has limited contribu­ 
tions to $100. 
At the urging of Sen. Claiborne Pell of 
Rhode Island, Javits visited Cuba. The 
first high officials of the United States 
Government to go there since Fidel 
Castro took over, they got short shrift 
from the bearded dictator. But at least 
Javits got on television and increasingly 
that is the name of the game — identity 
established on the tube. 
This explains why fanciful crystal ball 
gazers are predicting a ticket for 1976 of 
John Glenn for president, Hugh Carey for 
vice president. Glenn is expected to win 
big for the Senate in Ohio over Cleve­

If the ticket sounds like science fiction, 
anything is possible in the television era. 
As the first astronaut, Glenn has in­ 
stant identity. In his second run for the 
Senate, he has proved a vigorous and 
effective campaigner. And as a sure-fire 
serial, it can be billed as “Son of Ike.” 
WHILE ROCKEFELLER in his long 
spell in the governorship made enemies 
among conservatives, his departure left a 
large hole in the Republican organiza­ 
tion. Of the thousands of letters coming 
into the Senate Rules Committee in 
opposition to his confirmation as vice 
president, a sizeable share are from the 
highly vocal Right to Life advocates 
denouncing him for his stand on abortion. 
In a forthright message two years ago, 
Governor Rockefeller vetoed a bill pass­ 
ed by the Legislature repealing New 
York’s liberal abortion law. Defending 
the right of a woman to make her own 
choice, he noted that the well-to-do could 
find ways to pay for an abortion regard­ 
less of the law. To close the clinics 
operating under the New York state law 
would condemn the underprivileged to 
unwanted children or to the hazards of an 
illegal abortion. 
Carey has said that as a Catholic he is, 
of course, opposed to abortion. But he 
cited the Supreme Court ruling against 
state laws seeking to abolish or control 
the right of a woman to abortion as the 
law of the land. 
IN A TIME of cynicism and indiffer­ 
ence, identity is a problem for political 
candidates at every level. With Sen. 
Edward Kennedy having removed him­ 
self, it is particularly acute for Demo- 
cratic presidential hopefuls, who in all 
probability can anticipate running 
against Gerald Ford as incumbent unlim­ 
ited television identification. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, ahead in the 
field at present, claims name recognition 
of more than 50 per cent. The others trail 
far behind both Jackson and Alabama's 
Gov. George Wallace. Sen. Walter Món­ 
dale, one of the ablest and most persona­ 
ble of the potentials, has a 2 per cent 
recognition. 
Jackson owes a lot of his margin to the 
fact that he made a pass at the presiden­ 
cy in 1972 and got some television cover­ 
age. What instant identity means, as in 
the example of John Glenn, is that the 
prime requisite of television, with its 
fantastic cost, can be circumvented.

“ It is a larger p roblem than I 
realized,” Dy mally said in an 
interv iew.

Ordination Of 11 Women 
Triggers An Argument

NEW YORK (API - A theo­ 
logical argum ent cutting across 
denominational lines has devel­ 
oped over whether 11 women 
ordained 
last 
sum m er 
as 
priests of the Episcopal church 
were validly invested with that 
office. 
Most of the church's House of 
Bishops have said “no.” But 
the theological rationale on 
which they acted is now chal­ 
lenged by the scholar on whose 
work their decision was mainly 
based. He's a Roman Catholic. 
The Rev. Frans J. van Beeck, 
noted theologian at the Jesuits' 
Boston College, says that al­ 
though the ordinations were ir­ 
regular so far as church discip­ 
line goes, “ they w ere true 
ordinations.” 
“ There is a good case for 
considering them not only true, 
but also de facto valid . . . that 
is, recognized by the church,” 
he says, adding they are “at 
any rate implicitly valid and 
recognizable. ” 
What gave dram a to Father 
van Beeck’s intervention is that 
his writings on the issue had 
been cited by Episcopal Bishop 
Arthur A. Vogel of Kansas City 
in an analysis guiding Episco­ 
pal bishops in acting on the 
m atter. 
Bishop Vogel, of the church’s 
theological com m ission, con­ 
cluded in the advisory, in which 


Father van Beeck, terming 
himself a reluctant witness be­ 
cause of hesitancy as “ an outsi­ 
der to engage in a rm ch air 
quarterbacking.” says he did so 
as an ecumenical duty and that 
Bishop Vogel had m isinterpret­ 
ed him. 
On another point, he chal­ 
lenges the finding of the Episco­ 
pal bishops that the ordinations 
were invalid because the bish­ 
ops perform ing them defied 
com m unal processes of the 
church. 
This “ reasoning comes dan­ 
gerously close to making the 
bishop a mere delegate of the 
community,” Father van Beeck 
says. He says it also fails to 
recognize church “ conflict and 
division” — as exists among 
Episcopalians on the issue. 
The position “goes against 
the tradition” not only of the 
Anglican communion of which 
the Episcopal Church is a part, 
but against that of Roman 
Catholicism and Eastern Ortho­ 
doxy, Father van Beeck says.

SACRAMENTO - “ In some. 
I detect the sharp odor of the 
ripoff." 
When state Sen. Mervyn Dy- 
mally, 
D-Los Angeles, made 
that remark, he was referring 
to the growing number of reli­ 
gious cult groups and allega­ 
tions that some of those groups 
in California “are using religion 
as a facade behind which to 
carry on illegal activities.” 
Following a recent committee 
hearing, Dymally turned to an 
aide and said, “I’m shocked by 
what I have heard here today.” 
What the senator heard was 
testimony from dozens of wit­ 
nesses — mostly parents — 
about religious cults and their 
influence over some of Califor­ 
nia's youth 
No legislation has been for­ 
mulated as an outcome of the 
hearing, but following that 
hearing by Dymally’s Senate 
Select Committee on Children 
and Youth, a flood of letters, 
telegrams and telephone calls 
has inundated his legislative 
offices here. 
“ It is a larger problem than I 
realized," Dymally said in an 
interview. 
“ I fear that things are going 


on in a few of these groups that 
would not be tolerated if they 
were going on in groups that 
d idn't have religious o v er­ 
tones. " 


Dymally said he was received 
“ scores” of letters from dis­ 
traught parents “ and it is a 
saddening experience to read 
their accounts of their young 
people 
lost 
to 
these 
cult 
groups ” 
The committee received testi­ 
mony during its hearing in late 
August which included: 
A brother’s account of how 
his sister has been “turned 
against her parents and been 
taught that God is fear and 
hate.” 
A mother who was beaten by 
members of one of the cults 
when she tried to extricate her 
daughter from the organization. 
A man who “de-program s” 
young people taken from the 
cults. 
A young woman, the daughter 
of a religious cult leader, who 
said her parents are making “a 
raving fortune” of the cult busi­ 
ness.

Directors of both Marin Coun­ 
ty’s housing authority and rede­ 
velop ment agency are “over- 
zealously sp ending a fortune" 
to litigate m atters that should 
be resolved outside the courts, 
it was charged yesterday.

Douglas H. Bosco, director of 
the hum an relations d e p a rt­ 
ment, wrote county sup ervisors 
that the two agencies have 
hired a “ bevy of law’yers” who 
are p rop soering through this 
diversion of housing and rede­ 
velop ment funds. 


Bosco, a m em ber of the state 
bar himself, said he was con­ 
cerned with a growing tendency 
by some to use the courts as a 
means of usurp ing the p olitical 
p rocess in reaching a decision 


He 
suggested 
the county 
counsel's office be assigned to 
handle the two agencies’ legal 
m atters since that office is “ not 
dep endent on p rotracted legal 
p roceedings for incom e" like 
p rivate attorneys. 


Bosco also p rop osed that su­ 
p ervisors rep lace directors if 
they are unable to resolve their 
differences without running to 
court. 


"If 
p ublic officials are so 
imp otent in dealing with the 
constituencies that they must 
p ay lawyers and others to ask 
judges to solve their p roblems, 
I feel these officials should be 
rep laced and rep laced again 
until the p ublic is served by 
those who can make fair and 
equitab le decisions on th eir 
own.” he wrote. 


The rights director cited two 
recent court cases involving the 
two agencies and said the “an­ 
tics (of the directors) have cost 
the taxp ayers thousands of dol­ 
lars and have diverted money 
that is badly needed for p rovid­ 
ing housing."

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GORDONS 
RENOVATE 
OLD HOMES 


ByDONKEOWN 
“We like the old Victorian and brown- 
shingle houses, and we just hate to see 
them torn down and lost,” says Mrs. 
Richard Gordon. 


Thus she explains what has become 
virtually a second profession for her 
husband — the purchase, restoration and 
re-sale of old houses and apartment 
complexes that have fallen into disrepair. 


Virginia Gordon fully shares her hus­ 
band’s interest in these often-historic 
places, and his enthusiasm for saving 
them from the wrecker. 


AND THE practice has proven to be 
not only esthetically satisfying, but also 
financially rewarding. 
A brown-shingled showplace at San 
Rafael’s Laurel Place is the latest to feel 
the magic Gordon touch. 
Restored to an immaculate condition 
that it probably did not even know in its 
younger years, the mansion at 248 Laurel 
Place is now on the market. 
And restorer Gordon expects the hand­ 
some place to bring a price of $129,950. 
This from a house that until Gordon 
acquired it earlier this year, seemed 
doomed to demolition. 
Richard Gordon’s interest in old homes 
has been lifelong. 
Born in Los Angeles, he came to Marin 
County as a first grader, and to a San 
Rafael that was still enriched by many 
handsome old mansion homes of the 
early pioneers — structures that in many 
cases have since been lost. 


AS AN adult, a career as a carpenter 
heightened his appreciation of these fine­ 
ly-constructed showplaces. 
Nine years ago, he entered the general 
contracting and structural pest control 
field. 
And as owner of Hinkley & Gordon, 
licensed both for contracting and termite 
control, he found himself face-to-face 
with one of the facts of life of his 
business: Winters were just not as busy 
as other seasons. 
And thus there was the problem of how 
to keep the employees on his payroll 
occupied during the colder, w etter 
months, when there were lulls in the 
demand for Hinkley & Gordon’s services. 
Eight years ago, with Virginia’s help, 
he hit upon a solution. Why not acquire 
old homes and buildings in a state of 
disrepair, use his own skills and the 
manpower of Hinkley & Gordon employ­ 
ees during the slack winter period, and 
fix them up for re-sale? 


THEY TREED out their idea first on a 
modest scale on a Spanish style house in 
Ross. 
Following restoration, they rented the 
house for a year, then sold it at a profit 
that made their efforts and investment 
well worthwhile. 
That success led to other similar ven­ 
tures. 
One such project was the restoration of 
a Victorian house in San Rafael that is 
now the Gordon family home. 
Three older and rundown apartment 
complexes were acquired and rehabilitat­ 
ed into attractive properties. One has 
been sold. The Gordons still own the 
other two and benefit as landlords. 
But the Laurel Place mansion is for the 
Gordons the most satisfying example to 
date of their hobby-occupation. 
Along with the exceptional quality of its 
materials and the spaciousness and state­ 
liness of its design, the big house has an 
interesting history. 


AS RESEARCHED by Gordon and by 
Betty Blumenfeld of Fox & Carskadon, 
Realtors, San Rafael, who is handling the 
showing and sale of the property, the 
recorded history of the land begins in 
1873 when it is listed on a map dated Oct. 
14 of that year in the recorder’s office as 
one of the parcels making up the exten-

Marin County Honor 
Farm 
: A Feeling Of Openness

Stan Mitchell had been cooling out in 
the Marin City County Jail for several 
months. One long day stretched into 
another with nothing to do but talk to his 
cell mates, play cards and eat. 
His total environment consisted of a 
barred cell shared with five other men, 
five metal tables and stools bolted to the 
floor, and an open toilet and washbowl. 
Ennui was interrupted only by the 
nerve-jangling slams of giant steel doors 
separating one cell block from another 
and the constant rattle of keys used to 
open them. 


STAN HAD been determined eligible 
for transfer to the Marin County Honor 
Farm, and he was ready for almost any 
alternative the day the deputy sheriff 
came to unlock his cell and lead him 
down the long concrete hall that connect­ 
ed the cell blocks. One door after another 
clanked behind the two men until they 
finally arrived at the booking desk. 
Overhead swung greedy eyes of a 
closed circuit television camera, one of 
many in the building that transferred all 
activities of the jailed prisoners to a bank 
of T.V. screens on the wall opposite the 
desk. 
Stan was given back belongings that 
had been confiscated upon entering and 
informed that he could take his own 
clothes to the Honor Farm and any other 
personal articles including radios, books, 
pictures and his guitar. 


HE WAS driven out to the hills of Terra 
Linda where the Honor Farm is by a 
member of its staff. The place was 
nothing fancy, just a cluster of pale green 
concrete block buildings, but the best 
thing about it to Stan was a feeling of 
openness. There was only a five foot 


cyclone fence around the area, left over 
from the days when it served as a 
military base, and no bars on the win­ 
dows. Here there were no prisoners, only 
residents. 
At this booking desk nothing was taken 
away from Stan. He was issued linens, 
given special duties and assigned one oí 
the seventy bunks in the barracks. It was 
pointed out to him that the gate was 
always open, but to escape usually meant 
a year back in the county jail. 
The Honor Farm was not like any type 
of correction Stan had experienced be­ 


fore. its staff is aware that Jack of 
meaningful job opportunities is a major 
cause of our rising crime rate and they 
encourage the resident to become a 
member of the work furlough program; 
to continue working or find employment 
within his own community while serving 
his sentence. The men are also encour­ 
aged to go to school to improve vocation­ 
al skills, and for those who want it, there 
is an educational program allowing them 
to attend the College of Marin for credit.

much longer and more frequent than at 
the county jail. Residents are free to visit 
with their families in the dining room or 
on the lawn and sometimes during these 
hours they have picnics and hold their 
own rock concerts. 
Group therapy meets several times a 
week led by staff and trained volunteers, 
a yoga class is held every Saturday, and 
there is an art class. One of the most 
interesting programs is a videotape 
workshop organized by Judy Lynn, a 
volunteer. 
In the workshop, residents learn to 
operate video equipment, use it in thera­ 
py groups and make their own tapes. 
Underway now is a thirty minute tape on 
TASC, a program for drug addicts. So 
far, most of the VTR equipment has been 
borrowed, but it is hoped that the class 
will have funds for its own training, 
repair, maintenance and operation facili­ 
ty. 


NONE OF the activities or workshops 
is compulsory , but Town Hall is. Staft 
and residents meet twice each month and 
the program is turned over to the men 
who are encouraged to express any 
complaints they may have. There is an 
on going resident committee that meets 
weekly to discuss them and make recom­ 
mendations to the staff. 
One of the complaints most often men­ 
tioned by the residents is the lack of 
conjugal visits with their wives. Another 
is jurisdictional discrimination against 
offenders who cannot afford to hire their 
own attorneys. In such cases, the accused 
is assigned an attorney by the Public 
Defenders Office, but the office is too 
overworked to adequately help them. 
They resent the fact that people with 
money com mitting sim ilar offenses 
usually do not serve time. The men also 
feel that they are being punished for 
doing things that a large segment of the 
free population does with regularity; 
smoking marijuana, being intoxicated 
and incurring parking fines. 


ALL OF THE residents have been 
convicted of misdemeanors or felonies 
and are serving sentences for from forty- 
five days to one year, and fall into one of 
four categories: 
1. 
Men with jobs at the time of 
sentencing who are automatically placed 
on a work furlough program by a Proba­ 
tion Officer specializing in approving 
work-school releases.

The parcel then measured 2 8 8 feet by 
5 19 feet, extending from what is today 
Laurel to Mission Avenue, then called 
Sixth Street. 
Sometime after that 18 73 date the first 
unit of the house still standing at what is 
now 2 48 Laurel Place was built. 
Gordon says he has been unable to fix 
the date or the original occupants, al­ 
though one former resident described it 
as “ the Cheda place.” 
Coleman built his own house on the 
lower southwest corner lot fronting on 
Sixth Street or Mission Avenue, and it, 
too. still exists 
The years have reduced the 18 73 parcel 
to approximate dimensions of 70 by 2 10 
feet, shown in the assessor's Book 11 on 
Page 17 as Parcel Number 11-173-34. 


THE YEARS in between have seen a 
series of changes in the ownership 
On June 1. 18 8 4, as shown in Book Q, 
Page 370, the parcel, then measuring 2 8 8 
feet by 340 feet, was deeded to Carrie M. 
P Coleman The northern portion of the 
property apparently was sold to a Jam es 
S. Porteous of San Francisco who recon­ 
veyed that land to Oberend G. Rose on 
Jan 
2 8 , 18 84. for $2 ,000 (Book Z, Page 
448 ). On Nov. 13 of that same year. Rose 


W. Haynes became the new owners (Book 
2 43, Page 35 5 ). Haynes was a teacher at 
San Rafael High School. He and his wife 
sold two lots, one on the west side of the 
property to Robert M. Coman on May 17, 
19 49 , the other on the southeast section of 
the parcel to Carl D. Yeakey on May 17, 
19 49 . 
An additional lot beyond the now exist­ 
ing property 
line 
was given by the 
Hayneses to their son who later sold it. 
On Nov. 7, 19 5 6, the Haynes reconveyed 
title to the remaining bulk of the one-time 
Coleman parcel to Alice B. and Vernon

When I was in his office he was on the 
phone objecting to his im m ediate superi­ 
or about a new rule requiring handcuffs 
to be worn by any resident being re­ 
turned to the county jail due to m iscon­ 
duct. “ W e've never had a problem , and I 
see no reason for such an unnecessary 
and degrading precaution," he was say­ 
ing. 
“ These are not dangerous m en out 
h ere” , he explained to m e. “ Most of them 
have com m itted property and drug offen­ 
ses, and about 40 per cent have juvenile 
records. 
We try to keep them out of 
prison by offering new, m ore construc­ 
tive behavior patterns. The altern ate to 
this is spending tim e in a prison where 
the inm ate has no opportunity to change 
and no constructive m eans of releasing

Lorraine Box is one of the three women 
on the staff. She is black, tall and svelte 
and was once a high fashion model. She 
tests residents in o rd er to analyze their 
abilities and shortcom ings and counsels 
them to determ ine w hat educational cu r­ 
riculum to pursue. Som etim es they need 
special tutoring before entering college 
and

anxious to im press the fact that there is 
no sim ilar com m unity correction facility 
in the county for women. 
The Honor F arm has been open not 
quite a year. 
Inspiration for such an 
institution was form ed in the Kelgord 
Report com m issioned by Governor R ea­ 
gan 
The report denounced the conven­ 
tional (and unsuccessful) type of prison, 
recom m endedthat the Adult Authority be 
abolished, and criticized the State De­ 
partm ent of C orrections. This displeased 
the Governor and he sought to stifle its 
findings. In spite of his efforts, it was 
read by the C om m ittee for Prison. Hu­ 
m anity and Justice, 1414 Fourth Street, 
San Rafael, a non-rpofit organization that 
strives to inform the public of existing 
prison

and 
seeks 
to offer 
alternatives to our present penal system .

These Renaissance musical instru­ 
ments are made and sold by Elder and 
two apprentices, Mark Holsman of San 
Francisco and Herb Hendrickson of Sau­ 
salito. 


ELDER, a Mill Valley resident since 
1959, was introduced to instrument mak­ 
ing when he was drafted into the Army. 
He was stationed in Atlanta. GA, where a 
violin maker took him on as an appren­ 
tice. He also learned the art of making 
renaissance instruments there. 
After being discharged from the Army, 
he moved back to Marin County and 
opened his own shop, first in Mill Valley, 


then moving to Sausalito in 1973. 
“The competition in this field is limit­ 
ed, even though there are a number of 
good lute makers in the world,” Elder 
said. “The competition is more quality 
oriented than quantity." 
Elder said his instruments are pur­ 
chased by both private players and 
college music departments. ‘‘Most of our 
individual customers are historical musi­ 
cians,” he said. 


THERE IS a great body of renaissance 
and baroque music available, especially 
for the lute, according to Elder. There is 
also a revival of interest in music from 
this period. 
“The lS-strong lute will probably be 
our main instrument for sale, once we 
are established as lute makers and build 
a reputation for quality instruments,” he 
said. 


MARIN 


“The lute held the place during the 
renaissance of the piano today,” Elder 
said. “ It was the principal instrument for 
composers and accompanists. Any group 
of historical musicians must include a 
lute player (lutanist). 
The lute is made with various numbers 
of strings, but Elder makes primarily 15- 
stringed models. The sound board has a 
hole in the center which is covered by a 
carving known as a lute rose. 


THE LUTE ROSES are carved directly 
from the sound board. Elder uses designs 
which are copies of the roses used on 
authentic pieces. The most famous rose 
is from a design by Leonardo DaVinci. 
The hurdy-gurdy, also known as a 
“ wheel fiddle,” is a three-stringed instru­ 
ment having two drone strings and a 
melody string. The strings vibrate with 
the turning of a crank on one end of the 
instrument and the melody is created by 
playing a small keyboard. 
The psaltry is a small harp with 
sixteen strings and the rebec is a small 
three-string fiddle. Elder makes all of 
these instruments in the shop. 
Most of the instruments are made from 
a variety of woods, using spruce for the 
sound board and good hardwoods for the 
back. Walnut, maple and rosewood are 
favorites among the hardwoods. The 
fingerboards are made of ebony and the 
peg box is usually of maple or a hard­ 
wood to match the back. 


LIVING 


The instruments are trimmed in rose­ 
wood and the pegs and veneer are 
boxwood. 
The plans and specifications for the 
instruments made in the Workshop are 
the result of a European tour. Elder 
visited museums throughout Europe tak­ 
ing photographs and measurements of 
authentic Renaissance instrum ents to 
give his work additional authenticity. 
Elder not only makes the instruments, 
he also plays them. 


HE IS presently a member of San 
Francisco Pro-Musica, a serious profes­ 
sional group of five instrumentalists and 
three singers. 
This group plans an Alaskan tour in 
November and appears often on campus­ 
es throughout the Bay Area. They are 
also joined by a corps of dancers from 
the East Bay for the Renaissance Faire 
held annually in Northern Marin. 
Elder is also the principal string instru­ 
mentalist in Golden Gate Baptist Theo­ 
logical Seminary’s Renaissance Consort, 
a new group being brought together by 
Dr. John Johnson, the director of the 
Seminary’s music program. 
The Consort will include Max Lyall, 
concert harpsichordist and new assistant 
professor of church music at the Semi­ 
nary, and several instrumentalists and 
singers.

(hen perfectly ju stified in perceiv ing as 
“few.” More importantly , Englishmen 
thou ght the Indians had no “ settled 
habitations." 


What we now k now to hav e been 
eastern woodland Indian cu ltu res which 
rested on a combination of agricu ltu re 
and hu nting were perceiv ed by English­ 
men as a thorou ghly u ncou th (i.e., u n- 
English) sort of people who neither occu ­ 
pied the land (properly ) nor wou ld stay 
pu t. 


Initially , therefore, Englishmen had no 
notion of ex terminating the nativ e peo­ 
ples. nor ev en of sweeping them aside; 
ev en thou gh people already liv ed in 
America, Englishmen thou ght, su ch an 
immense land had plenty of room for 
more. 


THE WARPED perception that cau sed 
the English to see Indians as u nsettled 
wanderers was in large measu re a fu nc­ 
tion of how they saw' society at home. 


The sev ere, almost catastrophic dislo­ 
cations which accompanied the English 
Reformation and Henry VIII’s flu ctu ating 
tempers had resu lted in large nu mbers of 
displaced persons. 
Thrown off the land onto English cou n­ 


social reformation of the offscou rings of 
English society . 


AT THE same time, as the Protestant 
Reformation took increasing hold on En­ 
glish society , certain religiou s fringe 
grou ps came to think of America as a 
refu ge from a mou nting threat of perse­ 
cu tion. They were not immu ne, any more 
than Englishmen generally , to the scent 
of opportu nity which by the early 1600s 
was so v ery mu ch in the air. 


The v ariou s streams of attraction to 
America and propu lsion from England 
were thorou ghly mix ed. 


In retrospect, the early “great migra­ 
tion” (1620-1650) of the English to Ameri­ 
ca is particu larly strik ing in terms of the 
nu mber and v ariety of people and moti­ 
v ations inv olv ed. Relativ e to the popu la­ 
tion of Eu rope, probably more persons 
left Eu rope for the New World du ring 
those decades than at any time before or 
since. 
The English went principally to three 
areas: the eastern Caribbean (Barbados 
and the few small Leeward Islands), the 
Chesapeak e Bay (Virginia and Mary ­ 
land', and eastern New England (the 
Massachu setts Bay and the Ply mou th 
Colony ). 


SOME WENT against their will, espe­ 
cially the Scots and Irish, v ictim-prison- 
ers of the English Civ il Wars, who 


migrated to the West Indies. Many went 
for better fortu nes and better times: su ch 
people probably predominated in the 
Chesapeak e area and were certainly 
prev alent ev ery where else. 
Some went in the hope of fu lfilling the 
faith we describe as religiou s, and while 
it wou ld be right to ascribe “religion" as 
the predominating motiv e of those who 
came to New England, it wou ld be 
radically incorrect to assign thereby a 
lack of otherworldly faith to those not 


fortu nate enou gh to hav e joined God's 
special project there 
Howev er su re v ariou s breeds of En­ 
glishmen were abou t God's intentions, 
the v ariou s English com m u nities in 
America tu rned ou t to be different sorts 
of places. In the islands, su gar and the 
slav e labor it seemed to req u ire took ov er 
almost totally . 


THE CHESAPEAKE settlements, with 
a diffu se popu lation, spilled all ov er the 
eastern, watered portions of the area. 
After almost being wiped ou t by the 
nativ e inhabitants, the colonists ev entu al­ 
ly su cceeded in establishing a popu lou s 
bu t sparsely settled commu nity in Virgin­ 
ia, dev oid of real v illages and dev oted 
mainly to staple agricu ltu re. (They hu nt­ 
ed bu t mainly they farmed; ironically 
they went, u nintentionally , part way to­ 
ward reprodu cing the Indian woodland 


cu ltu res their forebears had dislik ed.) 
Only in New England (and this dev elop­ 
ment was to persist for a v ery long time) 
did the English manage to reprodu ce in 
the New World what they thou ght v alu a­ 
ble. as a social mode, in the Old. 
The Pilgrims in Ply mou th and the 
Pu ritans in 
Massachu setts hav e long 
attracted attention becau se they were so 


THOUGH THE Pu ritans were a mu ch 
larger, wealthier, and better edu cated 
grou p, they shared with the Pilgrims a 
powerfu l sense of mission. In England, 
their own low-chu rch, modified-Calv inist 
Protestantism seemed to be on the defen­ 
siv e against the forces of the Crown, the 
closely allied Chu rch of England, and, 
not least, the nu merou s legions of u ngod­ 
liness. 
Determined that their “tru e religion” 
and the Lord’s will shou ld prev ail in the 
wilderness, they set abou t to establish 
“ Bible Commonwealths” where families, 
society , (he polity , and the chu rches 
wou ld all be harmoniou sly ordered ac­ 
cording to God’s Word. 
All this req u ired inner discipline and 
inev itably (giv en their v iew of the essen­ 
tial natu re of man) ou ter discipline as 
well. They sternly pu nished ly ing, dru nk ­ 
enness, fornication and all the my riad 
other sins to which men and women, and 
ev en children, seemed so wick edly in­ 
clined. 


THEY ENFORCED orthodox y and dis­ 
cipline in the chu rches; they harried ou t 
religiou s dissenters and went so far as to 
hang two Qu ak ers. The Pu ritans were 
indeed piou s, intolerant moralists, bu t 
they were not pru des. They pu nished 
sex u al offenses bu t they were not in the 
least su rprised 
by them. They wore 
colorfu l clothing, su itable, of cou rse, to 
their social stations. 
When Harv ard College thou ght it neces­ 
sary to limit drink ing at commencement, 
the au thorities restricted degree-tak ers to 
three gallons of wine per man. 
Whether the Pu ritans su cceeded or 
failed in their mission is a matter of 
definition and they were themselv es am­ 


biv alent on the matter. Ev en as they 
railed at the prev alence of wick edness 
among them and at the decline of tru e 
piety , they remained acu tely consciou s 
that their society and chu rches were 
su perior to England's. 


WHILE THEY were k eenly aware of 
men's tendency to disperse to new. emp­ 
ty lands, they prided themselv es on their 
regu lated pattern of settlement, ordered 
town by ordered town. They were, in­ 
deed, the most realist of Utopians. They 
ex pected to establish a New Israel in the 
wilderness, and they demanded godly 
thou ghts and behav ior of its members; at 
the same time they k new that Adam's

fall from grace meant that men were 
inherently and perv ersely wick ed 
People who demand perfection y et do 
not 
ex pect to achiev e it are inev itably 
condemned to ambiv alence abou t the 
resu lts.

In England, 
their own low-church, modified-Calvinist 
Protestantism seemed to be on the defen­ 
sive against the forces of the Crown, the 
closely allied Church of England, and. 
not least, the numerous legions of ungod­ 
liness. 
Determined that their “true religion” 
and the Lord’s will should prevail in the 
wilderness, they set about to establish 
“ Bible Commonwealths” where families, 
society, the polity, and the churches 
would all be harmoniously ordered ac­ 
cording to God’s Word. 
All this required inner discipline and 
inevitably (given their view of the essen­ 
tial nature of man) outer discipline as 
well. They sternly punished lying, drunk­ 
enness, fornication and all the myriad 
other sins to which men and women, and 
even children, seemed so wickedly in­ 
clined. 


THEY ENFORCED orthodoxy and dis­ 
cipline in the churches; they harried out 
religious dissenters and went so far as to 
hang two Quakers. The Puritans were 
indeed pious, intolerant moralists, but 
they were not prudes. They punished 
sexual offenses but they were not in the 
least surprised 
by them. They wore 
colorful clothing, suitable, of course, to 
their social stations.

WHILE THEY were keenly aware of 
men’s tendency to disperse to new, emp­ 
ty lands, they prided themselves on their 
regulated pattern of settlement, ordered 
town by ordered town. They were, in­ 
deed, the most realist of Utopians. They 
expected to establish a New Israel in the 
wilderness, and they demanded godly 
thoughts and behavior of its mem bers; at 
the same time they knew that Adam's

THE IDEA was a relatively new one, 
but it led quite directly, as things turned 
out, to populousness and prosperity even 
beyond the dream s of the founders. It led 
also to an even greater novelty-ethnic 
diversity, a development of such critical 
importance in all the colonies that it 
deserves separate attention in another 
lecture.

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Lois Wysc’s writing is crisp and inci­ 
sive. Her characterizations are excellent, 
even when handling stock (though univer­ 
sal) figures like the conniving, cloying 
assistant to the boss. Whether detailing 
the symbiotic relationship in an advertis­ 
ing agency between the creative people 
and the up front new business salesman, 
or day to day operations, the action and 
interest keep cresting. Unexpected turns 
of plot in believable context are deftly 
handled, as if Alistair MacLean had 
turned his typewriter toward one of these 
executive shark tanks. 
“The Rosemary Touch" is highly rec­ 
ommended. It is a spry, entertaining tale 
in its own right, and all the better 
because it skips the foolish cliches and 
whining paranoia of most advertising 
novels.

FLYING by Kota Millett; Alfred A. 
Knopf, 545 pages, $ 8 .9 5 . Re­ 
viewed by Mary Lou Jacobson. 
If you are interested in the soul search­ 
ings of a frightened, self-proclaimed bis­ 
exual; 
If you face problems of self- 
identification as a homosexual or bisex­ 
ual person; 
If you find the traumas of a book 
written while the author is in the process 
of a nervous breakdown intriguing; 
If 
graphic homosexual details are your 
thing; 
If the problems of explaining bisexuali­ 
ty to one’s mother and to the women’s lib 
movement interest you; 
If you liked the author's other books, 
“Sexual Politics” and “The Prostitution 
Papers;” 
Then you’ll probably love "Flying.” 


But it is also a deal that can be hideously 
costly in terms of human lives. 
Not surprisingly, both sides are willing 
to pull out all the stops to protect 
themselves, even if it means the murder 
of other men, including Spaulding. And 
there are interested third parties with a 
stake. 
To Ludlum’s credit, he does not engage 
in the cryptic, elliptic narrative style now 
practiced to excess by some of the best 
known writers of spy thrillers. His plot, 
while complicated, is spelled out for the 
reader all the way, and does not require 
lim to fill in gaps or to make surmises. 
But this reader questions what seems 
o be an excess of sadism and gory detail 
in Ludlum’s story. Perhaps a certain 
3mount of this can be excused and 
attributed to the cause of realism, but 
Ludlum seems to lay it on much too 
hick, leaving his reader bathed in tom 
flesh and splattered blood. 
As to whether one prefers the more 
cerebral approach of a Le Carre or 
Deighton, or the hellbent action of Lud- 
um’s novels, that is probably a matter of 
oersonal preference. 
Apparently both sides have their sup­

High Rise 
Fire Makes 
Hair Raise 


THE GLASS INFERNO by Thomas 
N. Scortia and Frank M. Robinson: 
Doubleday, 435 pages, $7.95. Re­ 
viewed by Frank Farrara. 
The horror of a fire raging through a 
high rise building is recounted in nerve 
wracking sequence, virtually flame by 
flame. 
The authors capture the human drama 
with impact through a full gamut of 
characters, but perhaps more important­ 
ly they underscore it with searching 
thought. 
The story has been sold to a movie 
studio because of its dramatic and scenic 
value, but one hopes it can gain equal 
attention for its safety ideas. 
Is it same to build a building so tall 
that a fire department isn’t equipped to 
handle a fire in it? 
Should a developer be allowed to de­ 
viate from an architect’s plans to cut 
costs and expedite the job9 
These are but two of the questions 
raised by the authors, but events move at 
such a rapid pace that the story doesn't 
bog down in such matters. 
At some points, the story does slow 
down in technical descriptions, which are 
essential to full understanding, but carry 
the tone of reporting rather than fiction. 
While books by two authors lack the 
personal stamp of an individual author, 
Scortia and Robinson manage to inte­ 
grate their work without harm to the 
story. 


Tribes Hard 
To Chronicle

"Sioux Trail" is a compilation of the 
known histories of 56 Siouan Indian tribes 
in North America, from the first chroni­ 
cles mentioning them until their disap­ 
pearance. 
Many of these tribes were little more 
than families or family groups. Also, 
even such a thorough student as John 
Upton Trrell cannot always be sure 
whether two different names apply to the 
same tribe So in many cases, the chroni­ 
cle is short, sketchy, and admittedly 
incomplete and subject to guesswork. 
Terrell, however, has done a painstak­ 
ing research job. His little volume should 
be of inestimable value to students of the 
American Indian seeking to identify 
tribes and groupings. And since various 
Siouan tribes, during the course of their 
known history, ranged over much of the 
United States, the study provides clues 
for researchers in most regions.

Stevie Wonder Ends 
First Phase of Career

Stevie Wonder’s new LP on Motown’s 
Tamla label, “Fulfillingness’ First Fi­ 
nale,” has been described as the closing 
chapter of the first phase of Stevie’s 
musical career. 
And what a career it has been! Stevie 
is living proof of the old proverb — when 
one door closes another opens. He has 
been unable to see from birth but it 
seems inaccurate to call him blind — he 
has such musical insights and “Innervi- 
sions” that he must have perceptions 
denied to most of us. 
STEVIE broke into the music business 
when he was only 10. His singing, har­ 
monica and piano playing and his virtuo­ 
so performance on the drums quickly 
enlisted an army of fans for Little Stevie 
Wonder, as he called himself then. 
Today, having survived a near-fatal 
car crash, his talent has matured and his 
is a story of success on many levels. He 
has had a consistent flow of hit records 
with 14 going over the million-dollar 
mark and three becoming platinum 
records — sales over one million units. 
And to top all that, he was awarded 
five Grammies this year. He is acknowl­ 
edged to be one of the most important 
song writers in today’s music scene by

experts in this country and abroad, and 
has gone into producing. “Stevie Wonder 
Presents Syreeta” is an example of his 
diversified musical talents. 
If “Fulfillingness’ First Finale” is the 
closing chapter in Book One of Wonder’s 
development, it is an exciting way to call 
a time out. There isn’t a mediocre cut on 
the album. Among the best of the Wonder 
tunes is “Boogie on Reggae Woman,” 
whose infectious rhythms make it a sure 
bet to hit the top of the singles chart. And 
you'll be happy to know Stevie’s funky 
harp playing hasn't lost a beat since his 
“Fingertips” days. “You Haven’t Done 
Nothin’,” a great tune with the Jackson 5 
backing Stevie on the vocals, has over­ 
tones of “Superstition” — what nicer 
thing can you say of a tune9 “Too Shy to 
Say" is a showcase for Stevie’s keyboard 
wizardry. 
“Heaven Is 10 Zillion Light Years 
Away” is another great cut and the 
words must express Wonder’s philosophy 
but one line has to be wrong — "Why 
must my color black make me a lesser 
man?” For Wonder has transcended 
color, blindness and trauma — and ev­ 
eryone hopes that he pickes upon Phase 
Two of his career soon.

A major offense of this suspense novel 
is the insufficient notice that it is intend­

Young Megan is summoned, somewhat 
mysteriously, to join her American scien­ 
tist father behind the Iron Curtain in 
Budapest where he is attending a confer­ 
ence.

NOVA SCOTIA m ay be reached by 
ferry from the Maine cities of Portland 
and Bar Harbor and from St. John in 
New Brunswick. The ferry trip from 
Saint John to Digby , Nova Scotia, is the 
shortest and least expensive and is rec­ 
ommended to fam ilies with a tight budg­ 
et. 
Round trips by ferry can knock a big 
hole in the budget, so the most practical 
way to enjoy a camping tour of the 
provinces is to go overland in one direc­ 
tion and return by ferry on the way back. 
Enter New Brunswick at Calais. Maine, 
and take Highway One to Saint John, an 
interesting city with a fine historical 
heritage w’hich includes camping facili­ 
ties at Rockwood Park. 
Follow Highway One and Two to Monc­ 


ton. and while there nde uphill with y our 
engine in neutral on Magnetic Hill. The 
hill, reached by a dirt road, is a m ajor 
tourist attraction.

FROM Moncton the cam per can enter 
Nova Scotia at Tidnish and follow the 
Sunrise Trail which winds along the coast 
of the Northum berland Strait to New 
Glasgow and Antigonish. There are sev­ 
eral good cam pgrounds along the Sunrise 
Trail. Antigonish is the gateway to Cape 
Breton, wehre the Cabot Trail gives the 
cam per the most magnificent scenery in 
Nova Scotia.

Baja California, Mexico, is a unique 
experience. 
Baja could never be called a pretty 
country. It is a vast land — forbidding 
and desolate.

Switch Annuals To Perennials 


By EARL ARONSON 
Befo re co o l weather puts an end to 
y o ur o utdo o r g ardening y o u can pro lo ng 
the life o f so me annuals, practically 
making them perennials. 
To do this, carefully transplant y o ur 
g arden fav o rites into po ts o r bo x es, take 
them indo o rs and place them under hig h- 
energ y plant-g ro wth lamps. 


THEY will flo urish indo o rs, as so me o f 
o urs do , and be ready fo r replacement in 
the g arden in the early spring after fro st 
dang er has passed. This means y o u’ll 
hav e g ained a few weeks in the g ro wing 
cy cle and will hav e flo wers lo ng befo re 
y o ur neig hbo rs. 
Th ere are a few gro u n d ru les, as it 
were, in mo v in g p lan ts in do o rs: 
1. Sterilize th e so il to av o id fly in g p ests 
in th e h o me. Th is may b e do n e b y b akin g 
th e so il fo r an h o u r o r so in a h o t o v en . A 
h an dfu l o f p eat mo ss to ssed in later 
rep laces o rgan ic m atter in th e so il th at 
h as b een o x idized 


2. WHEN y o u r p lan ts are p o tted an d 
u n der th e ligh ts, feed an d water th em a 
b it mo re th an p lan ts th at dep en d o n 
day ligh t. Th e reaso n fo r th is is th at 
sp ecial p lan t-gro wth lamp s sp eed gro wth , 
an d th is mean s mo re fo o d an d water are

co nsumed than if tbe plant were g ro wing 
under standard energ y so urces. 
3. The leng th o f time the lig hts sho uld 
be o n depends o n the plants y o u are 
raising . Plants that blo o m in early spring 
o r late fall are “ sho rt day ” plants and 
will be satisfied with six to eig ht ho urs o f 
lig ht daily . Lo ng -day plants — tho se that 
blo o m in mid-summer — will need 12 to 
16 ho urs o f energ y fro m y o ur fluo rescent 
lamp. 
4 Be sure to take a g o o d ball o f earth 
with the ro o ts in bring ing y o ur plants 
indo o rs. This will insure co ntinued 
g ro wth. 


THERE are abo ut 700 species o f po i­ 
so no us plants g ro wing in the United 
States and Canada, many co mmo nly 
fo und near ho mes, acco rding to ex pert 
Dr Jo hn King sbury . 
Dr. King sbury estimates that 1 2 .000 
children co nsume inno cent-lo o king po i­ 


so no us plants annually , which o ften re­ 
sults in co mplicatio ns, so m etim es in 
death. 
Po iso no us plants may g ro w any where, 
say s Dr. Mitchell R. Zav o n, president o f 
the American Asso ciatio n o f Po iso n Co n­ 
tro l Centers, who cautio ns: 
“ It is essential fo r children and adults 
to understand the dang ers inv o lv ed in 
eating plants, especially tho se they are 
no t familiar with. All plants near the 
ho me and classro o m sho uld be identified 
in ev ery way to make sure they are no t 
po iso no us. 
IF there are po iso no us plants g ro wing 
where children may ex plo re, it wo uld be 
adv isable to rid the area o f such po tential 
dang ers. Co ntro lled applicatio n o f chemi­ 
cal herbicides will effectiv ely minimize 
the dang er o f po iso no us plants safely and 
efficiently .” 
Reco mmended: Identify each plant in 
and aro und the ho use; keep po iso no us 
plants o ut o f reach o f children; do no t use 
unkno wn plants as a so urce o f fo o d; 
destro y unwanted po iso no us plants. 
Sy mpto ms o f plant po iso ning may o c­ 
cur as lo ng as six to 15 ho urs after 
ing estio n. If plant po iso ning is suspected, 
do no t rely o n ho me remedies.

Mo st o f th e 
tu lip b u lb s th at are so ld are gro wn in 
Ho llan d wh ere th e so il an d climate are 
th e b est in th e wo rld fo r p ro du cin g th e 
b u lb s 
A tu lip b u lb is really o n e 
of th e 
wo n ders o f n atu re. In side th e tu lip b u lb 
the tiny plant is already fo rmed. If a b u lb 
is sliced in h alf, tu cked do wn in th e 
middle y o u can ev en see th e min iatu re 
flo wer. 


MOST OF th e b u lb is made u p o f sto red 
fo o d wh ich th e tin y p lan t draws o n fo r its 
gro wth . Actu ally , th en , wh en y o u p lan t a 
tu lip y o u are p rimarily ju st p ro v idin g th e 
p ro p er gro win g co n ditio n s, y o u do n ’t 
actu ally h av e to “gro w” it as y o u wo u ld 
a marigo ld, to mato o r p etu n ia.

Th ey do n ’t n eed fertilizer 
b ecau se all th e fo o d n ecessary fo r th eir 
sp rin g gro wth is already sto red in th e 
b u lb . Ab o u t th e o n ly th in g n ecessary fo r 
tu lip gro wth is a so il th at drain s well.

Read th e lab el 
b efo re u sin g. After ap p ly in g, o b serv e th e 
garden fo r sign s o f in sect activ ity fo r 
rep eat ap p licatio n . 


Q. Ou r fru it trees p ro du ced v ery little 
fru it th is p ast seaso n . Ho w can we 
imp ro v e th e p ro du ctio n fo r n ex t y ear's 
cro p ? Wh en sh o u ld th e tree b e fed? 
A. Weath er p lay s a v ery imp o rtan t ro le 
in fru it p ro du ctio n . Decidu o u s trees h av e 
req u ired do rman t p erio ds. Th is v aries 
with differen t sp ecies. Warm win ters do 
n o t allo w th e rest n eeded fo r go o d fru it 
p ro du ctio n . Feed th e trees in March an d 
Sep temb er with a co mp lete p lan t fo o d. 


Q. Ou r b ird o f p aradise fo rmed seed fo r 
th e first time. Will th ese seeds gro w an d 
p ro du ce n ew p lan ts? Ho w sh o u ld th ey b e 
p lan ted? 
A. Use a small b o x an d h alf p lan ter 
mix an d h alf co arse, clean san d. So w th e 
seed an d co v er with san d. Place in a 
warm lo catio n . Th e seed germin ates v ery 
slo wly . After th e seco n d leaf ap p ears, p o t 
in small p o ts u n til th e ro o t sy stem is well 
estab lish ed. Plan t in a su n n y lo catio n .

Do n’t o v erlo o k ranunculus and anemo nes when sho pping in nurseries fo r bulbs to 
brig hten y o ur g arden nex t spring . 


Harvesting Of Garden Brings A 
Supply For Freezing, Canning

On e mo rn in g recen tly as my family 
an d I were ab o u t to take o ff fo r a fiv e- 
day trip . I stro lled aro u n d th e garden in 
Wey mo u th , Mass., to see th at ev ery th in g 
was in go o d sh ap e b efo re I left. 
It was, p articu larly th e co rn , an d th at 
dismay ed me so mewh at. Yo u see it was 
all matu rin g at ab o u t th e same time.Mo st 
o f th e ears were ready fo r p ickin g an d if 
left wo u ld b e p ast th eir b est b y th e time 
we retu rn ed. 
THERE was n o th in g else we co u ld do 
b u t h arv est th em th en an d th ere. A go o d 
man y disap p eared at th e lu n ch tab le an d 
my wife fro ze th e rest. All th is effo rt 
mean t we left h o me clo se to two h o u rs 
later th an we in ten ded. Bu t with so me­ 
th in g like th ree do zen ears o f co rn in th e 
freezer it was time well sp en t. 
As p eo p le wh o go in fo r garden in g so o n 
learn , gro win g cro p s is o n e th in g, seein g 
th e p ro du ce do esn ’t go to waste is an o th ­ 
er 
As my wife co mmen ted th e o th er 
day : “Th e tro u b le with u s is th at we h av e 
to o mu ch fo o d.” 


Time For 
Coo! Crops 


Fall is th e time to start p lan tin g y o u r 
co o l seaso n v egetab le garden . Man y o f 
y o u av id v egetab le garden ers already 
kn o w th at co o l seaso n cro p s su ch as 
b ro cco li, cau liflo w er, lettu ce, carro ts, 
b ru ssels sp ro u ts an d tu rn ip s can b e 
p lan ted n o w to p ro v ide y o u r family with 
tasty v egetab le dish es th ro u gh sp rin g. 
Co o l seaso n cro p s are th e o n es wh o se 
immatu re flo wers (su ch as b ro cco li an d 
cau liflo wer), leav es (lettu ce an d sp in ach ), 
o r ro o ts (like carro ts an d tu rn ip s) we 
h arv est. Fall an d win ter’s co o l an d sh o rt­ 
er day s p ro mp t th e dev elo p men t o f th ese 
p lan t p arts th at we are so fo n d o f. 


FOR THOSE o f y o u wh o are n o v ices to ^ 
“h o me farmin g” th e Califo rn ia Asso cia-* 
tio n o f Nu rsery men o ffers a few b asic 
su ggestio n s o n th e cu ltu ral care o f win ter 
v egetab les: 
Mo st co o l seaso n cro p s gro w well in a 
relativ ely sh allo w so il. In fall, th e so il is 
warm an d dry wh ich makes it easy to 
cu ltiv ate an d wo rk. 
Wh en p rep arin g th e gro u n d fo r y o u r 
win ter v egetab le cro p s tu rn it o v er to a 
dep th o f 8 to 10 in ch es. Nex t, mix in 
ab o u t two in ch es o f well co mp o sted 
o rgan ic material an d b alan ced fertilizer. 
(No ch eatin g . . . b e su re to wo rk co mp o st 
an d fertilizer in to th e 8 to 10 in ch es o f 
so il. Like a cake all in gredien ts mu st b e 
mix ed well fo r go o d resu lts). 
Winter v eg etables may be planted no w 
fro m seed flats o r by seeds. When so wing 
seeds, a g o o d rule to fo llo w is to plant 
them three times as deep as the diameter 
o f the indiv idual seed. 


ONCE YOUR v eg etables start g ro wing , 
be sure to keep weeds under co ntro l. 
Pesty weeds will inev itably be creeping 
into y o ur v eg etables’ g ro wing area. 
Ho eing the to p o ne-half o f so il will be 
sufficient to decapitate tho se unwanted 
additio ns to y o ur cro ps. If y o u tend to 
weeds as they appear, the “ Arm Stro ng ” 
metho d o f pulling weeds will wo rk well — 
simply bend do wn and pull them as they 
appear. 
Ho w much rain y o u receiv e in y o ur 
area will determine ho w o ften y o u sho uld 
fertilize. 
Yo ur lo cal nursery man can 
g uide y o u o n the pro per amo unt to apply . 
Gro wing y o ur o wn v eg etables g iv es y o u 
and y o ur family the reward and satisfac­ 
tio n o f kno wing that y o u hav e prepared 
y o ur meals fro m seed to plate. 


Wh at sh e mean t o f co u rse was th at th e 
garden was p ro du cin g a go o d deal mo re 
th an we co u ld co n su me o n a day -to -day 
b asis. Th an k go o dn ess th en fo r th e freez­ 
er, th e art o f can n in g, an d th e redisco v ­ 
ery 1 o f so me o ld-time meth o ds o f win ter 
sto rage. Th ey h elp to sp read th e su mmer 
su rp lu ses th ro u gh th e lean er mo n th s o f 
win ter. 
Certain su rv ey s su ggest th at b u y in g a 
freezer is a q u estio n ab le in v estmen t; th at 
u n less y o u are v ery wise in y o u r fo o d 
p u rch ases y o u may n o t en d u p stretch in g 
th e fo o d do llar at all. Th at simp ly do esn ’t 
ap p ly to th e h o me garden er. 
SOME FRIENDS o f o u rs wh o mo v ed 
o u t o f state a few mo n th s ago so ld u s 
th eir ch est-ty p e freezer fo r a so n g. Bu t 
ev en if we h ad b o u gh t it b ran d n ew it 
wo u ld h av e b een wo rth wh ile. 
Righ t 
n o w it is lo aded with zu cch in i, 
cab b age, b ean s (green an d wax ), p each ­ 
es, co rn o f co u rse, an d o th er garden 
go o dies. 
Wh at little sp ace cu rren tly remain s is 
rap idly b ein g filled u p with to mato es. 
“ I su p p o se,” so meo n e said to me th e 
o th er day , “th at y o u h av e to mato es 
ru n n in g o u t o f y o u r ears righ t n o w." We 
h av e, b u t fo rtu n ately my wife h as p icked 
u p a few freezin g tricks th at h elp a lo t. 
WE ALWAYS in clu de p lu m to mato es in 
o u r garden p lan s. Th ey are h eav y y ield- 
ers an d y o u can ’t b eat th em fo r co o kin g. 
We sto re mo re o f th ese th an an y o th ers. 
In freezin g th em my wife simp ly cu ts 
th em in h alf an d p laces th em o n a co o kie 
sh eet fo r freezin g. On ce fro zen th ey are 
th ro wn in to a p lastic b ag, like so man y 
clu n kin g p ieces o f marb le. 
Th is way th e to mato es do n ’t freeze 
to geth er in o n e so lid mass an d can b e 
remo v ed, a few at a time, as th e n eed 
arises. Yo u can do th e same th in g with 
b ig eatin g to mato es b y cu ttin g th em in to 
th ick slices.

TO REAP a winter harvest of tasty, home-grown vegetables, such as cabbage, 
cauliflower and lettuce, this month is the time to sow seeds and nurseries will have, 
transplants. Nurserymen will recommend what can be planted now. 
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Switch Annuals To Perennials 


By EARL ARONSON 
Before cool weather puts an end to 
your outdoor gardening you can prolong 
the life of some annuals, practically 
making them perennials. 
To do this, carefully transplant your 
garden favorites into pots or boxes, take 
them indoors and place them under high- 
energy plant-growth lamps. 


THEY will flourish indoors, as some of 
ours do, and be ready for replacem ent in 
the garden in the early spring after frost 
danger has passed. This means you’ll 
have gained a few weeks in the growing 
cycle and will have flowers long before 
your neighbors. 
There are a few ground rules, as it 
were, in moving plants indoors. 
Í. Sterilize the soil to avoid flying pests 
in the home. This may be done by baking 
the sod for an hour or so in a hot oven. A 
handful of peat moss tossed in later 
replaces organic m atter in the soil that 
has been oxidized 


2. WHEN your plants are potted and 
under the lights, feed and w ater them a 
bit more than plants that depend on 
daylight. The reason for this is that 
special plant-growth lamps speed growth, 
and this means more food and w ater are 
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consumed than if the plant were growing 
under standard energy sources. 
3. The length of time the lights should 
be on depends on the plants you are 
raising. Plants that bloom in early spring 
or late fall are “ short day” plants and 
will be satisfied with six to eight hours of 
light daily. Long-day plants — those that 
bloom in mid-summer — will need 12 to 
16 hours of energy from your fluorescent 
lamp. 
4. Be sure to take a good ball of earth 
with the roots in bringing your plants 
indoors. This will insure continued 
growth. 


THERE are about 700 species of poi­ 
sonous plants growing in the United 
States and Canada, 
many commonly 
found near homes, according to expert 
Dr. John Kingsbury. 
Dr. 
Kingsbury estim ates that 12,000 
children consume innocent-looking poi­ 


sonous plants annually, which often re­ 
sults in com plications, som etim es in 
death. 
Poisonous plants may grow anywhere, 
says Dr. Mitchell R. Zavon, president of 
the American Association of Poison Con 
trol Centers, who cautions: 
“ It is essential for children and adults 
to understand the dangers involved in 
eating plants, especially those they are 
not fam iliar with. All plants near the 
home and classroom should be identified 
in every way to make sure they are not 
poisonous. 
IF there are poisonous plants growing 
where children may explore, it would be 
advisable to rid the area of such potential 
dangers. Controlled application of chemi­ 
cal herbicides will effectively minimize 
the danger of poisonous plants safely and 
efficiently.” 
Recommended: Identify each plant in 
and around the house; keep poisonous 
plants out of reach of children; do not use 
unknown plants as a source of food: 
destroy unwanted poisonous plants. 
Symptoms of plant poisoning may oc­ 
cur as long as six to 15 hours after 
ingestion. If plant poisoning is suspected, 
do not rely on home remedies. Call a 
doctor immediately 
Tulip Tops List Of Easy-To-Grow

Every winter I teach a course in 
gardening for adults in the local high 
school 
Most of my students are new 
homeowners and invariably someone will 
ask me what is the easiest flower to 
grow 
Topping the list of easy-to-grou’ plants, 
I feel, is the tulip 
The tulip is grown from a bulb that 
must be planted in the fall. Most of the 
tulip bulbs that are sold are grown in 
Holland where the soil and climate are 
the best in the world for producing the 
bulbs 
A tulip bulb is really one of the 
wonders of nature. Inside the tulip bulb 
the tiny plant is already formed. If a bulb 
is sliced in half, tucked down in the 
middle you can even see the miniature 
flower. 


MOST OF the bulb is made up of stored 
food which the tiny plant draws on for its 
growth. Actually, then, when you plant a 
tulip you are prim arily just providing the 
proper growing conditions, 
you don’t 
actually have to “grow” it as you would 
a marigold, tomato or petunia. 
As all plants have their own “pérsonali- 
ties,” so does the tulip. One of the traits 
of the tulip is that it must have a cold 
period of several months before it will 
flower. 
This is why the bulb must be planted in 
the fall so that it gets its cold period 


Plant Trees 
For Touch 
Of Autumn 


There is a certain nostalgia that only 
autumn with its rustling breezes, balmy 
but crisp air and shorter days, brings. 
Nothing marks the transition to winter 
more than fall’s brilliant colors. 
For a touch of fall in your yard, the 
C alifornia A ssociation of N urserym en 
suggests planting at least two deciduous 
trees. There is a good selection of trees 
available now to “paint” your fall land­ 
scape 
THE GINKGO, or m aidenhair tree is a 
living relic whose ancestors date back 
millions of years — to prehistoric times. 
iCi fan-shaped leath ery green spring 
leaves turn a lovely shade of buttery 
autumn yellow. If you decide to plant a 
ginkgo in your garden, be sure to plant a 
male tree. Female trees bear a fruit that 
has a very obnoxious odor. 
A m erican sw eet gum (L iquidam bar 
stjra c iflu a ) is an o th er fall favorite. 
Growing to 60 ft. tall, its loose-open form 
displays an autumn color show of yellows 
and reds. Even in areas where fall is a 
warm extension of sum m er, the Sweet 
Gum will tint the town to tell of fall’s 
arrival. 
'A favorite deciduous fruit tree among 
Cffjifomia's gardeners is the Japanese 
persimmon. After its yellow to burnt 
ofhngish red fall leaves drop, sweet 
soarlet fruits remain to be eaten and 
efljoyed. Planting the persimmon in a 
deep rich soil and fertilizing regularly 
wjll give you a good fruit crop in 
November. In spring the persim m on’s 
dark green, leathery leaves appear. 
The Chinese pistache (pistacia chinen- 
sS) is another colorful choice for fall. 
This tree, a native to China, grows to 
bgjween 40 and 60 ft. 
and displays 
handsome rich orange and red fall colors. 
Tfie pistache performs best where sum­ 
m ers are long and hot. 
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naturally over winter. (I have seen tulip 
bulbs offered for sale in spring. These 
are surely leftovers from fall and if they 
flower when planted in spring it would be 
a miracle. Don’t waste your money by 
buying tulips in spring. 


PLANTING is simple. Just dig a hole 6 
inches deep, drop in the bulb — pointed 
end up — and cover with soil. Nature 
does the rest. One word of caution, 
though if the w eather is dry in the fall, 
w ater the tulips after planting. The bulb 
is a living thing and if it dries out it will 
not survive. 
Tulips need no fertilizer. In fact, they 
resent a lot of fertilizer, especially ani­ 
mal manures. They don't need fertilizer 
because all the food necessary for their 
spring growth is already stored in the 
bulb. About the only thing necessary for 
tulip growth is a soil that drains well. 
This means that the day after a rain the 
ground should not be soggy wet. In a wet 
soil the tulip bulb may rot. 
There are several thousand different 
tulips sold today. These varieties (or 
cultivars' fall into different classes. Each 
of the classes has a different blooming 
period and flower shape. Tne earliest 
blooming are the “ species” which are 
among the first of all flowers to bloom in 
the spring. 
Some of these have small flowers on 
short stems, but some — like Red Em­ 
peror — have tremendous flowers on 


rather tall stems. 


TH E T R A D IT IO N A L tu lip sh a p e d 
kinds include the Cottage. Mendel and 
the most spectacular of all, the Darwin. 
Most of these bloom in May, which is the 
traditional tulip month in the North. 
But there are other tulips with distinct­ 
ly different flower shapes. The doubles 
are a full flower and resemble the garden 
peony. Then there are those with long, 
thin petals and resemble the lily flower. 
These are called, naturally, lily-flowered 
tulips. 
Parrot tulips are most exotic. 
These flowers are streaked with green 
and have feathered edges. Indeed, they 
do resemble the coloring and plumage of 
a parrot. 
Unlike many other flowers, tulips will 
do well in both sun and shade. In shady 
locations the flowers may appear a few 
days later, but they will last longer. Also, 
tulips can be left in the ground undis­ 
turbed where they will come up again the 
following spring. 
One caution, though: if you leave them 
in the ground don’t remove the foliage in 
spring until it has completely turned 
brown and died down. This assures you 
that a new bulb has formed. 
In the South tulip planting should be 
delayed. Plant around Thanksgiving and 
select a shady, cool spot. Before planting 
store the bulbs in the refrigerator cris­ 
per. This helps you give them the cold 
treatm ent. 


THE GREEN THUMBERS

Q. This spring our 2-year-old apricot 
tree produced about two dozen apricots 
that were dry inside., Now the last two 
months the leaves are drying out and 
falling, especially in the center branches. 
The ground around the tree seems to be 
solid. I w ater it every day, sometimes 
twice. How can I soften the ground? 
A. When a tree is properly planted, the 
w ater penetrates the soil very easily. No 
tree should be watered daily or twice a 
day. Construct a basin and fill with water 
once a week during the warm months, 
less when the w eather is cold. Use a soil 
conditioner to improve the porosity of 
hard soil. 
Excessive w ater spoils the 


Mother Nature 
Takes Her Time 


Did you ever wonder how long it would 
take nature to recycle some modern 
containers? 
If you dropped a soft drink can in the 
woods where it would not be touched 
except by the air, rain, snow, natural 
mulch and sunlight, it would probably be 
completely degraded by the year 2473, 
according to Pennsylvania State Univer­ 
sity. 
The steel or tin in the can would 
probably have returned to rusty dust by 
2073, but not the aluminum components. 
Dr. Edwin L. Owen, a metallurgist, 
also figures: 
A conventional plastic w rapper sim ilar­ 
ly exposed would return to nature by 
about 2200; a glass bottle might disinte­ 
grate — or might not — by the year 
1,001,972. 
Decay rates vary considerably with 
local conditions; thus trash strewn in a 
tropical rain forest would break up faster 
since moisture and heat speed the recy­ 
cling process.

Q. We have seen our neighbors use a 
machine that shreds leaves and all sorts 
of garden debris. Is such a machine 
worth while? 
A. The cost of prepared planter mixes 
is forcing gardeners to eliminate their 
use. Models of the machines for home use 
are now available and a good investment. 
A few large deciduous tree prunings in 
the fall will furnish enough m aterial to 
mulch the garden for a year with very 
little effort. 


Q. Can chlordane be sprayed on the soil 
to control ants and earwigs? Is it safe to 
use on all types of plants? How long 
should one application last? 
A. Chlordane is very effective in con­ 
trolling crawling insects and may be used 
in all parts of the garden. Read the label 
before using. After applying, observe the 
garden for signs of insect activity for 
repeat application. 


Q. Our fruit trees produced very little 
fruit this past season. How can we 
improve the production for next year's 
crop? When should the tree be fed? 
A. W eather plays a very important role 
in fruit production. Deciduous trees have 
required dorm ant periods. This varies 
with different species. Warm winters do 
not allow the rest needed for good fruit 
production. Feed the trees in March and 
Septem ber with a complete plant food. 


Q. Our bird of paradise formed seed for 
the first time. Will these seeds grow and 
produce new plants? How should they be 
planted? 
A. Use a small box and half planter 
mix and half coarse, clean sand. Sow the 
seed and cover with sand. Place in a 
warm location. The seed germ inates very 
slowly. After the second leaf appears, pot 
in small pots until the root system is well 
established. Plant in a sunny location.

Harvesting Of Garden Brings A 
Supply For 
Freezing, Canning

One morning recently as my family 
and I were about to take off for a five- 
day trip, I strolled around the garden in 
Weymouth, Mass., to see that everything 
was in good shape before I left. 
It was, particularly the corn, and that 
dismayed me somewhat. You see it was 
all maturing at about the same time. Most 
of the ears were ready for picking and if 
left would be past their best by the time 
we returned. 
THERE was nothing else we could do 
but harvest them then and there. A good 
many disappeared at the lunch table and 
my wife froze the rest. All this effort 
meant we left home close to two hours 
later than we intended. But with some­ 
thing like three dozen ears of corn in the 
freezer it was time well spent. 
As people who go in for gardening soon 
learn, growing crops is one thing, seeing 
the produce doesn’t go to waste is anoth­ 
er 
As my wife commented the other 
day: “The trouble with us is that we have 
too much food." 
Time For 
Coo! Crops 


Fall is the time to start planting your 
cool season vegetable garden. Many of 
you avid vegetable gardeners already 
know that cool season crops such as 
broccoli, cauliflow er, lettu ce, c a rro ts, 
brussels sprouts and 
turnips can be 
planted now to provide your family with 
tasty vegetable dishes through spring. 
Cool season crops are the ones whose 
im mature flowers (such as broccoli and 
cauliflower), leaves (lettuce and spinach), 
or roots (like carrots and turnips) we 
harvest. Fall and w inter’s cool and short­ 
er days prompt the development of these 
plant parts that we are so fond of. 


FOR THOSE of you who are novices to^ 
“ home farm ing” the California Associa-* 
tion of Nurserym en offers a few basic 
suggestions on the cultural care of winter 
vegetables: 
Most cool season crops grow well in a 
relatively shallow soil. In fall, the soil is 
warm and dry which makes it easy to 
cultivate and work. 
When preparing the ground for your 
winter vegetable crops turn it over to a 
depth of 8 to 10 inches. Next, mix in 
about two inches of well composted 
organic m aterial and balanced fertilizer. 
(No cheating . . . be sure to work compost 
and fertilizer into the 8 to 10 inches of 
soil. Like a cake all ingredients m ust be 
mixed well for good results). 
Winter vegetables may be planted now 
from seed flats or by seeds. When sowing 
seeds, a good rule to follow is to plant 
them three times as deep as the diam eter 
of the individual seed. 


ONCE YOUR vegetables start growing, 
be sure to keep weeds under control. 
Pesty weeds will inevitably be creeping 
into your v eg e ta b le s’ grow ing a re a . 
Hoeing the top one-half of soil will be 
sufficient to decapitate those unwanted 
additions to your crops. If you tend to 
weeds as they appear, the “ Arm Strong” 
method of pulling weeds will work well — 
simply bend down and pull them as they 
appear. 
How much rain you receive in your 
area will determine how often you should 
fertilize. 
Your local nurserym an can 
guide you on the proper amount to apply. 
Growing your own vegetables gives you 
and your family the reward and satisfac­ 
tion of knowing that you have prepared 
your meals from seed to plate. 


What she m eant of course was that the 
garden was producing a good deal more 
than we could consume on a day-to-day 
basis. Thank goodness then for the freez­ 
er, the art of canning, and the rediscov­ 
ery of some old-time methods of winter 
storage. They help to spread the sum mer 
surpluses through the leaner months of 
winter. 
Certain surveys suggest that buying a 
freezer is a questionable investment; that 
unless you are very wise in your food 
purchases you may not end up stretching 
the food dollar at all. That simply doesn’t 
apply to the home gardener. 
SOME FRIENDS of ours who moved 
out of state a few months ago sold us 
their chest-type freezer for a song. But 
even if we had bought it brand new it 
would have been worthwhile. 
Right 
now it is loaded with zucchini, 
cabbage, beans (green and wax), peach­ 
es, corn of course, and other garden 
goodies. 
What little space currently rem ains is 
rapidly being filled up with tomatoes. 
“ I suppose,” someone said to me the 
other day, 
“that you have tomatoes 
running out of your ears right now.” We 
have, but fortunately my wife has picked 
up a few freezing tricks that help a lot. 
WE ALWAYS include plum tomatoes in 
our garden plans. They are heavy yield- 
ers and you can’t beat them for cooking. 
We store more of these than any others. 
In freezing them my wife simply cuts 
them in half and places them on a cookie 
sheet for freezing. Once frozen they are 
thrown into a plastic bag, like so many 
clunking pieces of marble. 
This way the tomatoes don’t freeze 
together in one solid mass and can be 
removed, a few at a time, as the need 
arises. You can do the same thing with 
big eating tomatoes by cutting them into 
thick slices. 


The other day we boiled up a whole 
batch of tomatoes until they began to 
thicken somewhat. Then we put them 
through a Foley food mill to remove the 
skins and most of the seeds. The resul­ 
tant puree was frozen into cubes in a 
standard ice tray and then stored in 
plastic bags. 
Right now we re contemplating can­ 
ning. With an all but full freezer what 
else can we do? It takes a little effort 
but, says a friend accomplished in the 
art, “any shelf will do for storage.” 
TO THIS end we are reading up on the 
subject, indeed on all phases of preserva­ 
tion. A good book we have got hold of is 
“stocking Up” (Rodale Press) by the staff 
of Organic Gardening and Farm ing mag­ 
azine. One storage idea I particularly like 
is a storage area made out of hay bales. 
Ohio gardener John Krill makes a 
hollow square or rectangle with one layer 
of hay bales. The produce — potatoes, 
onions, cabbage, peas, apples, pears etc. 
— are then placed in the hollow centec 
and a lid of hay bales placed on top. 
The hay, a great insulator, keeps the 
produce just above freezing even in cold 
Ohio. 
Many folks are successful using mound 
storage. This simply means putting the 
produce in some dry leaves or straw an<T 
covering them with more straw. A thick 
layer of soil goes on next, covered by. 
plastic or tar paper and boards to keep it 
waterproof. 


SOME FOLKS suggest ventilating 
these mounds by pushing a pipe through 
the top. Remember, though, always cov-. 
er the pipe during freezing weather. 
And there are many other ideas too . . . , 
like taking a garbage can and sinking it 
into the ground to form an inexpensive 
root cellar.

Take The Squeaking 
Out Of Your Floors 


By GEORGE MONTGOMERY 


The furniture buff who has beco me 
handy with wo o d and wo o dwo rking to o ls 
o ften finds ex tracurricular o utlets fo r his 
talents. One such o utlet that sho uld win 
appro v al fro m all the fam ily is the repair 
o f squeaking flo o rs. 


INDEED, a squeaking flo o r can be 
so mewhat o f a psy cho lo gical challenge. A 
bro ken chair rung o r a go uged table to p 
are right o ut in the o pen where y o u can 
see them. Yo u kno w just what to do . But 
a squeaky flo o r is so m ething different 
It’s inv isible. Perhaps y o u hear it o nly in 
damp weather — o r perhaps o nly in dry 
weather. Yo u are no t really quite sure 
where it is. 


But take heart. A few sim ple pro ce­ 
dures 
will 
take 
the 
m y stery 
o ut 
o f 
squeaking flo o rs. 


There are sev eral causes o f squeaking 
flo o rs. A flo o r suppo rt beam m ay hav e 
sagged leav ing the flo o r bo ards unsup­ 
po rted. One o r mo re flo o r bo ards m ay 
hav e beco me warped Shrinkage also can 
cause squeaks. Or nails may hav e co me 
lo o se. 


YOUR FIRST step is to pinpo int the 
culprit. If the squeak is in the gro und 
flo o r and the beams in y o ur basement 
hav e no t been co v ered, y o u are in luck 
Ask so meo ne to walk o v erhead while y o u 
stand in the basement. By a co mbinatio n 
o f sight and so und y o u will be able to 
lo cate the squeak and diagno se the cause. 


If the pro blem is a sagging beam, the 
easy cure is to driv e wo o den wedges 
between the beam and the flo o r bo ards. 


If a large area is inv o lv ed, an alternativ e 
is to fo rce a length o f wo o d lo nger than 
the sag up flush with the flo o r bo ards and 
nail it to the beam 


If the squeak is caused by lo o se o r 
warped flo o r bo ards a different remedy 
is in o rder Where there is just o ne lay er 
o f flo o ring inv o lv ed the so lutio n is to 
driv e nails fro m abo v e into the suppo rt­ 
ing beam s. If there is do uble flo o ring, 
and the pro blem is with the finish lay er, 
y o u can again make y o ur repairs fro m 
belo w. Drill ho les thro ugh the sub-flo o r­ 
ing under the squeaky area and part way 
into the finish lay er — then insert screw's 
to pull the two lay ers o f wo o d tightly 
to gether. 


YOU HAVE still another problem *if 
y o ur basement ceiling is co v ered o r the 
squeak is in an upstairs 
floor. Under 
these circum stances y o u must wo rk frdTp 
the surface. Special spiral nails are made 
for this purpo se. They must be driv en 
thro ugh the lo o se o r warped bo ards into 
the suppo rting beams o r sub-flo o ring and 
co unter-sunk 


Unless y o u hav e wall-to -wall carpeting, 
y o u will hav e to fill the ho les left by the 
co untersunk nails with a suitable wo o d 
filler co mpo und 
In ex trem e cases y o u 
may hav e to refinish the entire flo o r.

HE RE 'S THE ANSWE R

Q - The drawers o f the bureau in o ur bedro o m stick ev ery sum m er. They wo rk 
perfectly in the winter. Why do es this happen and what can we do abo ut it to m ake the 
drawers wo rk mo re smo o thly during the summer? 
C — The drawers stick in the sum m er because o f the generally high humidity . In 
winder the heat in y o ur ho use is turned o n, the air beco m es drier and the wo o d in the 
drawers shrinks. To co rrect the co nditio n, wait until a dry day when the drawers are 
wo jtSng pro perly . Take o ut the drawers and seal ev ery part o f them with shellac 
diluted 50 per cent with denatured alco ho l. Giv e particular attentio n to areas which 
hav e, no finish o n them. Also , seal all wo o d po rtio ns o f the fram e which co m e in 
co ntact with the drawers, especially the sliding parts. 


Q. — Which giv e o ff mo re heat — incandescent bulbs o r fluo rescent tubes? 
A. — The incandescents. The fluo rescents giv e mo re light per wattage but less heat. 


Q. — Is there any kind o f v arnish that resists alco ho l spills? 
A. — There are sev eral kinds o f v arnishes and sy nthetics with such resistance. One 
has the nickname o f "bar” v arnish and can be o btained in mo st specialty paint sho ps 
and so m e hardware sto res and lumber y ards. 


Q. _ One o f the tiles o n o ur bathro o m wall has a big crack in it. I tried patching it 
but the repair lo o ks wo rse than the crack did. Can a single tile be rem o v ed fro m the 
wall witho ut dam aging the o thers? I think the tiles are ceram ic. 
A. _ Yes, it can be remo v ed, but it must be do ne v ery carefully . Use a co ld chisel 
to break the dam aged tile after y o u hav e sco red the tile aro und its fo ur edges in the 
gro uted jo ints. Hit the chisel lightly with a ham m er, do ing it witho ut haste. The idea 
is to break up the tile with do zens o f blo ws rather than attem tping to sm ash it with a 
few blo ws. Yo u m ay hav e to sho p aro und a bit to get a tile that will m atch the rest o f 
thé wall. When y o u do get it, hav e the dealer giv e y o u so m e cem ent that will ho ld the 
til? ■firmly as well as gro uting co mpo und. Scrape the o ld cem ent fro m the wall, apply 
the new to the back o f the tile and press it in place. When it has set, use gro ut to refill 


the jo ints.

PLAY REMBRANDT WITH YOUR WALLS 


By ANDY LANG 
Buying a house entails a lot more than 
merely choosing one of a particular size 
and style. 
This is especially important in the case 
of the elderly, who must find their 
housing satisfaction in factors that usual­ 
ly are more vital than the number of 
rooms and baths, even though these are 
important. 
ALL OF us know at least one retired 
couple who sold their old home, bought 
one in a new location and, after a year or 
two, were dissatisfied and perhaps made 
a second move, sometimes back to the 
former area. 
Rarely, if ever, has any such couple 
complained about the house per se. Their 
reasons for not being satisfied were 
related to such things as location, cli­ 
mate, social and personal privacy, neigh­ 
bors, accessibility to facilities and, in 
some cases, just plain loneliness. In the 
latter case, the absence of loved relatives 
and friends played a part in this feeling. 
IT WOULD be easy to assume that, 
considering such reasons, some pattern 
would be apparent on which to base wise 
decisions. Surveys show otherwise. Peo­ 
ple can t always predict accurately how 


they will react to unfamiliar situatiops. 
Some of the elderly who did not wish4o 
be located near children or other rela­ 
tives fabout 60 per cent in one survey; 
found later that they had moved too far 
away and that meetings were too infre­ 
quent to satisfy them 
Others who believed it important to be 
near relatives wished later that they had 
followed their first impulses and moved 
to more desirable clim atic locations 
hundreds of miles away. 
LUCKY indeed is the elderly couple 
who can forecast precisely which charac­ 
teristics will be most important to them 
in retirement. Even luckier is the couple 
who can afford to hang on to their 
present home and perhaps lease it while 
they rent a house for a year in the area 
they have selected 
Conscientious real estate brokers can 
be of great help to those who want to 
settle in a region not familiar to them. As 
Stuart Davis, president of the Real Es­ 
tate Board of Metropolitan St. Louis, puts 
it: 
"We are in the people business, not the 
house business. We don't sell houses; we 
find the right homes for people.” 


Cedar Chests Double 
If you’re an apartment dweller, you 
must have complained often that the 
architect who designed your building 
never lived in pn apartment himself. If 
he had, there would be more storage 
space. 
Nobody ever seems to have enough 
room to store out-of-season clothes and 
bedding. For a home owner, the problem 
is somewhat easier to solve; closets and 
cabinets can be built in, and they add to 
the value of his property. 
WHEN YOU live in an apartment, you 
don't want to build anything that you 
can't take with you when you move. 
When you’re studying your storage 
needs, think portable. 
If you’re moderately handy with ham­ 
mer and saw, you can construct free­ 
standing storage units that do much more 
than occupy space. Lined with readily 
available aromatic red cedar, such units 
will also protect your woolens from the 
depredations of the household moth. 
A basic cedar chest can double as a 
sofa or day bed. Use two-by fours for the 
framing, plywood for the exterior, and 
cedar closet lining inside. A hollow-core 
door serves as the top. An eight-inch 
cushion of foam rubber plus a bolster 
finishes the sofa-bed.

Take The Squeaking 
Out Of Your Floors

Whether you belong in the category of 
young and impoverished, family with 
small and destructive children, or you 
juh-t plain won't part with the cash called 
for to buy new furniture — you'll find 
that used furniture can be a good buy. 
"USED FURNITURE can Be a Good 
Buy” also is the title of a pamphlet 
written by Glenda Pifer. housing special­ 
ist of the U.S. Agriculture Department’s 
extension service, in which the author 
writes: 
w Used furniture can be a bargain if you 
choose it carefully.” 
Used furniture shouldn't be confused 
with antiques, which carry high price- 
tags. The woods are full of antique 
hunters combing country back lanes for 
buys that will make their fortune — but 
the odds in that kind of treasure hunt are 
very much in favor of the professional 
antique dealers. 
IN Miss Pifer's context old furniture is 
just that — furniture that has been 


Cedar Edgings 
Ease Lawn 
Grooming Job 
Easily installed edgings of two-by-four 
inch cedar or other preservative-treated 
wéstern wood provide mowing strips for 
lawns and well-groomed divisions be­ 
tween grass, flower beds and walks. 
The two-by-fours are spliced with one- 
by-fours for the desired length and set in 
a trench slightly deeper than the edging. 
After staking, the trench should be filled 
flush with the top of the wood. 
Stakes cut from one-by-twos should be 
set and nailed to the edging at least 
every five feet. To reduce splitting, 
galvanized box nails should be used. 
When the edging borders a lawn, all 
stakes should be driven on the side away 
from the grass so an edger can be used 
without interference. 
A curved edging is formed by nailing 
thinner boards together, staggering the 
splices, until the laminated board is the 
desired thickness around the curve.

The place to find it is at auctions, 
garage sales, used furniture stores and 
thirft shops.

Best buys often are to be found at those 
run by the Salvation Army, Good Will or 
other charity.

ONE CAUTION — even at charity 
thrift shops you can end up paying more 
than you should because the pricing often 
is done by volunteers who themselves can 
only guess at what a piece should cost. 
It goes without saying that the more 
arts-and-crafts skills you bave, the more 
and better quality repairs you can do 
yourself, the better bargains you'll find. 
It's no bargain, after all, to buy a chair 
cheap, then spend a fortune having it 
reglued, otherwise repaired, and reu­ 
pholstered. 
WHEN YOU see something that 
catches your eye, don't get too over­ 
whelmed until you’ve figured out how 
you're going to get it home. 
Size also is an important consideration 
from a decorating viewpoint. Close your 
eyes and mentally move your intended 
purchase into your living room. Will it 
fit? Will it either overwhelm or dwarf 
what you've already got? Unless you're a 
period purist, don't worry about whether 
the furniture is Early American or Elder­ 
ly Anonymous — mix-and-match styles 
are acceptable even in the swankest 
homes. 
Next step is to check quality, and here 
are some suggestions from Miss Pifer: 
CHESTS: ”... take out one or two of 
the drawers and look at the inside 
corners of the chest frame. Wood comer 
posts are a sign .of good quality. A good 
frame will not give or creak w'hen you 
push against it. 
"Drawers should pull out smoothly and 
easily. Handles should be smooth and 
easy to grasp. Drawer pulls should be 
fastened all the way through the front of 
the drawer. 
“While you have the drawers out. see if 
the sides and bottoms arc in good condi­ 
tion. The center guide — the wood strip 
going from front to back along the 
underside of a drawer adds to the 
strength of the chest and helps keep the 
drawer from jamming.”

The furniture buff who has become 
handy with wood and woodworking tools 
often finds extracurricular outlets for his 
talents. One such outlet that should win 
approval from all the family is the repair 
of squeaking floors. 
INDEED, a squeaking floor can be 
somewhat of a psychological challenge. A 
broken chair rung or a gouged table top 
are right out in the open where you can 
see them. You know just what to do. But 
a squeaky floor is something different. 
It's invisible. Perhaps you hear it only in 
damp weather — or perhaps only in dry 
weather. You are not really quite sure 
where it is. 
But take heart. A few simple proce­ 
dures will take the mystery out of 
squeaking floors. 
There are several causes of squeaking 
floors. A floor support beam may have 
sagged leaving the floor boards unsup­ 
ported. One or more floor boards may 
have become warped. Shrinkage also can 
cause squeaks. Or nails may have come 
loose. 
YOUR FIRST step is to pinpoint the 
culprit. If the squeak is in the ground 
floor and the beams in your basement 
have not been covered, you are in luck. 
Ask someone to walk overhead while you 
stand in the basement. By a combination 
of sight and sound you will be able to 
locate the squeak and diagnose the cause. 
If the problem is a sagging beam, the 
easy cure is to drive wooden wedges 
between the beam and the floor boards. 


If a large area is involved, an alternative 
is to force a length of wood longer than 
the sag up flush with the floor boards and 
nail it to the beam, 
If the squeak is caused by loose or 
warped floor boards a different remedy 
is in order. Where there is just one layer 
of flooring involved the solution is to 
drive nails from above into the support­ 
ing beams. If there is double flooring 1 
and the problem is with the finish layer, 
you can again make your repairs from 
below. Drill holes through the sub-floor­ 
ing under the squeaky area and part way 
into the finish layer — then insert screws 
to pull the two layers of wood tightly 
together. 
YOU HAVE still another problem*if 
your basement ceiling is covered or the 
squeak is in an upstairs floor. Under 
these circumstances you must work frdt}i 
the surface. Special spiral nails are made 
for this purpose. They must be driven 
through the loose or warped boards into 
the supporting beams or sub-flooring and 
counter-sunk 
Unless you have wall-to-wall carpeting, 
you will have to fill the holes left by the 
countersunk nails with a suitable wood 
filler compound. In extreme cases you 
may have to refinish the entire floor.

Don’t 
worry too much about the cushions they 
can be replaced, but check the back 
because if it's lumpy and uneven you'll 
have a major repair job ahead. 
One final caution — don't be embar­ 
rassed about giving your proposed buy a 
good looking over.

“M-A-S-H” is carefully calcu­ 
lated to discourage the idea of 
warfare rather than encourage 
it. 
It is possible to break down 
these top ten into three basic 
categories: the hard-edge com­ 


edies (“All in the Family,” 
“Chico and the Man,” “Sanford 
& Son” “ M-A-S-H,” and 
“ Maude”); the soft-edge come­ 
dies ("Rhoda,” “ Mary Tyler 
Moore,” "Bob Newhart”); and 
the nostalgia group (“The Wal­ 
tons,” and "Little House on the 
P rairie”) 
In the hard-edge group, the 
humor is often abrasive, the 
situations ticklish, the material 
adult. In most, bigotry is dealt 
a blow through ridicule. As a 
matter of fact, all three top 
shows feature aging, intolerant 
gentlemen in constant battle 
with their distorted values. 
The bigotry always loses — 
but the audience comes away 
understanding it just a bit bet­ 
ter None of the shows treat 
bigotry as a dark and fearful 
(hing — more like a sad exer­ 
cise in futility. 
In the case of "Maude” we 
are dealing with a by-the-num- 
bers reactor who is softened 
and leavened by the inter-reac­ 
tion of the people around her. 
Though her reasoning may be 
faulty she is thus able to make 
wise decisions most times. 
“ M A-S-H,” of course, points 
out the pomposity of human 
beings and the fallibility of 
hackneyed ideas, especially in 
war and medicine. But it is not 
destructive because, in the long 
run, it is about the foibles of 
people who love rather than 
hate one another when the 
choice arises. 
The soft-edge shows (‘‘Rho­ 
da,” “ Mary” and “Bob”) are 
all concerned with real people 
in real situations, learning to 
deal with their lives through 
humor and understanding. Ev­ 
ery gag has the ring of psychol­ 
ogical authenticity; minor reve­ 
lation is the rule. 
The1 nostalgia two (“Waltons” 
and “ House” ) create worlds 
with values and virtues we all 
would like to believe once exist­ 
ed. They reflect the way things 
ought to have been if, in fact, 
they were not. One hopes, they 
imply, it is the way things could 
be once again. 
In all of the shows, there are 


extraordinary men and women 
involved in the production, peo 
pie with foresight and perser 
ance. In the case of “All in the 
Family,” “Sanford & Son,” and 
“ Maude,” it is Norman Lear. 
In the case of “ Rhoda ” 
“ Mary Tyler Moore,” and “Bob 
Newhart,” it is James Brooks, 
Allan Burns, and perhaps 
MTM herself. In the ease of 
“ M-A-S-H it is Gene Reynolds, 
Larry Gelbhart and Alan Alda! 
In the case of “The Waltons,” it 
is Earl Hammer. In the case of 
“ Little House on the Prairie” it 
is Michael Landon, In the case 
of “Chico and the Man," James 
Komack. 
All of the people are deter­ 
mined to maintain character, 
theme, authenticity — but most 
of all, integrity. It shows in the 
product . . . and in the audience 
reaction. 
Of course, placement of the 
shows has a great deal to do 
with their success as well — the 
right show in the wrong time 
slot can fail miserably. Two 
cases in point arc the nostalgic 
"The New Land ’ and 
The 
Texas W heelers,JV both fine 
shows which simply cannot 
overcome the handicap of diffi­ 
cult time slots. 
But, on the whole, the first 
three weeks of the new season 
have proven that given valid 
concept and proper execution in 
conjunction with reasonable 
scheduling, intelligent, nonvi­ 
olent, relevant television shows 
can win wide audience approv­ 
al. y 
Let all the networks be for- 
warned: We now recognize that 
a bad season is the fault of the 
producers rather than the audi­ 
ence itself. The oft-repeated fa­ 
ble about the 12-year-old men­ 
tality of the average TV viewer 
has been thoroughly debunked. 
But, let us not become too 
complacent either. Creeping up 
on the horizon, just below that 
top ten list, if intelligence and 
responsibility should falter, 
are* “ Policewoman,” “That's 
My Mama,” and . . .

ormally, country-western super- 
star Johnny Cash shuns inter­ 
views. And when he does con­ 
sent to them, he invariably includes his 
wife, June C arter, or (as in this case) 
Rosanne Cash (Johnny’s daughter) and 
Rosie Nix (June’s daughter). The meeting 
was held in their New York hotel suite. 
Johnny Cash seemed to be a very re­ 
laxed man, one who smiles so often he 
should pose for toothpaste ads. He is 
much younger iGoking and better looking 
in person than he seems on TV. He 
talked easily, giggled often and acted 
very m uch like a man who has just found 
the secret of how to stay happy. Like his 
wife June, he wears an Israeli wedding 
ring and, around his neck, both the Star 
of David and a gold cross. 


FAMILY WEEKLY: W hat makes you 
happy now? 
JOHNNY: Having my family with me. 
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It really does. T hat’s what makes me 
happy, and knowing that everything’s all 
right! O f course, a m an’s got to enjoy 
his work. I really enjoy working. The 
girls and I com e off the stage at night 
and we’re as high as kites! W e’re just so 
happy with w hat we’re doing. And hav­ 
ing John C arter [Johnny’s youngest son, 
age four] with us makes us all feel better. 
H e’s here today, playing out in the park. 
FW: M usic seems to be kind of a way of 
life w ith you. 
JOHNNY: It always has been. The girls 
both inherited a legacy of music I sup­ 
pose, especially Rosie. Music in this 
family goes back to 1927, when her 
grandm other, 
M aybelle 
Carter, 
first 
started recording. June, Rosie’s mother, 
has been onstage since she was six. I’ve 
been at it for 20 years. All Rosanne has 
ever known is her daddy as an entertain­ 
er and perform er. J guess she w o u ld n 't 
know w hat it was like to have a daddy

who lived a normal life and worked at a 
regular job. 
FW: Then music has always been part of 
your family? 
JOHNNY: It’s a binding kind of thing 
because we feel a closeness when we’re 
singing that nobody could feel any other 
way. It’s like we’re sharing a song to­ 
gether. And the song is coming from 
each one of us, but it’s coming from all 
of us as well. It’s like a marriage out 
there. We’re all one! 
FW: How do you explain the growing 
interest in country-and-westem music? 
JOHNNY: In many ways, country and 
western has grown up. It’s appealing to 
a lot more people. It’s meshing and merg­ 
ing in a lot of ways without losing any 
of its originality, pureness and simplicity 
of form. At the same time, which is a 
strange thing, people like Willie Nelson, 
Waylon Jennings and guys like that are 
calling their music “hard country rock” 
or “hard country.” Waylon Jennings is 
kind of like an outlaw in country and 
western. In many ways, he’s like me. I’ve 
never really been quite orthodox country. 
I’ve done it according to feel. And that’s 
the way a lot of people like Waylon are 
doing it. There’s honesty in his perform­ 
ance and delivery. He doesn’t compro­ 
mise the way he feels just to please a 
certain group of peole. He is himself. But 
it’s not all a bed of roses family-wise. 
Life on the road is very stimulating and 
exciting. It’s a great life, living in a nice 
hotel like this-and playing a beautiful 
place like the Music Theater. But when 
we get home, then the tough part starts. 
It’s hard for a 42-year-old man to under­ 
stand a 16-year-old or a 19-year-old girl! 
When we go home, there’s a lot of pres- 
sure that builds up. Things are waiting 
for us to come home and take care of. 
FW: But isn’t home the only place you 
can really relax? 
JOHNNY: It’s the only place you can't 
relax unless you stay home three or four 
weeks. Then you can adjust to the change 
of pace. But you need time to separate 
the entertainment world and the home 
world. We haven’t found that time. 
FW: Do you find when you travel to­ 
gether as a family that you’re so glad to 
be with each other that you don’t need 
other people around? 
JOHNNY: That’s certainly not true with 
the girls. June and I are fairly exclusive. 
For example, when we finish a concert, 
we always have an invitation to go to a 
club or hear another entertainer. We 
rarely do it. If we could, we would put on 
wigs and glasses and go sit in the audi­ 
ence like everybody else. That would be 
great! We did that once. 
FW: Would you like to be a bum and just 
go out there and do what you want to? 
JOHNNY: Secretly, maybe I would! I 
have a blond wig and glasses. June put 
hers on one time, too, and the two of us 
went to see the Carter Family and sat 
right in the front row and nobody knew 
us. It was great fun. I guess there s a 
little bit of that in all of us, when we’d 


like to be just a face in the crowd. 
FW: How do you relax? 
ROSANNE: He goes off with John 
Carter mostly, fishing. 
JOHNNY: I enjoy John Carter. I relax a 
lot with him. And I love to go to movies! 
Do you know what I like? I like chil­ 
dren’s movies! I looked in The New York 
Times and saw what movies were show­ 


ing here for children. I saw “The Song 
of the South” was playing again. I’d like 
to go see that again. I took John Carter 
to see “Herbie Rides Again.”

knocks on the door. A lot of people just 
come w.^Wng up to our house—even at 
night.

Since September 8, consumers 
are finding more precise “open 
dating” information on packaged 
meat and poultry to assist them in 
determining the freshness of these 
products. Specifically, meat and 
poultry, which are calendar-dated, 
are now also carrying an explana­ 
tion of what the date means. 
Under the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s newly amended reg­ 


ulations, the calendar date will 
have to be identified as a "pack­ 
ing date" “sell by date" or “ use 
before date.”

ise men have known for a long time 
that if you can change a person’s 
expectations you can change his 
behavior.

aware of it, we use low expectations to get 
ourselves off the hook. By assuming a lack of 
cooperation on the part of others, we guar­ 
antee their uncooperativeness and our non­ 
participation in an activity in which we would 
be expected to make a contribution. In this 
round robin, we excuse ourselves from an 
activity where we question our ability to per­ 
form and save face by blaming someone else 
for thwarting our ambitions. What we hide 
from ourselves, of course, is our ambition to 
be the star and our fear that we will never 
make it. 
How does one break this self-limiting cy­ 
cle? How does one meet a challenge on posi­ 
tive ground? How does one adopt a positive 
view of what he is, what the circumstances 
are and what he can accomplish? In short, 
how does one raise his expectations? 
By not being afraid of making a mistake. 
Courage to risk failure is what leads to suc­ 
cess. Self-confidence comes by taking risks 
where the outcome is no more than the frui­ 
tion of what you truly believe can be accom­ 
plished. And remember, even when you make 
a mistake, that doesn't

Declares Pardon 
Was No Influence 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Watergate Prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski resigned Saturday, saying his 
decision had nothing to do with Richard Nixon’s 
pardon and that to challenge it in court would 
amount to “ unprofessional conduct.” 
His departure, planned for 
several weeks, will not affect 
the ongoing Watergate cover-up 
trial —the major prosecution 
under his leadership 
The 69-year-old Texas lawyer, 
who took over the demanding 
job 11 months ago following 
Nixon’s firing of Archibald Cox, 
said his work was nearly com­ 
pleted and could be wrapped up 
by someone else. 
And he said he felt it would 
be “ intellectually dishonest..- 
tantamount to unprofessional 
conduct” for him to try to undo 
the unconditional pardon Presi­ 
dent Ford granted to the form­ 
er president. 
“ The bulk of the work en­ 


trusted to the care of this office 
having been discharged, I am 
confident that such of our re­ 
sponsibilities as revain unful­ 
filled can well be completed 
under the leadership of another 
special prosecutor.” Jaworski 
wrote Sax be 
In a separate letter, he re­ 
jected unspecified “ sugges­ 
tions” that he try to prosecute 
Nixon despite the pardon, say­ 
ing the Constitution is clear 
that Ford had the power to do 
so and that the special prosecu­ 
tor’s charter does not su­ 
percede that right. 
“ For me now to contend oth­ 
erwise would not only be con-

Legal Aid Snubs Highlands Talks 


The board of directors of the 
Marin County Legal Aid Society 
yesterday snubbed a request 
from two county supervisors to 
discuss a threatened suit over 
the Richardson Highlands 
project in Marin City. (See re­ 
lated story page 35.) 


Instead, directors agreed to 
send a three-member delega­ 
tion to meet with Supervisors 
Gary T. Giacomini and Robert 
A. Roumiugiere and directed 
the team not to discuss sepcif- 
ics of the the Marin City contro­ 
versy. 


As reported earlier, Legal 
Aid staff attorneys have threat­ 
ened to try to halt the 379-unit 
bousing project uless both phas­ 
es of the two-stage development 
include low and moderate cost 
units. 


The county has approved the 
first phase of 139 townhouses to 
be sold at “ market rate” and 
indicated the second phase of 
240 apartment-condominiums 
must include 48 moderate-cost 
units. 


The county did not require 
low-cost units in either phase 
after being told federal officials 
consider Marin City already 
"impacted" with such units. 


Supervisors have charged 
that Legal Aid is misusing the 
legal process to overturn a po­ 
litical decision, limiting inex­ 
pensive housing to moderate- 
cost levels. 
On Tuesday, they appointed 


Giacomini and Roumiguiere to 
meet with the full board of 
Legal Aid to determine its posi­ 
tion on the threatened suit. 
The action came after Super­ 
visor Arnold M. Baptiste said 
he may seek to withhold county 
funding from the legal assist­ 
ance agency unless its board of 
directors takes a position. 
He and others questioned who 
at legal aid decides what cases 


it accepts and how they are 
handled 
According to Douglas H. Bos- 
co. a member of the Legal Aid 
board, the directors voted yes­ 
terday simply to send a three- 
member team to meet with the 
two supervisors. 
Bosco. who is director of the 
County Human Relations De­ 
partment, said the three-mem­ 
ber team 
was instructed to 


discuss the general guidelines 
under which legal aid accepts 
cases but not' to discuss the 
Marin City case. 
On a related matter. Bosco 
said the County Human Rights 
Commission voted unanimously 
Thursday to join with the Coun­ 
ty Housing Authority in sup­ 
porting Marin City demands for 
low and moderate cost units in 
both phases of the project 


Long-Awaited Highway 101 
Bypass Will Open Tuesday 


The long-awaited Highway 
101 bypass of Novato will open 
at 10:30 a.m. Tuesday to north­ 
bound traffic. 
It will carry motorists east of 
downtown Novato on 5.2 miles 
of uninterrupted freeway and 
return them to the present 
Highway 101 freeway just north 
of the city. 
Southbound highway traffic 
will continue to use the present 
highway for some six weeks 
while part of the present north­ 
bound lanes are converted into 
a freeway, according to Thom­ 
as R Lammers of the Califor­ 
nia Department of Transporta­ 
tion. 
Signs will be placed to advise 
motorists of 
the 
routing 
changes dunng the conversion 
period, he said. 


Since only northbound traffic 
will use the new bypass free­ 
way, some temporary traffic 
routings will be* made at the 
Atherton Awnue-San Marin 
Drive interchange for local 
traffic. 
Northbound drivers will be 
able to use the Rowland Boule­ 
vard off-ramp and can cross 
the freeway to South Novato 
Boulevard. 
But connections 
from the Rowland Boulevard 
interchange to the old Redwood 
Highway have not been com­ 
pleted 
Northbound drivers headed 
for downtown Novato or to the 
old highway should leave the 
freeway at the De Long Avenue 
off-ramp, turn left onto De 
Long Avenue and cross over the 
freeway to reach the city.

trial of five former Nixon aides 
to avoid further pretrial publici­ 
ty. 
“ It was no sudden decision.” 
one source said “ It had been in 
the works for some time.” 
A jury of nine women and 
three men plus six women al­ 
ternates was picked yesterday, 
the ninth day of the cover-up 
trial, and immediately seques­ 
tered. A team of assistant pros­ 
ecutors headed by James F 
Neal is handling the case. 
Opening arguments arc to be 
made Monday by prosecution 
and defense lawyers and the 
first witness —reportedly form­ 
er White House counsel John W. 
Dean III —will be called on 
Tuesday. 


Philip A. Lacovara. a Repub­ 
lican and the No. 3 man on the 
Watergate Special Prosecution 
Force, resigned last month in 
protest to the Nixon pardon 
Internal staff discussions that

Rocky Discloses $2.1 Million 
In Gifts, Loans To Friends 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Vice 
presidential nominee Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, saying he was in­ 
nocent of moral or legal wrong­ 
doing, has disclosed personal 
loans and gifts totaling more 
than $2.1 
million to friends, 
political associates, a journalist 
and 18 former U.S. and New 
York State officials. 


Among those listed as recipi- 
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All u n solicited a r tic le s, m an u ­ 
scripts. letters, and pictures sent to 
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any liability or responsibility for 
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cnts of Rockefeller’s largesse 
were Secretary of State Henry- 
A Kissinger, who received $50,- 
000 just before he joined the 
N ixon a d m in istr a tio n ; and 
former New York GOP Chair­ 
man L. Judson Morhouse, later 
imprisoned for bribery. 


Rockefeller boosted by $75,000 
the size of his previously re­ 
ported total gifts to Dr. William 
J 
Ronan, his single biggest 
beneficiary He said Ronan. a 
form er adviser and now the 
unsalaried chairm an of the 
Port Authority of New York 
and New Jersey, got $625,000 
between 1958 and 197-1. 


The former New York gover­ 
nor also disclosed he had given 
gifts and forgiven loans totaling 
$155,000 to former Newsweek 
columnist Emmet John Hughes. 
Rockefeller said he forgave a 
$150,000 loan for Hughes in 1970 
“ because 
of 
my 
personal 
friendship 
and my respect 
for his talents as a writer.” 
The Washington Post quoted 
Hughes as saying the money 
was not a gift, but deferred 
compensation for his work as 
adviser and speech writer dur­ 
ing Rockefeller’s 1968 presiden­ 
tial campaign. 
Disclosure of the gifts and 
loans came in a two page letter 
and an accompanying six-page 
list made public by Rockefeller 
Friday night after they were

Church Asked Priest To Quit 
BOSTON (UPD — The Rev. John J. McLau- 
ghlin, one of Richard Nixon’s staunchest defend­ 
ers during the impeachment furor, was ordered 
to leave the White House by church 
officials shortly after Nixon’s resig­ 
nation, according to a Jesuit news­ 
paper. 
The SJ News, a Jesuit publication 
published in Boston, said it had 
learned that McLaughlin was or­ 
dered to resign his post as a presi­ 
dential aide five days after Nixon’s 
resignation. The paper said McLau­ 
ghlin initially refused to confirm the 
report, but later verified he received such an 
order from the New England Provincial of the 
Jesuits, Rev. Richard Cleary. 
McLaughlin recently announced he would leave 
his White House post later this month. 
The paper said it had learned from both 
Washington and Jesuit sources of Cleary’s letter. 
It said McLaughlin refused to discuss the reasons 
for the letter. He also reportedly said his 
resignation was because of “Jesuit policy.” He 
refused to elaborate further. 


McLaughlin 


sent to Sen. Howard Cannon, 
DNev., chairman of the Senate 
RuJes Committee. 


Cannon had requested the de­ 
tails based on gift tax reports 
provided in income tax materi­ 
al Rockefeller gave the Senate 
and House as part of his confir­ 
mation hearings.

dios for Borghese to issue a 
takeover proclamation. 
Hundreds of other men stood 
by in three Rome gyms. A few 
armed men even managed to 
sneak into the Interior Minis­ 
try. the nerve center of Italy’s 
police. 
Then driving rain set in and 
someone called off the coup.

WASHINGTON (UPD - Pres- 
ident Ford has signed a bill 
abolishing the Atomic Energy 
Commission and putting all en­ 
ergy research efforts under a 
new Energy Research and De­ 
velopment Agency. 
Its goals will include develop, 
ment of new energy sources to 
make the country less depen­ 
dent on foreign oil and methods 
of extracting energy resources 
which will not harm the envi­ 
ronment. 
“I think it’s a tremendous 
step forward,” Ford said yes­ 
terday as he went through li 
ballpoint pens to sign the Ener­ 
gy Reorganization Act of 1974. 
The new agency will operate 
side by side with the present 
Federal Energy Administra­ 
tion, headed by John C. Sawhill, 
which will continue to be in 
charge of energy policy mat­ 
ters, particularly allocation of 
supplies. 
The AEC, created in 1946 to 
continue the World War II 
atomic research program, will 
cease to exist. Most of its func­ 
tions will pass to one of six 
departments in the new ERDA 
headed by an assistant adminis­ 
trator for nuclear energy devel­ 
opment. 
The bill also establishes two 
other bodies, 
a five-member 
Nuclear Regulatory Commis­ 
sion to license and safeguard 
nuclear reactors and radioac­ 
tive materials, and an Energy 
Resources Council. 
On top of all these energy 
bodies will be the National En­ 
ergy Board, which Ford creat­ 
ed last week, headed by Interi­ 
or 
Secretary 
Rogers 
C.B 
Morton. Morton thus appears to 
be emerging as Ford’s top ener­ 
gy official. He also will hed the 
Energy Resources Council

Body Found 
Near Beach 


The body of a :lb-year-old San 
Francisco man who apparently 
shot himself to death several 
days ago was pulled from a

The body 
was finally recovered by a land 
crew. 
Rescuers found a note in the 
form of a poem dated Oct. 5, 
indicating despondency.

Marin's 
Holdings Up 
$5.6 Million 


The net worth of Marin Coun­ 
ty government holdings rose 
$5.6 million during the last fis­ 
cal year to a new total of $40.4 
million, county auditor-control- 
ler Michael Mitchell reported 
yesterday. 


According to Mitchell, some 
$36.2 million is in capital assets 
such as buildings and land and 
the remainder in cash and re­ 
serves. 


He arrived at the county’s net 
worth by subtracting the coun­ 
ty’s liabilities from its assets 
arriving at a net worth of $40 - 
402,615. 


The major county liability is 
$7,208,455 in principal and inter­ 
est owed on the Hall of Justice 
bond issue, he said. 
Major assets include $22,176,- 
114 for the Civic Center and 
grounds, and $4,614,809 for 
parks and open space. 
“From a fiscal standpoint, 
the County of Marin is, indeed, 
in a strong financially solvent 
position which requires con­ 
stant and meticulous fiscal con­ 
trols by this office,” Mitchell 
wrote to supervisors. 
He said the county, school 
district, special district and dis­ 
trict under the control of county 
supervisors have a total bonded 
indebtedness of $64,293,077, in­ 
cluding future interest. 
The auditor-controller did not 
list the total assets of the agen­ 
cies other than the county.

Cleo Lane: Chameleon Of Rock

Cleo Lane. 
Put her name in bold, capital 
letters, for last night the Para­ 
mount in Oakland was all hers. 
Soul, 
pop, be bop. English 
drawing room song (Noel Cow­ 
ard. that is), even British 
vaudeville, jazz and hard rock 
— she covers it all. 
She’s a chameleon of versatil­ 
ity, having sung opera at the 
Edinburgh Festival, soloed and 
recorded symphonic works, giv­ 
en recitals of leider and jazz 
. . . together, acted Titania, 
Hedda 
Gabber and Andro­ 
mache and won polls and al­ 
bum aw ards and a London 
Times tribute as the best popu­ 
lar singer “in the world.” 
Like an Alfa Romeo, she 
takes off and cruises with a 
purr of power. 
She is backed by John Dank­ 
worth, her saxophonist, clari­ 
netist and husband and a band 
o f piano, drums and bass, elec­ 
tric bass and electric pi3no. 
Most often, last night, though 
she carried the melody alone, 
as the band played embellish­ 
ments. It 
w bs a classic per­ 
formance. 
John Dankworth played a 
shimmering sax in most of the 
songs, particularly in “ That 
Certain Feeling,” where jazz 
met popular music, but Dank­ 
worth is an even better clari­ 
netist. 
The cterinet accents be gave 


“ Matelot” were other worldly 
and the base he set for “London 
P rid e” was pure virtuosity. 
This song took on a British 
vaudevillean tone with a twist 
of Cockney thrown in. Hardly 
all drawing room song, there 
was a host of Gershwin, some 
of it modernized, and a most 
popular medley of songs just off 
this morning’s charts. 
Miss Lane's show had great 
humor, partly due to the Noel 
Coward wit. There was also a 
m arvelous spoof on British 
“heritage.” sung totally to a 
man’s teeth. 
“Sing a song of praise to 
them,” said one line of the 
lyrics to this rousing, funny, 
funny march. 
I could fault only one inter­ 
pretation. her “Someday I'll 
Find You.” It is a nostalgic 
love song. She sang it tongue-in- 
cheek, while it will stand fine if 
played straight. 
This was, however, purely a 
difference of interpretation, not 
style. She seemed as if not to 
have style — that word that too 
often translates into artifice. 
She sang with an open sincerity 
that gives her intimacy, even in 
such a large auditorium. And 
the way she gave her songs 
space, elongating the notes, let 
them live. 
Hers is not a gifted, natural 
voice. She has obviously had to 
work at it. To avoid the high 
soprano, she’ll flip into the fal­ 


setto, m om entarily effective, 
but harmful to the voice physi­ 
cally. 
In the open notes placed far 
back in the throat, there was 
just a touch of hoarseness. By 
the second half it was lubricat­ 
ed out, but I think she cut “I 
Loves You, Porgy” from the 
program to protect her throat 
for tonight’s repeat concert at 
the Masonic Auditorium in San 
Francisco. 
However, what the voice 
lacks in nature’s gift, it has 
made up in control and intel­ 
lect. 
Hers is the popular music 
sound but much of her lyrics 
were set to poetry — by e. e. 


cummings, the British poet lau­ 
reate Sir John Betjeman and 
Shakespeare (to the Eighteenth 
Sonnet). 
The lyrics were so profound, 
one i egrets that sound goes by 
so fast. She made the sonnet 
seem a letter and takes compli­ 
cated Shakespearean logic and 
makes it toughingly simple. 
Miss Cleo Lane, “shall I com­ 
pare thee to a summer’s day?” 
The show will be repeated at f

Lucas Valley 
Ranch Plan 
To Be Aired 


A master plan and related 
rezoning for development of the 
Luiz and Grady ranches in up­ 
per Lucas Valley will be consid­ 
ered Monday by the Marin 
County Planning Commission. 
The master plan, more than a 
year in the works, calls for 472 
dwelling on about 244 acres of 
the ranches’ combined total of 
1,615 acres. 
The dairy ranches are located 
on the north side of Lucas 
Valley Road below Big Rock. 
They are currently zoned for 
one unit for every two acres 
and are proposed for one unit 
for ev ery th ree -a n d -a -h a lf 
acres. 
The master plan calls for 40 
single-family ranchettes, 296 
townhouses and 136 garden 
apartments, plus recreational 
facilities and a fire station. 
The planning departm ent 
staff has recommended adop­ 
tion of the rezoning and master 
plan subject to a number of 
conditions dealing with preser­ 
vation of Miller Creek, roads, 
traffic and availability of water 
and sewage services, among 
other things. 
The planning staff also has 
recommended that at least 15 
per cent of the townhouse and 
apartm ent dwellings be re­ 
served for m oderate-incom e 
families and sold at the equiva­ 
lent 1974 sales price of between 
$32,000 and $36,000. 
The commission, meeting at 9 
a.m. at the Civic Center, will 
hear the matter at about 10 
am .

The commission also should 
regulate the safety and struc­ 
tural features of the supertank­ 
ers, the senator said. 
On another issue. Behr an­ 
nounced he will introduce legis­ 
lation, if reelected, to finance 
field reserach on a program to 
train coyotes not to eat lambs. 
The research by the Universi­ 
ty of California, to coast about 
$50,000, would be done at the 
university’s field station at 
Hopland in Mendocino County, 
according to Behr’s proposal. 
The system , lacing lamb 
meat with a substance which 
makes coyotes sick without 
harming them, worked in labo­ 
ratory tests. Experiments have 
shown that after several expo­ 
sures to the treated lamb meat 
the coyotes will not attack live 
lambs, Behr said. 


The test would be aimed both 
at the problem of coyote at­ 
tacks on sheep and the present­ 
ly inhumane system of killing 
coyotes with explosive devices, 
a spokesman for the senator 
said. 


BAGLEY — Assemblyman 
William T. Bagley of San Ra­ 
fael, GOP nominee for state 
controller, has been endorsed ' 
by the California League of 
Conservation Voters.

parents. These children have 
more trouble identifying with 
their fathers; they don't under­ 
stand what business executives 
and stockbrokers do. 
The parents put pressure on 
their children to excel and go to 
a 
p restig eo u s 
college, 
to 
achieve “ because that is what I 
did.” Children are pressured to 
act grown-up, making it neces­ 
sary to skip norm al develop­ 
mental stages such as an ado­ 
lescent girl’s tomboy phase. 


WIVES OF AFFLUENT men, 
tending to be separated from 
their husbands a lot, are some­ 
times lonely and bored. Hus­ 
bands and 
wives have little 
time together for activities they 
both enjoy. 
The more affluent the family, 
the less likely the wife is to find 
paid employment 
The more 
sheltered she has been, the less 
experience she has had working 
in the world It is hard for her 
to find things that interest her 
and give her self-esteem. Vol­ 
unteers are usually at the bot­ 
tom level of authority. Even 
having a college degree does 
not enforce her self-esteem 
When a family is committed 
to an affluent life style, it can 
become a trap if they are living 
beyond their means. Even if 
not, high costs still make the 
husband feel trapped into m ak­ 
ing more and more money. He 
is absent a Jot because of work 
pressures.

faintly competitive and superfi­ 
cial, not supportive. A sense of 
identity may be derived from 
m aterial possessions, with an 
accom panying anxiety . They 
wonder, “ if I were to lose my 
possessions, would I still have 
my standing and my friends?’’ 
In today’s nuclear family, the 
psycologist believes, one has no 
real sense of belonging, no ex­ 
tended fam ily, no in tim ate 
friends. A mutual suppory sys­ 
tem seem s lacking. People are 
trying out the idea of communi­ 
ty with groups like Open End. 
These problems contribute to 
M arin's high rate of suicide, 
alcholism and divorce. A good 
education and a high paying job 
do not mean you know how to 
deal with emotional and spiritu­ 
al problems. 


THE ANSWER is more edu­ 
cation, according to the psy­ 
chologist, such as preventative 
mental health program s to edu­ 
cate people to take care of their 
awn and their children’s emo­ 
tional needs. 
R ecom m ending m editation 
for psychological and physiolog- 
cal reasons, the psychologist 
said, “ take a look at things that 
are im portant to you. What are 
the things that are really satis­ 
fying in your life? When you get 
in touch with what gives you 
most satisfaction, then you can 
help your chilren find 
what 
would most satisfy them .” 
P ointing out th at affluent 
families put less focus on fam i­ 
ly activities she believes that a 
busy business executive, upon 
reflection, may realize that he 
will later wish 
that he had 
taken time to enjoy his children 
more rather than putting pres­ 
sure on them to achieve and act 
grown up.

Foster Parent Finds It Rewarding

“ I can’t think of a thing I’d 
rather do," said 
Ronald 
W 
S tratto n of N ovato, talking 
about having two foster sons in 
his home. 
Stratton, a bachelor, is the 
new president of the Marin 
County Foster P arents’ Asso­ 
ciation and has been a m em ber 
for two years. 
Brad, 14, has been with S trat­ 
ton for one month and Matt, 13. 
ihe preferred not to use his real 
name) has been with him since 
February. Stratton has had two 
other boys in his home. One of 
the boys went back to live with 
his father, but calls Stratton 
every day, he said, and they 
visit frequently. 
The boys w ere placed in 
Stratton's home through the De­ 
partm ent of Public Social Serv­ 
ices. His original idea was to 
adopt a boy, and he still hopes 
someday to adopt children “ I 
hope the rest of my life will be 
like this.’’ he said, as he talked 
in his neat two bedroom town- 
house 
“ Eventually I hope to 
build a home out in the country 
and have eight boys with m e," 


he continued. 
The Marin County Associa­ 
tion recently received an $18,- 
000 federal grant for education 
for foster families. Phase one is 
’P aren t E ffectiv en ess T ra in ­ 
ing." Administrative services 
of the probation departm ent 
and College of Marin set up the 
project. Stratton is among the 
foster parents who meet once a 
week at Redwood High School 
to share ideas regarding the 
foster children and discuss leg­ 
islation affecting the foster chil­ 
dren programs. 
Most of the foster parents in 
the group are young and dedi­ 
cated. said S tratto n . “ They 
really care." 
(Children are placed in foster 
homes for varying lengths of 
time and for various reasons 
when circum stances in the nat­ 
ural home make it desirable — 
e.g., traum atic illness or di­ 
vorce or troubled relationships 
among family m em bers.) 
A typical day in the Stratton 
home begins when he gets up at 
5 a.m. to go to work in San 
Francisco as a stockbroker at 
Lawson. Williams and Stern. 


He is home by the time the 
boys are out of school. They 
attend San Jose Junior High 
School. They make their own 
breakfasts and som etimes take 
their lunches. They also make 
their own beds, put their own 
dishes in the dishw asher and 
take turns washing the pots and 
pans. “ I don’t give them too 
much responsibility, as I want 
them to have some fun,” S trat­ 
ton said. 


He plans the meals for about 
two weeks, but the day of this 
interview he was taking the 
boys out 
for clam chowder. 
Brad's favorite. 


Allowed to choose their own 
elective classes, Brad is now 
taking guitar and Matt elected 
typing, because “ I can make 
use of it in college."

DEAR EUNICE, 
I just finished a sweater-type 
cardigan and put my machine 
buttonholes in the front banding 
as the pattern suggested. The 
buttonholes are pulling out of 
shape and are twice the origi­ 
nal size. What should I have 
done to keep the shape nice and 
even? - DEBBIE D. 
DEAR DEBBIE, 
You apparently didn’t use 
any interfacing in the fronts of 
the sweater; thus, there was 
nothing to prevent the button­ 
holes from continuing to grow 
larger and larger. 
Years ago, it was popular to 
place a strip of grosgrain rib­ 
bon on the wrong or the right 
side of the front edge of sweat­ 
ers that were hand knitted. This 
would keep the front edges in 
shape and would provide a nice 
sturdy background for the but­ 
tonholes. 
Since your pattern didn't call 
for 
grosgrain 
ribbon, 
you 
should have used interfacing 
under the buttonholes. This 
could 
have 
been 
separate 
pieces placed under each but­ 
tonhole instead of a long strip. 
Another solution would have 
been to press on a square of 
press-on interfacing on both the 
wrong side of the sweater and 
the facing. 
This would also 
have provided the firmness nec­ 
essary for the buttonholes. 


DEAR EUNICE, 
I have had such difficulty 
stitching on the sewing machine 
with the new polyester button­ 
hole twist that I have given up 
in despair. I have tried every­ 
thing possible. Is there some­ 
thing wrong with my sewing 
machine, the thread, or me? — 
MRS W. H. 
DEAR MRS. W. H., 
Many women have written 
me that they simply can't use 
the new polyester buttonhole 
twist with their m achines. 
There could be a combination 
of reasons, but because there 
are so many sewing machines 
around, I will have to general­ 
ize. 
We have found that the diffi­ 
culty is usually the tension of 
the 
m achine — 
it sim ply 
doesn't want to feed the thicker 
thread through the m achine 
evenly. Sometimes you will find 
that you aren’t using a large 
enough needle; we suggest a 
size 16 or 18. Try using the 
regular thread in the bobbin, 
also use a larger stitch length. 
Whatever you do, please experi­ 
ment with scraps of your fab-

ric, using at least two layers to 
assimilate your garment. 
If everything fails, you may 
have to resort to using two 
layers of your regular thread to 
create the heavier effect. This 
will usually work without any 
change in tension, but again, 
use a longer stitch length for 
most decorative stitching. 
I have noticed that so many 
garments today are topstitched 
everywhere — hems, collars, 
pockets, seams, — and they are 
usually done with the regular 
thread in a contrasting color. If 
one technique won’t work, for­ 
get it, and try to achieve the 
same effect by other means.

It started today in the “City of Angels.” 

In 
this day and age where everything is labeled at 
the very least, super, the World Series still stands 
out. 
This year’s two finalists are representatives of 
organizations steeped in baseball lore — the 
Athletics and the Dodgers. No, they no longer play 
in Shibe Park or Ebbetts Field. They don’t 
represent the City of Brotherly Love nor the 
borough of Brooklyn but neither are they the 
Astros or the Rangers or the Expos. 


THE WORLD SERIES. What memories it 
brings to mind! Don Larsen striking out Dale 
Mitchell to finish his perfect game. Willie Mays 
racing into deep eenterfield to catch Vic Wertz’s 
drive with his back to the infield. The same Mays 
in his last time around on his knees at home plate 
begging umpire Augie Donatelli to change his call. 
Who can forget 1962 at Candlestick Park when 
Willie McCovey hit a ball as hard as it could be 
hit. Bobby Richardson caught it and the Giants 
still wait. Brooks Robinson didn’t get into this 
year’s Series but his defensive play in others was 
unrivaled. Bob Gibson, in his effortless way, 
striking out 17 batters for a record. 


WHEN I WAS A KID it always seemed like the 
Dodgers were playing the Yankees and I was too 
sick to go to school. Duke Snider. Carl Furillo. 
Roy Campanella. Carl Erskine. Jackie Robinson. 
Do you remember? Whitey Ford. Mickey Mantle. 
Yogi Berra. Gil McDougald. Boy, those were the 
days. 


How about Bill Wambsganss? He once made a 
triple play all by himself. In 1955, Jackie Robinson 
stole home against the Yankees. In 1947 an 
obscure outfielder named A1 Gionfriddo robbed 
Joe DiMaggio of a home run. Can you image that! 
A1 Gionfriddo. 
THERE HAVE BEEN so many many thrills, so 
many great plays, so many heroes and just as 
many goats. And yet one man rises aboveit all, 
the most dominating figure the game has known 
— George Herman Ruth. 
Babe Ruth was simply the greatest player ever 
to play the game. It can’t be argued. Sure you 
could say that many of his records have been 
broken. While he was a very good fielder, you 
might be able to come up with better. Not noted 
for his speed, the Babe was nonetheless an 
excellent baserunner. In World Series play, he 
stood out. His series average was .326 with 15 
home runs. Fifteen home runs! In 1921 he hit .378, 
scored 177 runs, hit 59 home runs and drove in 170. 
I’M SURE MANY STILL would argue for a 
favorite player as Ruth’s superior. Well, here is 
the clincher. In addition to his many hitting 
records the Babe was the finest pitcher of his day. 
In 163 major league games, he won 94 and lost 
only 46. In the World Series he pitched in three 
games, won them all and pitched 29 consecutive 
scoreless innings. 
Time goes on and this afternoon in Brooklyn on 
Flatbush Avenue I’m sure a guy cracked a cold 
one and yelled across the street to his neighbor, 
“Hey! How’d dem bums do today in da Series!"

Worried 
Sick Over 
Record 


DETROIT OJPI) - For eight 
years now Danny Abramowicz 
has caught everything except 
the flu and a shutout. Now he’s 
worried 
sick 
about 
being 
thrown a blank. 
Monday night’s nationally tel­ 
evised offering is just another 
National Football League game 
to the participants, the host 
Detroit Lions and the San Fran­ 
cisco Forty Niners. (The game 
will be televised at 6 o’clock on 
Channel 7.) 
For Abramowicz. wide re­ 
ceiver of the Forty Niners, it’s 
a big, big game. 
One pass. One catch. That’s 
all Abramowicz needs to go 
down in the agate print of the 
NFL record book beside Lance

Alworth was denied the op­ 
portunity to extend his streak to 
97 games because no passes 
were thrown his way in the 
97th. There is a distinct possi­ 
bility of that happening to 
Abramowicz Monday night. 
The Xavier University prod­ 
uct has oozed his streak along 
by the barest of margins so far 
this season — exactly one catch 
in each of San Francisco’s four 
games. 
But this time coach Dick No­ 
lan is starting left-handed first- 
year quarterback Dennis Morri­ 
son in place of the recently 
ineffective Joe Reed. 
T hat d o e sn ’t n e c e ssa rily 
mean no passes. But couple 
Morrison’s inexperience with a 
statistical tendency of the Forty 
Niners and you get one worried 
wide receiver. The team leads 
the conference in rushing but is 
dead last in throwing the ball. 
“I’m very' concerned about 
breaking the record,” Abra­ 
mowicz said prior to the game. 
“This thing goes back eight 
years now. 
“ I’m 
very proud of the 
streak.” said San Francisco’s 
1973 acquisition from the New 
Orleans Saints, “ but it brings a 
lot of pressure each game. I try 
not to think about it but I can’t. 
“One a game isn’t the way I 
want it, but what bothers me 
even more is that I’m not able 
to contribute more to get our 
offense going,” be said 
Even more remarkable about 
Abramowicz’s streak is that his 
speed more resembles a truck 
than a bullet. Were it not for his 
snake-like moves over a pass 
route he would never have been 
around long enough to catch a 
pass in one game, let alone 95. 
The Lions, still looking for 
their first victory while the 
Forty Niners are 2-2, give fur­ 
ther statistical credence to the 
probability of a San Francisco 
game plan grounded on run­ 
ning. Detroit rates last in de­ 
fense against the rush.

Different 
As Owners

LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
Los Angeles Dodgers and Oak­ 
land A s play baseball in the 
same state, but live in two 
different worlds. 
Their organizations, top to 
bottom, are as different as Wal­ 
ter O’Malley is from Charles O. 
Finley. 
O’Malley, a member of the 
old-line establishment, rules the 
Dodgers with an iron hand but 
lets competent lieutenants run 
the show on the field. Finley, a 
maverick owner who walks to 
his own music, not only pulls 
the strings at Oakland but 
keeps a meddlesome thumb in 
every area, including managing 
the team. 
These striking differences 
were dramatically apparent as 
the National League champion 
Dodgers and American League 
champion A’s met in the 1974 
World Series opener today. (The 
second game will be televised 
tomorrow at 1 p.m. from Los 
Angeles on channel 4.) 
O'M alley and 
Finley are 
plainly cut from different cloth 
and their organizations reflect 
their widelyndivergent baseball 
styles.

HOW TO KEEP WELL

Some 2 Million Persons Don't 
Know They Have Glaucoma 


Some 2 million people who have glaucoma 
and don’t know it could lose their sight unless 
they get immediate treatment. 
Although glaucoma is easy to diagnose and 
good remedies are available, the condition is 
responsible for 13 per cent of all blindness in 
this country. 
What happens when a person develops 
glaucoma0 
In the normal eye, there is a continuous 
flow of fluid through the chambers of the 
eyes. This secretion has suffi- 
--------- 
cient enough pressure to keep 
the eyeballs from collapsing. 
Glaucoma occurs when the out­ 
flow is blocked and the excess 
fluid overdistends the visual 
compartment 
The increased pressure dam 
ages the delicate retinal nerve 
cells unless the tension can be 
reduced by allowing the fluid to 
escape. Several medicines and 
surgical procedures are capa­ 
ble of doing this 
Pressure within the eyeball is 
easily determined with a tono­ 
meter. an instrument with a 
blunt plunger on one end and a 
scale at the other The plunger 


measures the tension of the 
chamber flow Other tests give 
clues to the possibility of glau­ 
coma, but none is as effective 


VIOLENT PAIN 
Since it causes violent pain 
and redness in the eye, acute 
glaucoma is almost always 
treated in time. But this chron 
ic type of glaucoma can escape 
dectection until vision is im 
pared even though there are 
several noticeable symptoms. 


Glaucoma is suspected when 
ever foggy vision or discomfort 
in or about fhe eyes develops

Would Benefit Few

Such is the case with Proposi­ 
tion 17 on the Nov. 5 ballot. 


PROPOSITION 17 is an ini 
tiative m easure, titled “ Wild 
and Scenic Rivers Initiative." 
It would place two sections of 
the Stanislaus River, totaling 64 
miles, under protection of the 
California Wild and Scenic Riv­ 
ers System. 


The effect would be to stop 
construction of the New Mel- 
ones Dam, a m ajor flood con- 
1 r o l-irrig a tio n -e le c tric powrer 
facility. 


Friends of the River, an or­ 
ganization which gathered the 
signatures to put the initiative 
wt the ballot, claims that the 
Stanislaus “ is the most popular 
w liite w a te r re c re a tio n riv e r 
west of the M ississippi" and 
ftierefore should be kept in its 
natural “ wild" state. The New 
JVfrelones Dam, says the ballot 
argum ent by the proponents of 
Proposition 17, would leave the 
Stanislaus “only a m em ory.” 


WHAT ARE the facts9 
F act one is that the Stanis­ 
laus is not a wild river. There 
already a re 
11 
dam s on 
it. 
Moreover, the nine-mile white 
w ater stretch which 
Proposi­ 
tion 17 proponents want to save 
as a “ n atu ral" asset is in fact 
fed by a Pacific Gas and Elec­ 
tric Co. pipeline from one of 
those 11 dam s. 
The white w ater is indeed 
popular with raftsm en. The fed­ 
eral Land M anagem ent Bureau 
estim ates that more than 22.000 
people will take the raft run 
down it this year. This is 9,000 
more than take the much long­ 
er trip by raft down the Colo­ 
rado River above the Grand 
Canyon. 


Completion of the New Mel- 
ones Dam would create a 12,- 
500-acrc 
reservoir where the 
white w ater now exists. 


THE OTHER section of the 
Stanislaus which Proposition 17 
would place in the “ wild riv­ 
e rs " cateogry is the 54 miles 
from 
Goodwin 
Dam 
(one 
of 
those 11 existing dam s) to its 
confluence with the San J o a ­ 
quin 
River. 
This is not the 
scenic part of the stream — 
nor, of course, its wild part. 
The lower river now' becomes 
4 m ere trickle four months out 
of the year. Sometimes it dries 
up completely. 
• Basically, then, 
Proposition 
17 would protect nine miles of 
(Existing (though largely artifi­ 
cially c re a te d ) w hite w a te r.

it 
would 
protect

stretches of the river which 
now carry too little w ater for 
dither irrigation or fishing. To 
do both, it would prevent con­ 
d u c ti o n of the New- Melones 
IJam. 


-CONSTRUCTION of the dam 
was approved by Congress in 
£944. It wras not started, howev­ 
er, largely 
because of arg u ­ 
m ents over whether the dam 
proposed was large enough to 
do the job needed.

larger dam would be required. 
In 1962, new federal legislation 
was passed which increased the 
size of the authorization and 
specified that 
propagation of 
fish and wildlife and operation 
of public park and recreation 
facilities should be parts of the 
project. 
Construction was started in 
1966, but blocked by a series of 
law suits. Eventually, the envi­ 
ronmental challenges posed by 
the suits were rejected by the 
U.S. 
S u p re m e C ourt. 
Then 
Friends of the River was or­ 
ganized to put over the ballot 
m easure, to do by legislation 
what could not be done by court 
action. 


WHILE 22,000 may m ake the 
raft 
run this sum m er, m any 
more thousands could fish the 
stream and reservoir and enjoy 
boating on the m anm ade lake. 


The water impounded by the 
dam would be of m ajor benefit 
to California's Central Valley, 
the state's “ bread basket." The 
dam 
would perm it even dis­ 
charge of 
w ater to prevent 
those dry sum m er months on 
the lower stretch of the Stanis­ 
laus, benefitting fisherm an and 
boaters along w’ith the farm ers. 


Additionally, the dam would 
p ro v id e flood p ro te c tio n for 
m any thousands of acres of 
agricultural land. Those who do 
not think this is needed simply 
have never lived in the San 
Joaquin Valley. 
Further, 
the project would 
generate 430 million kilowatt 
hours of electricity each year. 
While this is a small part of the 
state's electric power needs, it 
is a worthwhile addition. This 
electricity would be generated 
without either air pollution or 
nuclear hazard. And production 
of hydro-electric power does 
not 
use up any natural re­ 
source. since the w ater supply 
is self-renewing. 


ALTHOUGH FRIENDS of the 
River has made a strong cam ­ 
paign for Proposition 17 on the 
basis of environm ental protec­ 
tion and wildlife preservation, 
some organizations concerned 
with conservation and wildlife 
are on the other side. 
Signers of the ballot a rg u ­ 
m ent a g a in st P ro p o sitio n 17 
represent the Stanislaus River 
F lo o d C o n tro l A s s o c ia tio n , 
South Delta W ater Agency, and 
Associated Sportsmen of Cali­ 
fornia. The California Wildlife 
Federation has gone on record 
against 
the 
proposition. 
The 
State D epartm ent of Fish and 
Game supports the dam project 
as beneficial to fisherm en both 
on the Stanislaus and in the San 
Joaquin River Delta. Also op­ 
posing the proposition is the 
California Federation of Labor, 
AFL-CIO. 
Signing the ballot argum ent 
for the proposition were rep re­ 
sentatives of Friends of the 
River, Los Angeles County En­ 
ergy Commission, and C alaver­ 
as County Cham ber of Com­ 
m e rc e . Also su p p o rtin g the 
proposition are the Sierra Club 
and Planning and Conservation 
League. 
Analysis of the proposal's ef­ 
fects leads to the conclusion 
that passage of Proposition 17 
would benefit a relatively few 
rafting enthusiasts to the detri­ 
ment of many, many thousands 
o f a g r i c u l t u r i s t s , bo a t e r s , 
cam pers, and lower valley resi­ 
dents — not to mention depriv­ 
ing the state of a pollution-free 
electrical energy source. And 
labeling the two stretches of 
the Stanislaus a “ wild river" 
would be a farce and a false­ 
hood. 
We recommend a NO vote on 
Proposition 17.

The recent vote in the United States 
Senate on cutting off Am erican aid to 
Turkey is about as graphic an exam ple 
as we have had in a long tim e of the 
special difficulty a governm ent suffers 
under in Washington in m aking foreign 
policy. No other m ajor country in the 
world labors under exactly this kind of 
difficulty. 
T here was every objective reason for 
the Senate not voting the way it did vote. 
And the reasonable leadership of both 
Republican and Democratic parties did 
its best to prevent the vote. 
Yet the 
Senate did vote by the lopsided score of 
57 to 20 against Turkey — and against the 
wise council of the leadership. 


CONSIDER FIRST the m erits of the 
m atter. 
T urkey is vital to the survival of a 
western military position in the eastern 
M editerranean. 
Without Turkey in the 
NATO 
alliance, 
there 
is no flank to 
NATO. Turkey is the front line of the 
West against the advance of Soviet influ­ 
ence into the eastern M editerranean. 
If Turkey defects to the Soviet side. 
Moscow gets free, gratis, for nothing, 
everything Moscow's czars and com m is­ 
sars have dream ed of getting on their 
southern flank for two centuries. Turkey 
is vital to the alliance. 
G reece also is a highly desirable m em ­ 
ber of the alliance. Withdrawal of Greek 
units from the NATO m ilitary com m and 
is a definite and painful loss. But there is 
still a NATO flank in the eastern M editer­ 
ranean because Turkey is still in the 
alliance.

A lot of debate goes on in 
denom inational h e a d q u a rte rs 
and 
in local co n g reg atio n s 
about 
the 
im pact of church 
involvement in political and so­ 
cial questions 
But it seems quite clear that 
no one knows for sure how to 
m easure the influence religious 
leaders or organizations might 
have in policy decisions various 
government officials or agen­ 
cies make. 
Two recent events are worthy 
of note is this regard, one of 
them suggesting churches may 
have influence, the other sug­ 
gesting that influence is less 
than many think. 


The first involves the issue of 
org an izatio n s and individuals 
working to make corporations 
more socially responsible. 


In a survey conducted by the 
Opinion Research Corporation 
of 
Princeton. 
N.J., 
churches 
and various groups active in 
the co rp o rate reform m ove­ 
ment came out slightly more 
influential than either Senators 
K ennedy, M uskie and H um ­ 
phrey and about as influential 
as the AFL/CIO 


On the other hand. 
Ralph 
Nader and his affiliated organi- 
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zations were far and away con­ 
sidered the most influential, fol­ 
lowed by environmental groups 
and Common Cause. 
While one m ight conclude 
then, that church groups can 
marshal their forces to have 
some influence, 
the am nesty 
debate would appear to be an 
issue where the church’s im 
pact seems to have been negli­ 
gible. 


Before 
President 
Ford an­ 
nounced his earn ed re-entry 
and limited clemency program 
for draft resisters and military 
deserters of the Vietnam era. 
most m ajor churches and agen­ 
cies were on record for a uni­ 
versal and unconditional am ­ 
nesty. 
Churchman after churchman 
appeared before the House Ju ­ 


diciary subcommittee holding 
hearings on the am nesty ques­ 
tion in March of this year, and 
nearly all of them argued that 
in moral terms, only a univer­ 
sal and unconditional amnesty 
would 
meet the demands of 
justice. 
When P resid en t Ford an ­ 
nounced his intention to consi­ 
der some effort at national re- 
concilliation with Vietnam war 
opponents, th ereb y renew ing 
the national debate over the 
question of amnesty, several 
prominent churchmen suggest­ 
ed that religious opinion, as 
well as the ideas of the Justice 
an d D efen se D e p a rtm e n ts 
should be included in the date 
Aofr used to come to his conclu­ 
sion. 


There is no indication that 


Ford listened to the religious 
leaders. 
. , 
Indeed, for religious leaders, 
Ford's earned reentry program 
probably did more to end his 
honeymoon than did his pardon 
of form er President Nixon. 
Dr 
David W. Preus, Presi­ 
dent of the gnerally non-politi­ 
cal. middle-of-the-road Ameri­ 
can Lutheran Church, in one of 
his first political comments, ex­ 
pressed "d isa p p o in tm e n t” in 
the Ford program. 
He said, for example, there 
should be "no implication of 
disloyalty” because some chose 
to refuse to participate in a w ar 
they felt was immoral 
"I still hope, how-ever, that 
those who truly desire to return 
to full participation in our so­ 
ciety can receive a more genu­ 
ine welcome than is demon­ 
strated in this program ," Preus 
added. 
Like the unions, like Common

Ordination Of 11 Women 
Triggers An Argument

NEW YORK (APi - A theo 
logical argum ent cutting across 
denominational lines has devel­ 
oped over whether 11 women 
o rd ain ed 
last 
su m m er 
as 
priests of the Episcopal church 
were validly invested with that 
office. 
Most of the church's House of 
Bishops have said "no.” But 
the theological ratio n ale on 
which they acted is now chal­ 
lenged by the scholar on whose 
work their decision was mainly- 
based. He's a Roman Catholic 
The Rev. Frans J. van Beeck, 
noted theologian at the Jesuits' 
Boston College, says that al­ 
though the ordinations were ir­ 
regular so far as church discip­ 
line goes, "th e y w ere true 
ordinations." 
"There is a good case for 
considering them not only true, 
but also de facto valid 
that 
is, recognized by the church," 
he says, adding they are "at 
any rate implicitly valid and 
recognizable." 
What gave dram a to Father 
van Beeck's intervention is that 
his writings on the issue had 
been cited by Episcopal Bishop 
Arthur A. Vogel of Kansas City 
in an analysis guiding Episco­ 
pal bishops in acting on the 
m atter 
Bishop Vogel, of the church’s 
theological com m ission, con­ 
cluded in the advisory, in which 


Father van Beeck, term ing 
himself a reluctant witness be­ 
cause of hesitancy as "an outsi­ 
d er to engage in a rm c h a ir 
quarterbacking." says he did so 
as an ecumenical duty and that 
Bishop Vogel had m isinterpret­ 
ed him 
On another point, he chal­ 
lenges the finding of the Episco­ 
pal bishops that the ordinations 
were invalid because the bish­ 
ops perform ing them defied 
com m unal processes of the 
church 
This "reasoning comes dan­ 
gerously close to making the 
bishop a mere delegate of the 
com m unity,” Father van Beeck 
says. He says it also fails to 
recognize church "conflict and 
division" — as exists among 
Episcopalians on the issue. 
The position "goes against 
the tradition" not only of the 
Anglican communion of which 
the Episcopal Church is a part, 
but ag ainst that of Rom an 
Catholicism and Eastern Ortho­ 
doxy, Father van Beeck says.

No legislation has been for­ 
mulated as an outcome of the 
h earin g , but follow ing that 
hearing by D ym ally’s Senate 
Select Committee on Children 
and Youth, a flood of letters, 
telegram s and telephone calls 
has inundated his legislative 
offices here. 
"It is a larger problem than I 
realized,” Dymally said in an 
interview. 
"I fear that things are going 


<tn in a few of these groups that 
would not be tolerated if they 
were going on in groups that 
d id n 't have religious o v er­ 
tones. ’’ 


Dymally said he was received 
"scores” of letters from dis­ 
traught parents "and it is a

Charges that the San Rafael 
Police Department used exces­ 
sive force to break up a teen­ 
age beer party in Terra Linda 
have been dismissed as “ gener­ 
ally unfounded" by Police Chief 
Lawrence R. Kelly 


conclusion is con­ 
tained in a letter to the Marin 
CdSflty Human Rights Commis­ 
sion and is based on a depart­ 
mental investigation into alle­ 
gations made by a number of 
theinvolved youths. 


The commission received the 
letter and investigative report 
Thursday and set a special 
session for Oct. 22 to discuss 
the report 


The issue stems from last 
month’s commission meeting 
during which a number of the 
youthful party-goers com­ 
plained that police officers raid­ 
ed the party on Skyview Drive 
in August without cause and 
brutally treated a number of 
youngsters. 


They charged that the offi­ 
cers blocked exits from the 
Williams home, systematically 
pushed girls down a flight of 
stairs, used Mace liberally, 
pulled a pistol inside the home, 
used a shotgun in a threatening 
manner and refused to identify 
themselves. 


Kelly responded that officers 
were called by two neighbors 
complaining of drag racing, 
youths urinating on lawns and 
generally disturbing the neigh­ 
borhood 
He said the two officers were 
met with abusive language 
when they asked that the party 
end and that one youth who 
answered the door took a punch 
at one of the officers 
A fight ensued with the youth 
escaping, the chief continued, 
adding that officer Walter Kos- 
ta admitted drawing his revolv­ 
er during the struggle because 
h» thought that youth had a 
weapon. 
Kosta, the chief said, put 
aWay his gun and took out his 
can of Mace when he saw the 
youth was unarmed 
At this 
point, the chief said his investi­ 
gation showed, the two officers 
were pelted with beer bottles. 
They retreated and called for 
assistance from fellow officers. 
Minutes later, with support, 
the officers returned to the 
house and entered. 
Kelly’s letter details a series 
oC offenses his men maintain 
the youths committed leading 
up to and including the brawl 
which followed 
The offenses range from as­ 
sault with a deadly weapon (a 
beer bottle) to disturbing the 
peace. 
While several youths were 
attested at the time, none has 
been formally charged with a 
crime by the district attorney 
Kelly said his officers were 
acting within the law in enter­ 
ing the home and cited a penal 
code section allowing officers to 
break down a door to make an 
afrest.

Young Bay Area Photographers 
Exploring Surreal Fantasy

Two young Bay Area photog- 
t raphers, Wanda Hammerbeck 
and Gail Skoff, explore the 
realms of surreal fantasy and 
nostalgic ro m an ticism via 
game and role-playing and in­ 
trospective reverie, in an exhib­ 
it at the Lamkin Camerawork 
Gallery in Fairfax. 
Miss Skoff, a graduate of the 
San Francisco Art Institute, 
u ho was selected to show in the 
recent San Francisco “ Intro­ 
ductions ’74” series, invests 
both black and white and hand- 
tinted color shots with vicarious 
flashbacks in time. 
The former, shot amidst the 
formal gardens and weathered 
ornamental architecture of old­ 
er mansions in the Berkeley 
hills, serve as a suitable stag­ 
ing for the nymph-like “Spirit.” 
“Erica Spinning” and her own 
waif-like self-portrait. 
Miss Skoff’s friends figure 
largely in her work. She poses 
them in exotic clothing and 
theatrical environments in a 
fin-de-siecle and art-deco mileu 
which creates an ambivalence 
of time. The photos could have 
been taken 40 years ago; actu­ 
ally, they were shot within the 
past three years. 
“Suzanne” in flowing satin 
peignoir and long cigarette 
holder; “ Barbara” as the trag­ 
ic Ophelia; “Dassie," the gay, 
top-hatted equestrienne in a bo­ 
tanical conservatory; the chif­ 
fon-decked “Golden Nude, ” and 
nude, chalk-faced “ Dimitrius in 
the waterfall” are potent exam­ 
ples. 
"Paris Wedding,” “ Picnic at 
Versailles,” and “ Letsey and 
the Boys” (shot in Paris in the 
fall of 1972) are more natural, 
with sensitivity and humour 
emerging out of the situation, 
rather than imposed upon it. 
Wanda Hammerbeck’s photos 
are all within tonal grays.

Directors of both Marin Coun­ 
ty’s housing authority and rede­ 
velopment agency are “over- 
zealously spending a fortune” 
to litigate matters that should 
be resolved outside the courts, 
it was charged yesterday. (Re­ 
lated story on page 1.) 


Douglas H. Bosco, director of 
the human relations d ep art­ 
ment. w rote county supervisors 
that the two agencies have 
hired a “ bevy of lawyers” who 
are propsoering through this 
diversion of housing and rede­ 
velopment funds. 


Bosco, a member of the state 
bar himself, said he was con­ 
cerned with a growing tendency 
by some to use the courts as a 
means of usurping the political 
process in reaching a decision 


He suggested the county 
counsel's office be assigned to 
handle the two agencies’ legal 
matters since that office is “not 
dependent on protracted legal 
proceedings for income" like 
private attorneys. 


Bosco also proposed that su­ 
pervisors replace directors if 
they are unable to resolve their 
differences without running to 
court. 


“ If public officials are so 
impotent in dealing with the 
constituencies that they must 
pay lawyers and others to ask 
judges to solve their problems, 
I feel these officials should be 
replaced and replaced again 
until the public is served by 
those who can make fair and 
equitable decisions on their 
own." he wrote. 


The rights director cited two 
recent court cases involving the 
two agencies and said the “an­ 
tics (of the directors) have cost 
the taxpayers thousands of dol­ 
lars and have diverted money 
that is badly needed for provid­ 
ing housing." 


He noted that last May, 
Chairman Collie Gaines of the 
redevelopment agency author­ 
ized a suit against the housing 
authority 
without approval 
from her board. 


“The sole purpose of this 
lawsuit, in my opinion, was to 
preserve the job of Wllace K.

“ We like the old Victorian and brown- 
shingle houses, and we just hate to see 
them torn down and lost,” says Mrs. 
Richard Gordon. 


Thus she explains what has become 
virtually a second profession for her 
husband — the purchase, restoration and 
re-sale of old houses and apartm ent 
complexes that have fallen into disrepair. 


Virginia Gordon fully shares her hus­ 
band’s interest in these often-historic 
places, and his enthusiasm for saving 
them from the wrecker. 


AND THE practice has proven to be 
not only esthetically satisfying, but also 
financially rewarding. 
A 
brown-shingled showplace at San 
R afael’s Laurel Place is the latest to feel 
the magic Gordon touch. 
Restored to an im m aculate condition 
that it probably did not even know in its 
younger years, the mansion at 248 Laurel 
Place is now on the m arket. 
And restorer Gordon expects the hand­ 
some place to bring a price of $129,950. 
This from a house that until Gordon 
acquired it earlier this year, seemed 
doomed to demolition. 
Richard Gordon’s interest in old homes 
has been lifelong. 
Bom in Los Angeles, he cam e to Marin 
County as a first grader, and to a San 
Rafael that was still enriched by many 
handsome old mansion homes of the 
early pioneers — structures that in many 
cases have since been lost. 


AS AN adult, a career as a carpenter 
heightened his appreciation of these fine­ 
ly-constructed showplaces. 
Nine years ago, he entered the general 
contracting and structural pest control 
field. 
And as owner of Hinkley & Gordon, 
licensed both for contracting and term ite 
control, he found himself face-to-face 
with one of the facts of life of his 
business: Winters were just not as busy 
as other seasons. 
And thus there was the problem of how 
to keep the employees on his payroll 
occupied during the colder, w etter 
months, when there were lulls in the 
demand for Hinkley & Gordon’s services. 
Eight years ago, with V irginia’s help, 
he hit upon a solution. Why not acquire 
old homes and buildings in a state of 
disrepair, use his own skills and the 
manpower of Hinkley & Gordon employ­ 
ees during the slack winter period, and 
fix them up for re-sale?

AS RESEARCHED by Gordon and by 
Betty Blumenfeld of Fox & Carskadon, 
Realtors. San Rafael, who is handling the 
showing and sale of the property, the 
recorded history of the land begins in 
1873 when it is listed on a map dated Oct. 
14 of that year in the recorder’s office as

Marin County Honor Farm; A Feeling Of Openness 


By DOROTHY KELLY 
Stan Mitchell had been cooling out in 
the Marin City County Jail for several 
months. 
One long day stretched into 
another with nothing to do but talk to his 
cell mates, play cards and eat. 
His total environment consisted of a 
barred cell shared with five other men, 
five metal tables and stools bolted to the 
floor, and an open toilet and washbowl 
Ennui was interrupted only by the 
nerve-jangling slam s of giant steel doors 
sepaiating one cell block from another 
and the constant rattle of keys used to 
open them. 


STAN HAD been determined eligible 
for transfer to the Marin County Honor 
Farm , and he was ready for alm ost any 
alternative the day the deputy sheriff 
cam e to unlock his cell and lead him 
down the long concrete hall that connect­ 
ed the cell blocks. One door after another 
clanked behind the two men until they 
finally arrived at the booking desk. 
Overhead 
swung greedy eyes of a 
closed circuit television cam era, one of 
many in the building that transferred all 
activities of the jailed prisoners to a bank 
of T.V. screens on the wall opposite the 
desk. 
Stan was given back belongings that 
had been confiscated upon entering and 
informed that he could take his own 
clothes to the Honor Farm and any other 
personal articles including radios, books, 
pictures and his guitar. 


HE WAS driven out to the hills of Terra 
Linda where the Honor Farm is by a 
m em ber of its staff. The place was 
nothing fancy, just a cluster of pale green 
concrete block buildings, but the best 
thing about it to Stan was a feeling of 
openness. There was only a five foot 
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cyclone fence around the area, left over 
from 
the days when it served as a 
m ilitary base, and no bars on the win­ 
dows. Here there were no prisoners, only 
residents. 
At this booking desk nothing was taken 
away from Stan. He was issued linens, 
given special duties and assigned one ot 
the seventy bunks in the barracks. It was 
pointed out to him that the gate was 
always open, but to escape usually meant 
a year back in the county jail. 
The Honor Farm was not like any type 
of correction Stan had experienced be­ 


fore. 
Its staff is aware that lack of 
meaningful job opportunities is a major 
cause of our rising crime rate and they 
encourage 
the 
resident 
to become a 
m em ber of the work furlough program ; 
to continue working or find employment 
within his own community while serving 
his sentence. The men are also encour­ 
aged to go to school to improve vocation­ 
al skills, and for those who want it, there 
is an educational program allowing them 
to attend the College of Marin for credit

much longer and more frequenf than at 
the county jail. Residents are free to visit 
with their families in the dining room or 
on the lawn and sometimes during these 
hours they have picnics and hold their 
own rock concerts. 
Group therapy meets several times a 
week led by staff and trained volunteers, 
a yoga class is held every Saturday, and 
there is an art class. One of the most 
in terestin g p ro g ram s is a videotape 
workshop organized by Judy Lynn, a 
volunteer. 
In the workshop, residents learn to 
operate video equipment, use it in thera­ 
py groups and make their own tapes. 
Underway now is a thirty minute tape on 
TASC, a program for drug addicts. So 
far, most of the VTR equipment has been 
borrowed, but it is hoped that the class 
will have funds for its own training, 
repair, maintenance and operation facili­ 
ty. 


NONE OF the activities or workshops 
is compulsory, but Town Hall is. Staff 
and residents meet twice each month and 
the program is turned over to the men 
who are 
encouraged 
to express an> 
com plaints they may have. There is an 
on going resident committee that meets 
weekly to discuss them and make recom 
mendations to the staff. 
One of the complaints most often men 
tioned by the residents is the lack of 
conjugal visits with their wives. Another 
is jurisdictional discrimination against 
offenders who cannot afford to hire their 
own attorneys. In such cases, the accused 
is assigned an attorney by the Public 
Defenders Office, but the office is too 
overworked to adequately help them 
They resent the fact that people with 
m oney com m itting sim ilar offenses 
usually do not serve time. The men also 
feel that they are being punished for 
doing things that a large segm ent of the 
free population does with regularity; 
smoking 
m arijuana, 
being intoxicated 
and incurring parking fines 


ALL OF THE residents have been 
convicted of misdem eanors or felonies 
and are serving sentences for from forty- 
five days to one year, and fall into one of 
four categories:

on a work furlough program by a Proba­ 
tion Officer specializing in approving 
work-school releases.

THE YEARS in between have seen a 
series of changes in the ownership 
On June 1. 1884, as shown in Book Q. 
Page 370, the parcel, then measuring 288 
feet by 340 feet, was deeded to Carrie M. 
P Coleman The northern portion of the 
property apparently was sold to a James 
S. Porfeous of San Francisco who recon- 
veyed that land to Oberend G. Rose on 
Jan 28, 1884. for $2,000 'Book Z. Page 
448) On Nov. 13 of that same year. Rose 


W. Haynes became the new owners (Book 
243, Page 355). Haynes was a teacher at 
San Rafael High School. He and his wife 
sold two lots, one on the west side of the 
property to Robert M. Coman on May 17, 
1949, the other on the southeast section of 
the parcel to Carl D. Yeakey on May 17, 
1M9. 
An additional lot beyond the now exist­ 
ing property line 
was given by the 
Hayneses to their son who later sold it. 
On Nov. 7, 1956, the Haynes reconveyed 
title to the remaining bulk of the one-time 
Coleman parcel to Alice B. and Vernon 
Heir. 
An apartment unit beneath the main 
house had been added in 1949, making o, 
the brown-shingle place a three-story 
structure. 
But the years had taken their toll of the 
old house and it had fallen into serious 
disrepair. 


GORDON says he was attracted to the 
house by the potential he saw in it.

Rafael s Boyd Park that show Dr. Augus­ 
tine as an associate member of the 
county's medical association. 
Dr Augustine proceeded to have the 
original house already located there 
raised to become the upper floor of the 
building Under it he had constructed an 
area that provided a living room, a 
dining room, a kitchen and a library. 
It was this addition that lifted the home 
to the status of mansion and one of the 
town's showplaces. 


DR. AUGUSTINE retained ownership 
of the property until Oct. 3. 1924, and 
during the 29 years he was the owner he 
acquired additional property from Eliza 
and Vincent Neal on Sept. 9, 1906. and 
sold one lot on Dec. 9, 1907, to E. F. 
Broman 
At that time an easement eight-feet 
wide was provided to give access be­ 
tween Laurel Place and Mission Avenue, 
an easement that still exists today. 
In 1924 Dr Augustine sold the property 
to Hazel M 
and James F 
Peattie, a 
transaction recorded in Book .56, Page 
119 The Peatties borrowed $5,280 from 
William P Murray and M. J. Pedrotti to 
make their purchase. 
The land and home passed from the 
Peatties to May S. Armando on Nov. 18, 
1927. iBook 133, Page 395 and 396), for the 
sum of $1,927. And from the Armandos it 
passed on May 29. 1928. into the hands of 
Harriet R and Maj. George H. White for 
$4,500. 
The Whites used the big house not only 
as a residence, but also as a school for 
boys for a number of years. 


THE WHITES lost their house in a 
Depression year foreclosure proceeding 
to American Trust Co. on Feb. 7, 1933 
Book 259, Page 95). 
On Dec. 5. 1935, Queenie M. and James 


force, to the task of restoring the original 
charm of the old home, while adding 
modern conveniences, particularly in the 
antiquated kitchen. 
The house contains 4.629 square feet of 
floor space, plus the 700-square-foot one- 
bedroom apartment, and two sweeping 
verandas of 1,060 square feet.

THE DINING ROOM and living room 
each have their own brick fireplace, and 
there is a third fireplace in the home. 
An unusual feature are the four pink 
Venetian marble wash basins in three 
upstairs bedrooms and the bath. 
Sliding pocket doors permit a complete 
separation of key rooms. 
The major "updating" accomplished 
by the Gordons came in the kitchen 
where not only electrical appliances, but 
new hardwood cabinets of New England 
design were installed 
Another major modernization was the 
installation of three new forced air fur­ 
naces. 
The electrical system was revamped to 
meet modern standards. 
But throughout the project the Gordons 
carefully avoided anything they felt 
clashed with the spirit and history of the 
mansion The paint for both the interior 
and exterior was chosen to fit the original 
colors and style of the building. Mrs. 
Gordon selected wallpaper for the bed­ 
rooms that also harmonized with the 
history of the place and the period for 
which it speaks so eloquently. 
It is. say the Gordons, the epitome of 
the type of buildings they had in mind 
when they decided to begin their “opera­ 
tion rescue" for Marin showplaces 
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threatened by time or progress. And they 
have more in mind 


GORDON, whose company has done 
such renovations as the much praised 
Lark Creek Inn in its Victorian mansion 
in Larkspur, says he and his wife are 
looking closely now for something that 
will keep them and their co-workers 
occupied this winter 


“ We are looking specifically for anoth­ 
er old apartment building to which we 
can bring new life,” he says. "But we are 
also on the watch for another house — a 
Victorian or a brown-shingle." 


And particularly the Gordons have in 
mind some fine old place, or places, over 
which is hovering the dooming shadow of 
the wrecker’s iron ball.

VISITING BY TELEPHONE through a glass partition at the Marin County Jail stands in stark contrast to the 
open, more satisfying visiting periods at the Marin County Honor Farm. 


Leon Le Gant, Senior Coorective Worker 
and an experienced drug treatment coun­ 
selor. Mr. Le Gant points out that only 30 
per cent of the county jail inmates are 
employed when convicted, and therefore 
eligible for work furlough. The Honor 
Farm finds work for the other 70 per cent 
that would otherwise be sitting in cells 
doing "dead time” and re-enforcing neg­ 
ative social attitudes. 
Lorraine Box is one of the three women 
on the staff. She is black, tall and svelte 
and was once a high fashion model. She 
tests residents in order to analyze their 
abilities and shortcomings and counsels 
them to determine what educational cur­ 
riculum to pursue. Sometimes they need 
special tutoring before entering college 
and she arranges this. Lorraine was 
anxious to impress the fact that there is 
no similar community correction facility 
in the county for women 
The Honor Farm has been open not 
quite a year 
Inspiration for such an 
institution was formed in the Kelgord 
Report commissioned by Governor Rea­ 
gan 
The report denounced the conven­ 
tional (and unsuccessful) type of prison, 
recommendedthat the Adult Authority be 
abolished, and criticized the State De­ 
partment of Corrections. This displeased 
the Governor and he sought to stifle its 
findings. In spite of his efforts, it was 
read by the Committee for Prison, Hu­ 
manity and Justice, 1414 Fourth Street, 
San Rafael, a non-rpofit organization that 
strives to inform the public of existing 
prison 
conditions and 
seeks to offer 
alternatives to our present penal system

THE HONOR FARM is offering oppor 
funities that some of the men have never 
had before. It gives them a sense of 
responsibility and self respect in a learn­ 
ing, positive atmosphere. There is hope 
for change, but more funds and commu­ 
nity involvement are needed. 
At this 
point, job opportunities are one of the 
Farm 's greatest needs and there are 
more men looking for work than there 
are jobs available for someone serving 
time. 
Almost as important to the men as jobs 
is the knowledge that people on the 
outside care and have not forgotten them 
So far. volunteers have been few, but Ms 
Lynn already sees the need for a commu­ 
nity board of directors to co-ordinate 
them with the staff and residents. Inter­

Hurdy-gurdies, lutes, psaltries and re­ 
becs in various stages of completion line 
the walls of the Lyn Elder Workshop in 
the Industrial Center Annex in Sausalito's 
Gate Five. 
T hese R en aissance m usical in stru ­ 
m ents are made and sold by Elder and 
two apprentices. Mark Holsman of San 
Francisco and Herb Hendrickson of Sau­ 
salito. 


ELDER, a Mill Valley resident since 
1959, was introduced to instrum ent mak­ 
ing when he was drafted into the Army. 
He was stationed in Atlanta. GA, where a 
violin m aker took him on as an appren­ 
tice. He also learned the art of making 
renaissance instrum ents there. 
After being discharged from the Army, 
he moved back to Marin County and 
opened his own shop, first in Mill Valley, 


then moving to Sausalito in 1973. 
“ The competition in this field is lim it­ 
ed, even though there are a num ber of 
good lute m akers in the w orld,” Elder 
said. “ The competition is more quality 
oriented than quantity.” 
Elder said his instrum ents are pur­ 
chased 
by 
both 
private players 
and 
college music departm ents. “ Most of our 
individual custom ers are historical musi­ 
cians,” he said. 


THERE IS a great body of renaissance 
and baroque music available, especially 
for the lute, according to Elder. There is 
also a revival of interest in music from 
this period. 
“ The 15-strong lute will probably be 
our main instrum ent for sale, once we 
are established as lute m akers and build 
a reputation for quality instrum ents,” he 
said. 


M AR IN 


“ The lute held the place during the 
renaissance of the piano today,” Elder 
said. “ It was the principal instrum ent for 
composers and accom panists. Any group 
of historical musicians must include a 
lute player (lutanist). 
The lute is made with various numbers 
of strings, but Elder makes prim arily 15- 
stringed models. The sound board has a 
hole in the center which is covered by a 
carving known as a lute rose. 


THE LUTE ROSES are carved directly 
from the sound board. Elder uses designs 
which are copies of the roses used on 
authentic pieces. The most famous rose 
is from a design by Leonardo DaVinci. 
The hurdy-gurdy, also known as a 
“ wheel fiddle,” is a three-stringed instru­ 
ment having two drone strings and a 
melody string. The strings vibrate with 
the turning of a crank on one end of the 
instrum ent and the melody is created by 
playing a small keyboard. 
The psaltry 
is 
a small 
harp with 
sixteen strings and the rebec is a small 
three-string fiddle. Elder makes all of 
these instrum ents in the shop. 
Most of the instrum ents are made from 
a variety of woods, using spruce for the 
sound board and good hardwoods for the 
back. Walnut, maple and rosewood are 
favorites among 
the hardwoods. 
The 
fingerboards are made of ebony and the 
peg box is usually of maple or a hard­ 
wood to match the back. 


LIV IN G 


The instrum ents are trim m ed in rose­ 
wood 
and 
the 
pegs and veneer are 
boxwood. 
The plans and specifications for the 
instrum ents made in the Workshop are 
the result of a European tour. Elder 
visited museums throughout Europe tak­ 
ing photographs and m easurem ents of 
au th en tic R en aissan ce in stru m e n ts to 
give his work additional authenticity. 
Elder not only makes the instrum ents, 
he also plays them. 


HE IS presently a m em ber of San 
Francisco Pro-Musica, a serious profes­ 
sional group of five instrum entalists and 
three singers. 
This group plans an Alaskan tour in 
November and appears often on cam pus­ 
es throughout the Bay Area. They are 
also joined by a corps of dancers from 
the East Bay for the Renaissance Faire 
held annually in Northern Marin. 
Elder is also the principal string instru­ 
mentalist in Golden Gate Baptist Theo­ 
logical Sem inary’s Renaissance Consort, 
a new group being brought together by 
Dr. John Johnson, the director of the 
Sem inary’s music program. 
The Consort will include Max Lyall, 
concert harpsichordist and new assistant 
professor of church music at the Semi­ 
nary, and several instrum entalists and 
singers. 
Elder also teaches guitar and plays 
guitar and recorder with a folk singing 
group.

When Englishmen first began to scent 
opportunity in America, they were told 
two contradictory “facts” about the new 
land. They were told, on the one hand, 
that it was a “desert,” a “waste firma­ 
ment.” They were told, at the same time, 
that “savages” lived there. 
For Englishmen and Anglo-Americans 
both statements remained correct for 
centuries: America was both empty (an 
opportunity) and filled (with problems). 


AMERICA’S apparent emptiness can 
be explained by considering English per­ 
spectives at that time. The native Indians 


tryside and villages, they became the 
“wandering beggars” to whom Hakluyt, 
the “trumpet” of American colonization, 
had referred in his “Discourse Concern­ 
ing Western Planting. " Social dislocation 
and what we would call “underemploy­

were not numerous by European stan­ 
dards, especially not in comparison to the 
enormous expanse of territory they lived 
in. What we would call a relatively low 
density of population, Englishmen were 
then perfectly justified in perceiving as 
“few .” More im portantly, Englishmen 
thought the 
Indians had no “ settled 
habitations.” 


What 
we now know to have been

Initially, therefore, Englishmen had no 
notion of exterm inating the native peo­ 
ples. nor even of sweeping them aside; 
even 
though 
people already lived in 
America, Englishmen thought, such an 
immense land had plenty of room for 
more. 


THE WARPED perception that caused 
the English to see Indians as unsettled 
wanderers was in large measure a func­ 
tion of how they saw society at home. 


The severe, almost catastrophic dislo­ 
cations which accompanied the English 
Reformation and Henry VIII’s fluctuating 
tempers had resulted in large numbers of 
displaced persons. 
Thrown off the land onto English coun- 


social reformation of the offscourings of 
English society. 


AT THE sam e time, as the Protestant 
Reformation took increasing hold on En­ 
glish 
society, 
certain religious fringe 
groups came to think of America as a 
refuge from a mounting threat of perse­ 
cution. They were not immune, any more 
than Englishmen generally, to the scent 
of opportunity which by the early 1600s 
was so very much in the air. 


The various stream s of attraction to 
America and propulsion from England 
were thoroughly mixed. 


In retrospect, the early “great m igra­ 
tion” (1620-1650) of the English to Ameri­ 
ca is particularly striking in term s of the 
number and variety of people and moti­ 
vations involved. Relative to the popula­ 
tion of Europe, probably more persons 
left Europe for the New World during 
those decades than at any time before or 
since. 
The English went principally to three 
areas: the eastern Caribbean (Barbados 
and the few small Leeward Islands), the 
Chesapeake Bay (Virginia and Mary­ 
land', and eastern New England (the 
M assachusetts Bay and the Plymouth 
Colony). 


SOME WENT against their will, espe­ 
cially the Scots and Irish, victim-prison- 
ers of the 
English Civil 
Wars, who 


migrated to the West Indies. Many went 
for better fortunes and better times: such 
people probably predominated in the 
Chesapeake 
area 
and were certainly 
prevalent everyw here else. 
Some went in the hope of fulfilling the 
faith we describe as religious, and while 
it would be right to ascribe “ religion" as 
the predominating motive of those who 
came 
to New England, 
it would 
be 
radically incorrect to assign thereby a 
lack of otherworldly faith to those not 


fortunate enough to have joined God’s 
special project there 
However sure various breeds of En­ 
glishmen were about God's intentions, 
the various English com m unities in 
America turned out to be different sorts 
of places. In the islands, sugar and the 
slave labor it seemed to require took over 
almost totally. 


THE CHESAPEAKE settlements, with 
a diffuse population, spilled all over the 
eastern, watered portions of the area. 
After almost being wiped out by the 
native inhabitants, the colonists eventual­ 
ly succeeded in establishing a populous 
but sparsely settled community in Virgin­ 


ia. devoid of real villages and devoted 
mainly to staple agriculture. (They hunt­ 
ed but mainly they farm ed; ironically 
they went, unintentionally, part way to­ 
ward reproducing the Indian woodland 


cultures their forebears had disliked ) 
Only in New England (and this develop­ 
ment was to persist for a very long time) 
did the English manage to reproduce in 
the New World what they thought valua­ 
ble. as a social mode, in the Old. 
The 
Pilgrims in Plymouth and the 
Puritans 
in 
M assachusetts have long 
attracted attention because they were so 


articulate about their own goals. 


THOUGH THE Puritans were a much 
larger, wealthier, and better educated 
group, they shared with the Pilgrim s a 
powerful sense of mission. In England, 
their own low-church, modified-Calvinist 
Protestantism seemed to be on the defen­ 
sive against the forces of the Crown, the 
closely allied Church of England, and. 
not least, the numerous legions of ungod­ 
liness. 
Determined that their “true religion” 
and the Lord’s will should prevail in the 
wilderness, they set about to establish 
“ Bible Commonwealths” where families, 
society, the polity, and the churches 
would all be harmoniously ordered ac­ 
cording to God’s Word. 
AH this required inner discipline and 
inevitably (given their view of the essen­ 
tial nature of man) outer discipline as 
well. They sternly punished lying, drunk­ 
enness, fornication and ail the m yriad 
other sins to which men and women, and 
even children, seemed so wickedly in­ 
clined. 


THEY ENFORCED orthodoxy and dis­ 
cipline in the churches; they harried out 
religious dissenters and went so far as to 
hang two Quakers. The Puritans were 
indeed pious, intolerant moralists, but 
they were not prudes. They punished 
sexual offenses but they were not in the 
least surprised 
by them. 
They wore 
colorful clothing, suitable, of course, to 
their social stations. 
When Harvard CoUege thought it neces­ 
sary to limit drinking at commencement, 
the authorities restricted degree-takers to 
three gallons of wine per man. 
Whether the Puritans succeeded or 
failed in their mission is a m atter of 
definition and they were themselves am ­ 


bivalent on the m atter. Even as they 
railed at the prevalence of wickedness 
among them and at the decline of true 
piety, they remained acutely conscious 
that their society and churches were 
superior to England’s. 


WHILE THEY were keenly aware of 
men’s tendency to disperse to new, em p­ 
ty lands, they prided themselves on their 
regulated pattern of settlement, ordered 
town by ordered town. They were, in­ 
deed, the most realist of Utopians. They 
expected to establish a New Israel in the 
wilderness, and they demanded godly 
thoughts and behavior of its mem bers; at 
the same time they knew that Adam’s 


fall from grace meant that men were 
inherently and perversely wicked 
People who demand perfection yet do 
not expect to achieve it are inevitably 
condemned to ambivalence about the 
results. 
There were other such experiments in 
America, but with major differences. The 
most notable and undeniably successful 
was Pennsylvania 
There William Penn 
and his fellow Quakers (whom the Puri­ 
tans hated, partly because they had so 


much in common) deliberately founded a 
colony that would welcome all varieties 
of Protestants 


THE IDEA was a relatively new one, 
but it led quite directly, as things turned 
out, to populousness and prosperity even 
beyond the dreams of the founders. It led 
also to an even greater novelty-ethnic 
diversity, a development of such critical 
importance in all the colonies that it 
deserves separate attention in another 
lecture

Both New Brunswick and Nova Scotia 
offer a

and the camping facilities leave almost 
nothing to be desired 


NOVA SCOTIA may be reached by 
ferry from the Maine cities of Portland 
and B ar Harbor and from St. John in 
New Brunswick. The ferry trip from 
Saint John to Digby, Nova Scotia, is the 
shortest and least expensive and is rec­ 
ommended to fam ilies with a tight budg­ 
et. 
Round trips by ferry' can knock a big 
hole in the budget, so the most practical 
way to enjoy a cam ping tour of the 
provinces is to go overland in one direc­ 
tion and return by ferry on the way back. 
Enter New Brunswick at Calais. Maine, 
and take Highway One to Saint John, an 
interesting city with a fine historical 
heritage w'hich includes camping facili­ 
ties at Rockwood Park. 
Follow Highway One and Two to Monc­ 


ton. and while there ride uphill with your 
engine in neutral on Magnetic Hill. The 
hill, reached by a dirt road, is a m ajor 
tourist attraction.

FROM Moncton the cam per can enter 
Nova Scotia at Tidnish and follow the 
Sunrise Trail which winds along the coast 
of the N orthum berland Strait to New 
Glasgow and Antigonish. There are sev­ 
eral good cam pgrounds along the Sunrise 
Trail Antigonish is the gateway to Cape 
Breton, wehre the Cabot Trail gives the 
cam per the most magnificent scenery in 
Nova Scotia. 


If the w eather is good, the cam per mav 
wish to linger a few days along the Cabot 
Trail. There are more than a dozen parks 
and cam psites along the trail, which will 
give the visitor time to relax and enjoy 
the scenic beaches and panoram ic over­ 
views.

Baja A Unique Trip 


By RICK ORLOV 
A visit to the peninsula which makes up 
Baja California, 
Mexico, is a unique 
experience. 
Baja could never be called a pretty 
country. It is a vast land — forbidding 
and desolate. 
If is sparsely populated with only about 
a million persons living in an area larger 
than Italy. 


FOR THE tourist it does not have the 
large ’uxurious resorts of Mexico City or 
Acapulco The only “ real” tourist spots 
are at the southern tip around La Paz. 
Most who visit Baja do so for the 
attractions it holds to cam pers and fish­ 
ermen 
Yet, recently, more and more persons 
are learning about Baja and are coming 
to visit — especially with the completion 
of the transpeninsular highway. 
The highway, known either as Carre- 
tera Numero Uno or the Benito Juarez 
Highway, runs more than 1.000 miles 
from Tijuana to Cabo San Lucas 


IT WAS completed in December, 1973, 
and opened up Baja to those who did not 
own the four-w’heel-drive vehicle which 
was needed to cross the country. 
And. to make if even easier for tour­ 
ists, the Mexican national government 
has undertaken an ambitious effort to 


provide accommodations along the way. 
G asoline statio n s a re in tersp ersed 
about every 100 miles along the highway 
In only one spot a person has to drive 
about 200 miles before being able to 
refuel. 


In addition, a chain of hotels has been 
constructed along the highway by the 
governm ent’s Nacional Hotelera. 


FTVE HOTELS from Ensenada to San 
Ignacio have been opened and several 
others are being planned. 


La Pinta Hotel in Ensenada is the 
largest of the chain in Baja and the only 
one which is not new. It was purchased 
by Nacional Hotelera and refurnished 


All the other hotels — in San Quintin, 
Guerrero Negro, Santa Ines and San 
Ignacio — are new and look practically 
identical. 
The largest of the four is in San 
Quintin. where there are 60 rooms. It 
opened in July and, as of mid August, 
had not yet opened several planned shops 
in the hotel 
In each of the other hotels there are 
between 28 and 30 rooms. 


THE ELPRESIDENTE Hotel in Guer 
rero Negro is attem pting to make some­ 
what of a comeback following a rash of 
bad publicity after it first opened 


A government spokesman explained 
officials rushed to open the hotel before 
all cooking equipm ent was installed and 
all cooking was done on outdoor-type 
stoves. Also, work was still proceeding on 
the hotel when it was visited by a group 
of travel 
writers, 
who criticized the 
facilities. 


Rates at all the hotels range from $22 
to $28 a night. 


T railer parks are adjacent to each 
hotel to accom m odate campers, and air­ 
plane landing strips are near each facili­ 
ty for private pilots. 
In addition, the hotel chain has plans to 
start its own charter airline operation in 
the United States to bring visitors to the 
hotels. 


A 17-PASSENGER Beechcraft 90 will 
be used for the charter operation, which 
will be called El Presidente to tie in with 
the name of most of the hotels in the 
chain 
Additional airplanes will be added as 
needed. 
Cost of the charter is expected to be 
comparable to comm ercial airlines. 
However, costs are expected to vary 
depending on whether a package tour is 
available and the num ber of persons on a 
flight

Backpacking Gaining In Popularity 
As Activity For Whole Family

Backpacking has enjoyed tremendous 
growth 
in popularity with the recent 
surge 
back to nature of millions of 
Americans. 


If has evolved into an activity for the

family, 
and 
backpackers have 
even acquired their own lingo, not to 
mention a mountain of equipment and 
supplies. 


BACKPACKING can be a rewarding 
and enjoyable adventure or a traum atic 
disaster, depending upon the preparation. 
AH beginners start out having to pur­ 
chase the basics 
boots, backpack and 
sleeping bag. These essentials should cost 
you no more than about $150. 


Even if your budget is extra tight, *his 
isn't the place to skimp. If money is the 
problem, wait for the late fall sales when 
many items are reduced for winter clear­ 
ance. 
Get boots that give you good ankle 
support, have lugged soles and are espe­ 
cially recommended for trail, not moun­ 
tain climbing use. A good pair of boots 
will cost you about $25 to $35. 
Always wear two pairs of socks, cotton 
next to the skin, then wool, for a comfort­ 
able fit To avoid a great deal of discom­ 
fort, make sure your boots are well 
broken-in before you use them for a day 
on the frail. 


RUCKSACKS and fram eless day packs 
are all right for day hikes and light-Ioad 
overnighters, but 
if you intend to do 
much backpacking, you'll need a pack- 
frame-bag combination. 
Most have a 
lightweight aluminum frame, a nylon bag 
with outside pockets and a padded wrist 
strap to transfer the load from your 
vhouiders to your hips. 
You buy the 
fram e to fit your frame. Day packs sell 
for about $15 and for a frame pack expect 
to pay anywhere from >30 to $60. 
Buy a sleeping bag for the coldest 
climate and the highest altitude you 
expect to encounter Usually this means 
a lightweight down model, but the new 
second generation polyesters are also 
worth looking into Ask a salesperson to 
explain details of design, construction

A typical backpack boat weighs slightly 
over four pounds and has a carrying 
capacity of up to 200 pounds. Deflated, it 
fits in a lightweight nylon stuff bag and 
ties to a pack fram e. Kits generally 
contain a foot pump, maintenance m ate­ 
rials, and a paekable paddle that comes 
apart. The prices range from about $20 to

An enjoyable outing depends upon com ­ 
fort.

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Switch Annuals To Perennials 


By EARL ARONSON 
Before cool weather puts an end to 
your outdoor gardening you can prolong 
the life of some annuals, practically 
making them perennials. 
To do this, carefully transplant your 
garden favorites into pots or boxes, take 
them indoors and place them under high- 
energy plant-growth lamps 


THEY will flourish indoors, as some of 
ours do, and be ready for replacement in 
the garden in the early spring after frost 
danger has passed 
This means you’ll 
have gained a few weeks in the growing 
cycle and will have flowers long before 
your neighbors. 
There are a few ground rules, as it 
were, in moving plants indoors: 
1 Sterilize the soil to avoid flying pests 
in the home This may be done by baking 
the soil for an hour or so in a hot oven. A 
handful of peat moss tossed in later 
replaces organic m atter in the soil that 
has been oxidized 


2. WHEN your plants are potted and 
under the lights, feed and w ater them a 
hit more than plants that depend on 
daylight. 
The reason for this is that 
special plant-growth lamps speed growth, 
and this means more food and w ater are 
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consumed than if the plant were growing 
under standard energy sources. 
3. The length of time the lights should 
be on depends on the plants you are 
raising. Plants that bloom in early spring 
or late fall are “short day” plants and 
will be satisfied with six to eight hours of 
light daily. Long-day plants — those that 
bloom in mid-summer — will need 12 to 
16 hours of energy from your fluorescent 
lamp 
4 Be sure to take a good ball of earth 
with the roots in bringing your plants 
indoors. 
This will in su re continued 
growth. 


THERE are about 700 species of poi­ 
sonous plants growing in the United 
States and Canada, 
many commonly 
found near homes, according to expert 
Dr John Kingsbury. 
Dr. 
Kingsbury estim ates that 12,000 
children consume innocent-looking poi­ 


sonous plants annually, which often re­ 
sults in com plications, som etim es in 
death. 
Poisonous plants may grow anywhere, 
says Dr. Mitchell R. Zavon, president of 
the American Association of Poison Con­ 
trol Centers, who cautions: 
“ It is essential for children and adults 
to understand the dangers involved in 
eating plants, especially those they are 
not familiar with. All plants near the 
home and classroom should be identified 
in every way to make sure they are not 
poisonous. 
IF there are poisonous plants growing 
where children may explore, it would be 
advisable to rid the area of such potential 
dangers. Controlled application of chemi­ 
cal herbicides will effectively minimize 
the danger of poisonous plants safely and 
efficiently." 
Recommended: Identify each plant in 
and around the house; keep poisonous 
plants out of reach of children; do not use 
unknown plants as a source of food; 
destroy unwanted poisonous plants. 
Symptoms of plant poisoning may oc­ 
cur as long as six to 15 hours after 
ingestion. If plant poisoning is suspected, 
do not rely on home remedies. Call a

Tulip Tops List

Every winter 
I teach a course in 
gardening for adults in the local high 
school 
Most of my students are new 
homeowners and invariably someone will 
ask me what is the easiest flower to 
grow 
Topping the list of easy-to-grow plants, 
1 feel, is the tulip 
The tulip is grown from a bulb that 
must be planted in the fall. Most of the 
tulip bulbs that are sold are grown in 
Holland where the soil and clim ate are 
the best in the world for producing the 
bulbs 
A 
tulip 
bulb is really one of the 
wonders of nature. Inside the tulip bulb 
the tiny plant is already formed. If a bulb 
is sliced in half, tucked down in the 
middle you can even see the m iniature 
flower. 


MOST OF the bulb is made up of stored 
food which the tiny plant draw s on for its 
growth. Actually, then, when you plant a 
tulip you are prim arily just providing the 
proper growing conditions, 
you 
don't 
actually have to "grow " it as you would 
a marigold, tomato or petunia. 
As all plants have their own “ personali­ 
ties," so does the tulip One of the traits 
of the tulip is that it must have a cold 
period of several months before it will 
flower. 
This is why the bulb must be planted in 
the fall so that it gets its cold period 


Plant Trees 
For Touch 


O f Autumn 


There is a certain nostalgia that only 
autum n with its rustling breezes, balmy 
but crisp air and shorter days, brings 
Nothing m arks the transition to winter 
more than fall’s brilliant colors. 
For a touch of fall in your yard, the 
C alifornia A ssociation of N urserym en 
suggests planting at least two deciduous 
trees. There is a good selection of trees 
available now to “paint" your fall land­ 
scape 
THE GINKGO, or m aidenhair tree is a 
living relic whose ancestors date back 
millions of years — to prehistoric times. 
ItS- fan-shaped leath ery g reen spring 
leaves turn a lovely shade of buttery- 
autumn yellow. If you decide to plant a 
gtnkgo in your garden, be sure to plant a 
male tree. Female trees bear a fruit that 
has a very obnoxious odor. 
A m erican sw eet gum (L iq u id am b ar 
s tjra c iflu a ) is an o th er fall favorite 
Growing to 60 ft tall, its loose-open form 
displays an autum n color show of yellows 
and reds Even in areas where fall is a 
warm extension of sum m er, the Sweet 
Gum will tint the town to tell of fall’s 
arrival 
A favorite deciduous fruit tree among 
California's gardeners is the Japanese 
persimmon. 
.After its yellow to burnt 
o ^n g ish red fall 
leaves drop, 
sweet 
soarlet fruits rem ain to be eaten and 
eflfjoved 
Planting the persimmon in a 
deep rich soil and fertilizing regularly 
wfll 
give you 
a good fruit crop in 
November. In spring the persim m on’s 
dark green, leathery leaves appear. 
The Chinese pistache (pistacia chinen- 
siS) is another colorful choice for fall 
This tree, a native to China, grows to 
b^w een 46 
and 60 ft. 
and displays 
handsome rich orange and red fall colors. 
T&e pistache perform s best where sum ­ 
mers are long and hot. 
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naturally over winter. (I have seen tulip 
bulbs offered for sale in spring. These 
are surely leftovers from fall and if they 
flow-er when planted in spring it would be 
a miracle. Don’t waste your money by 
buying tulips in spring 


PLANTING is simple. Just dig a hole 6 
inches deep, drop in the bulb — pointed 
end up — and cover with soil. Nature 
does the rest. 
One word of caution, 
though, if the w eather is dry in the fall, 
w ater the tulips after planting. The bulb 
is a living thing and if it dries out it will 
not survive. 
Tulips need no fertilizer. In fact, they 
resent a lot of fertilizer, especially ani­ 
mal manures. They don’t need fertilizer 
because all the food necessary' for their 
spring growlh is already stored in the 
bulb. About the only thing necessary for 
tulip grow-th is a soil that drains well 
This means that the day after a rain the 
ground should not be soggy wet. In a wet 
soil the tulip bulb may rot. 
There are several thousand different 
tulips sold today. These varieties (or 
cultivarsi fall into different classes. Each 
of the classes has a different blooming 
period and flower shape 
The earliest 
blooming are the “ species" which are 
among the first of all flowers to bloom in 
the spring. 
Some of these have small flowers on 
short stems, but some — like Red Em ­ 
peror — have tremendous flow-ers on 


rather fall stems. 


THE TRADITIONAL tu lip sh a p e d 
kinds include the Cottage, Mendel and 
the most spectacular of all, the Darwin. 
Most of these bloom in May, which is the 
traditional tulip month in the North. 
But there are other tulips with distinct­ 
ly different flower shapes. The doubles 
are a full flower and resemble the garden 
peony. Then there are those with long, 
thin petals and resem ble the lily flower. 
These are called, naturally, lily-flowered 
tulips. 
Parrot tulips are most exotic. 
These flowers are streaked with green 
and have feathered edges. Indeed, they 
do resemble the coloring and plum age of 
a parrot. 
Unlike many other flowers, tulips will 
do well in both sun and shade. In shady 
locations the flow’ers may appear a few 
days later, but they will last longer. Also, 
tulips can be left in the ground undis­ 
turbed where they will come up again the 
following spring. 
One caution, though: if you leave them 
in the ground don’t remove the foliage in 
spring until it has completely turned 
brown and died down. This assures you 
that a new bulb has formed 
In the South tulip planting should be 
delayed. Plant around Thanksgiving and 
select a shady, cool spot. Before planting 
store the bulbs in the refrigerator cris­ 
per. This helps you give them the cold 
treatm ent

Q. This spring our 2-year-old apricot 
tree produced about two dozen apricots 
that were dry inside. Now the last two 
months the leaves are drying out and 
falling, especially in the center branches. 
The ground around the tree seems to be 
solid. I w ater it every day, sometimes 
twice. How can I soften the ground0 
A. When a tree is properly planted, the 
w ater penetrates the soil very easily. No 
tree should be w atered daily or twice a 
day. Construct a basin and fill with water 
once a week during the warm months, 
less when the w eather is cold Use a soil 
conditioner to improve the porosity of 
hard soil 
Excessive w ater spoils the 


Mother Nature 
Takes Her Time 


Did you ever wonder how long it would 
take nature to recycle some modern 
containers? 
If you dropped a soft drink can in the 
woods where it would not be touched 
except by the air, rain, snow, natural 
mulch and sunlight, it would probably be 
completely degraded by the year 2473, 
according to Pennsylvania State Univer­ 
sity. 
The steel or tin in the can would 
probably have returned to rusty dust by 
2073, but not the aluminum components. 
Dr. Edwin L. Owen, a m etallurgist, 
also figures: 
A conventional plastic w rapper sim ilar­ 
ly exposed would return to nature by 
about 2200; a glass bottle might disinte­ 
grate — or might not — by the year 
1.001.972. 
Decay rates vary considerably with 
local conditions; thus trash strewn in a 
tropical rain forest would break up faster 
since moisture and heat speed the recy­ 
cling process.

Q. We have seen our neighbors use a 
machine that shreds leaves and all sorts 
of garden debris. Is such a machine 
worth while0 
A. The cost of prepared planter mixes 
is forcing gardeners to elim inate their 
use. Models of the machines for home use 
are now available and a good investment. 
A few large deciduous tree prunings in 
the fall will furnish enough m aterial to 
mulch the garden for a year with very 
little effort 


Q. Can chlordane be sprayed on the soil 
to control ants and earwigs? Is it safe to 
use on all types of plants? How long 
should one application last? 
A. Chlordane is very effective in con­ 
trolling crawling insects and may be used 
in all parts of the garden. Read the label 
before using. After applying, observe the 
garden for signs of insect activity for 
repeat application. 


Q. Our fruit trees produced very little 
fruit 
this past season. How can we 
improve the production for next year's 
crop0 When should the tree be fed0 
A. W eather plays a very im portant role 
in fruit production. Deciduous trees have 
required dorm ant periods. This varies 
with different species. Warm winters do 
not allow the rest needed for good fruit 
production. Feed the trees in March and 
Septem ber with a complete plant food. 


Q. Our bird of paradise formed seed for 
the first time. Will these seeds grow and 
produce new plants? How should they be 
planted? 
A. Use a small box and half planter 
mix and half coarse, clean sand. Sow the 
seed and cover with sand. Place in a 
warm location. The seed germ inates very 
slowly. After the second leaf appears, pot 
in small pots until the root system is well 
established. Plant in a sunny location.

Here is the Marin gardener’s checklist for the coming week. 


✓These trees produce beautiful autumn-colored foliage: dogwood, ginkgo, liquidam­ 
bar, locusts, tulip tree, Chinese tallow, and Chinese pistache. 


✓October is a good month to plant perennial seedlings for bloom next spring and 
summer. 


✓Tuberous begonias which are still in bloom should be fed with liquid fish. As these 
summer delights fade, replace them with cyclamen, which will provide winter color. 


✓Bait for snails and slugs. The cooler weather stirs them to new activity in the 
garden. 
✓Don’t overlook ranunculus and anemones when shopping in nurseries for bulbs to 
brighten your garden next spring. 


Harvesting Of Garden Brings A 
Supply For 
Freezing, Canning

One morning recently as my family 
and I were about to take off for a five- 
day trip. I strolled around the garden in 
Weymouth, Mass., to see that everything 
was in good shape before I left. 
It was, particularly the corn, and that 
dismayed me somewhat. You see it was 
all m aturing at about the sam e time.M ost 
of the ears were ready for picking and if 
left would be past their best by the time 
we returned. 
THERE was nothing else we could do 
but harvest them then and there. A good 
many disappeared at the lunch table and 
my wife froze the rest. AU this effort 
meant we left home close to two hours 
later than we intended. But with some­ 
thing like three dozen ears of com in the 
freezer it was time well spent. 
As people who go in for gardening soon 
learn, growing crops is one thing, seeing 
the produce doesn’t go to waste is anoth­ 
er 
As my wife commented the other 
day: “The trouble with us is that we have 
too much food." 


Time For 
Coo! Crops 


Fall is the time to start planting your 
cool season vegetable garden. Many of 
you avid vegetable gardeners already 
know that cool season crops such as 
broccoli, cau liflo w er, lettu ce, c a rro ts, 
brussels sprouts 
and turnips can 
be 
planted now to provide your family with 
tasty vegetable dishes through spring. 
Cool season crops are the ones whose 
im m ature flowers (such as broccoli and 
cauliflower', leaves (lettuce and spinach), 
or roots (like carrots and turnips) we 
harvest. Fall and w inter’s cool and short­ 
er days prom pt the development of these 
plant parts that we are so fond of 


FOR THOSE of you who are novices to^ 
“ home farm ing" the California Associa­ 
tion of N urserym en offers a few basic 
suggestions on the cultural care of winter 
vegetables: 
Most cool season crops grow well in a 
relatively shallow soil. In fall, the soil is 
warm and dry which makes it easy to 
cultivate and work. 
When preparing the ground for your 
w inter vegetable crops turn it over to a 
depth of 8 to 10 inches. Next, mix in 
about 
two inches 
of well 
composted 
organic m aterial and balanced fertilizer. 
(No cheating . . . be sure to work compost 
and fertilizer into the 8 to 10 inches of 
soil. Like a cake all ingredients m ust be 
mixed well for good results). 
Winter vegetables may be planted now 
from seed flats or by seeds. When sowing 
seeds, a good rule to follow is to plant 
them three times as deep as the diameter 
of the individual seed. 


ONCE YOUR vegetables start growing, 
be sure to keep weeds under control. 
Pesty weeds will inevitably be creeping 
into your v eg eta b les’ growing area. 
Hoeing the top one-half of soil will be 
sufficient to decapitate those unwanted 
additions to your crops. If you tend to 
weeds as they appear, the “Arm Strong" 
method of pulling weeds will work well — 
simply bend down and pull them as they 
appear. 
How much rain you receive in your 
area will determine how often you should 
fertilize. 
Your local 
nurseryman 
can 
guide you on the proper amount to apply. 
Growing your own vegetables gives you 
and your family the reward and satisfac­ 
tion of knowing that you have prepared 
your meals from seed to plate. 


What she m eant of course was that the 
garden was producing a good deal more 
than we could consume on a day-to-day 
basis. Thank goodness then for the freez­ 
er, the art of canning, and the rediscov­ 
ery' of some old-time methods of winter 
storage. They help to spread the sum m er 
surpluses through the leaner months of 
winter. 
Certain surveys suggest that buying a 
freezer is a questionable investm ent; that 
unless you are very wise in your food 
purchases you may not end up stretching 
the food dollar at all. That simply doesn’t 
apply to the home gardener. 
SOME FRIENDS of ours who moved 
out of state a few months ago sold us 
their chest-type freezer for a song. But 
even if we had bought it brand new it 
would have been worthwhile. 
Right 
now it is loaded with zucchini, 
cabbage, beans (green and wax), peach­ 
es, corn of course, and other garden 
goodies. 
What little space currently rem ains is 
rapidly being filled up with tomatoes. 
“ I suppose," someone said to me the 
other day, 
“that you have tomatoes 
running out of your ears right now." We 
have, but fortunately my wife has picked 
up a few freezing tricks that help a lot. 
WE ALWAYS include plum tomatoes in 
our garden plans. They are heavy' yield- 
ers and you can’t beat them for cooking. 
We store more of these than any others. 
In freezing them my wife simply cuts 
them in half and places them on a cookie 
sheet for freezing. Once frozen they are 
thrown into a plastic bag, like so many 
clunking pieces of m arble. 
This way the tomatoes don’t freeze 
together in one solid mass and can be 
removed, a few at a time, as the need 
arises. You can do the sam e thing with 
big eating tomatoes by cutting them into 
thick slices. 


The other day we boiled up a whole 
batch of tomatoes until they began to 
thicken somewhat. Then we put them 
through a Foley food mill to rem ove the 
skins and most of the seeds. The resul­ 
tant puree was frozen into cubes in a 
standard ice tray and then stored in 
plastic bags. 
Right now we re contem plating can­ 
ning. With an all but full freezer what 
else can we do? It takes a little effort 
but, says a friend accomplished in the 
art, “any shelf will do for storage.” 


TO THIS end we are reading up on the 
subject, indeed on all phases of preserva­ 
tion. A good book we have got hold of is 
"stocking Up" (Rodale Press) by the staff 
of Organic Gardening and Farm ing mag­ 
azine. One storage idea I particularly like 
is a storage area made out of hay bales. 
Ohio gardener John Krill makes a 
hollow square or rectangle with one layer 
of hay bales. The produce — potatoes, 
onions, cabbage, peas, apples, pears etc. 
— are then placed in the hollow centec 
and a lid of hay bales placed on top. 
The hay, a great insulator, keeps the 
produce just above freezing even in coI$ 
Ohio. 
Many folks are successful using mound 
storage This simply means putting the- 
produce in some dry leaves or straw ari<f 
covering them with more straw. A thick 
layer of soil goes on next, covered by. 
plastic or tar paper and boards to keep it 
waterproof. 


SOME FOLKS suggest v en tilatin g 
these mounds by pushing a pipe through 
the top. Rem em ber, though, always cov­ 
er the pipe during freezing w eather. 
And there are many other ideas too . . . 
like taking a garbage can and sinking it 
into the ground to form an inexpensive 
root cellar.

Whether you belong in the category of 
young and impoverished, family with 
small and destructive children, or you 
lust plain won’t part with the cash caiied 
for to buy new furniture — you'll find 
that used furniture can be a good buy. 


"USED FURNITURE can Be a Good 
Buy" also is the title of a pamphlet 
written by Glenda Pifer. housing special­ 
ist of the U.S. Agriculture D epartm ent's 
extension service, in which the author 
writes: 


‘-' Used furniture can be a bargain if you 
choose it carefully." 


Used furniture shouldn't be confused 
with antiques, which carry high price- 
tag.s 
The woods are full of antique 
hunters combing country back lanes for 
buys that will make their fortune — but 
the odds in that kind of treasure hunt are 
w ry much in favor of the professional 
antique dealers. 


IN Miss P ifer’s context old furniture is 
just that — furniture that has been 


Cedar Edgings 
Ease Lawn 
Grooming Job 


Easily installed edgings of two-by-four 
inch cedar or other preservative-treated 
western wood provide mowing strips for 
lawns and well-groomed divisions be­ 
tween grass, flower beds and walks. 
The two-by-fours are spliced with one- 
by-fours for the desired length and set in 
a trench slightly deeper than the edging. 
After staking, the trench should be filled 
flush with the top of the wood. 
Stakes cut from one-by-twos should be 
set and nailed to the edging at least 
every five feet, 
To reduce splitting, 
galvanized box nails should be used. 
When the edging borders a lawn, all 
stakes should be driven on the side away 
from the grass so an edger can be used 
without interference. 
A curved edging is formed by nailing 
thinner boards together, staggering the 
splices, until the lam inated board is the 
desired thickness around the curve.

The place to find it is at auctions, 
garage sales, used furniture stores and 
thirft shops. Thrift shops may fall into 
two categories — those with the name but 
not the game and those that offer real 
bargains.

ONE CAUTION — even at charity 
thrift shops you can end up paying more 
than you should because the pricing often 
is done by volunteers who them selves can 
only guess at what a piece should cost. 
It goes without saying that the more 
arts and-erafts skills you bave, the more 
and better quality repairs you can do 
yourself, the better bargains you’ll find. 
It’s no bargain, after all, to buy a chair 
cheap, then spend a fortune having it 
reglued, 
otherwise repaired, and reu­ 
pholstered. 


WHEN 
YOU see 
som ething 
th at 
catches your eye. don’t get too over­ 
whelmed until you’ve figured out how 
you’re going to get it home. 
Size also is an im portant consideration 
from a decorating viewpoint. Close your 
eyes and mentally move your intended 
purchase into your living room. Will it 
fit0 Will it either overwhelm or dw arf 
what you’ve already got? Unless you're a 
period purist, don't worry about whether 
the furniture is Early American or E lder­ 
ly Anonymous — mix-and-match styles 
are acceptable even in the swankest 
homes. 
Next step is to check quality, and here 
are some suggestions from Miss Pifer: 


CHESTS: " . . . take out one or two of 
the drawers 
and look at 
the inside 
corners of the chest frame. Wood corner 
posts are a sign .of good quality. A good 
frame will not give or creak when you 
push against it. 
“ Drawers should pull out smoothly and 
easily. Handles should be smooth and 
easy to grasp. Drawer pulls should be 
fastened all the way through the front of 
the drawer. 
"While you have the drawers out, see if 
the sides and bottoms are in good condi­ 
tion. The center guide — the wood strip 
going from 
front to back along the 
underside of a drawer adds to the 
strength of the chest and helps keep the 
drawer from jamming." 


HERE'S THE ANSWER 
TO YOUR QUESTION

Q. - The draw ers of the bureau in our bedroom stick every sum mer. They work 
perfectly in the winter. Why does this happen and what can we do about it to make the 
drawers work more smoothly during the sum m er? 
C — The drawers stick in the summer because of the generally high humidity. In 
wigjer the heat in your house is turned on, the air becomes drier and the wood in the 
drawers shrinks. To correct the condition, wait until a dry day when the drawers are 
Aoffflng properly. Take out the drawers and seal every part of them with shellac 
diluted 50 per cent with denatured alcohol. Give particular attention to areas which 
iave no finish on them. Also, seal all wood portions of the frame which come in 
contact with the drawers, especially the sliding parts. 


Which give off more heat — incandescent bulbs or fluorescent tubes? 
The incandescents. The fluorescents give more light per wattage but less heat. 


Q. — Is there any kind of varnish that resists alcohol spills? 
A. — There are several kinds of varnishes and synthetics with such resistance. One 
has the nickname of "bar” varnish and can be obtained in most specialty paint shops 
and some hardware stores and lumber yards. 


Q. — One of the tiles on our bathroom wall has a big crack in it. I tried patching it 
but the repair looks worse than the crack did. Can a single tile be removed from the 
wall without damaging the others? I think the tiles are ceramic. 
A. — Yes, it can be removed, but it must be done very carefully. Use a cold chisel 
to break the damaged tile after you have scored the tile around its four edges in the 
grouted joints. Hit the chisel lightly with a hammer, doing it without haste. The idea 
is to break up the tile with dozens of blows rather than attemtping to smash it with a 
few blows. You may have to shop around a bit to get a tile that will match the rest of 
th^ wall When you do get it, have the dealer give you some cement that will hold the 
tile-firmly as well as grouting compound. Scrape the old cement from the wall, apply 
the new to the back of the tile and press it in place. When it has set, use grout to refill 
the joints.

Tables, chairs and sofas 
“ Look care­ 


fully at the legs of furniture, especially if 


they are small. Tables should be rigid 
and well balanced Turn small tables and 
chairs upside down to see how the legs 
are attached. 
Wood or metal braces

furniture stronger. Rungs or stretchers 
also help support table and chair legs." 


WHEN IT comes to chairs and sofas. 
Miss Pifer advises the first step is to sit 


in them to check comfort. Turn uphol­ 
stered furniture bottom side up to be sure 
the springs and fram e are in good sahpe 
Springs should be evenly spaced Don't 
worry too much about the cushions they 
can be replaced, but check the back 
because if it’s lumpy and uneven you'll 
have a m ajor repair job ahead

Cedar Chests Double 


If you're an apartm ent dweller, you 
must have complained often that the 
architect who designed your building 
never lived in an apartm ent himself. If 
he had, there would be more storage 
space. 


Nobody ever seems to have enough 
room to store out-of-season clothes and 
bedding For a home owner, the problem 
is somewhat easier to solve; closets and 
cabinets can be built in, and they add to 
the value of his property. 


WHEN YOU live in an apartment, you 
don't want to build anything that you 
can't take with you when you move. 
When you're studying your storage 
needs, think portable. 


If you’re moderately handy with ham­ 
mer and saw, you can construct free­ 
standing storage units that do much more 
than occupy space. Lined with readily 
available aromatic red cedar, such units 
will also protect your woolens from the 
depredations of the household moth. 
A basic cedar chest can double as a 
sofa or day bed. Use two-by fours for the 
framing, plywood for the exterior, and 
cedar closet lining inside. A hollow-core 
door serves as the top. An eight-inch 
cushion of foam rubber plus a bolster 
finishes the sofa-bed. 


THERE’S a lot of wasted space under 
the conventional bed. Sweaters and blan­ 
kets can be well stored in cedar lined 


storage boxes that fit under the four- 
poster. Mount under-bed chests on cast­ 
ers so they can be pulled out easily. 
A nother a p a rtm e n t answ er is free 
standing shelf units. Mix open shelves' 
with enclosed, cedar lined units where 
you can safely pack away woolens. Cof­ 
fee and lamp tables can also be planned 
to double as storage space. 
Prepackaged bundles of cedar closet 
lining, 
in either 
uniform 
or random 
lengths, are available at leading lumber 
dealers and home centers. Instructions 
for installing the m aterial are included. 
Care of red cedar is easy. Leave it 
unfinished so its pleasant, moth-repelling 
arom a will be released, and simply dust 
it occasionally. 


Bigger Is Not 
Always Better 


Bigger is not necessarily better, as 
proved by small outdoor living areas that 
add charm to modest yards 
Stepped planting beds and board-faced 
planters lift the eye up and out of a 
confined garden space, and the effect is 
enhanced with a fence or screen of 
narrow vertical boards. 
Shrubbery surrounding simple benches 
of four-by-four inch posts and slightly 
spaced two-by-four-inch seating creates a 
mini-garden for re axation. 
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House For Elderly 


■ - "2» 
Involves More Than 
Number O f Rooms

Buying a house entails a lot more than 
merely choosing one of a particular size 
and style. 
This is especially im portant in the case 
of the elderly, 
who must find their 
hou.sing satisfaction in factors that usual­ 
ly are more vital than the number of 
rooms and baths, even though these are 
im portant. 


ALL OF us know at least one retired 
couple who sold their old home, bought 
one in a new location and, after a year or 
two, were dissatisfied and perhaps made 
a second move, som etimes back to the 
form er area. 
Rarely, if ever, has any such couple 
complained about the house per se Their 
reasons 
for not 
being satisfied were 
related to such things as location, cli­ 
mate. social and personal privacy, neigh­ 
bors. accessibility to facilities and, in 
some cases, just plain loneliness. In the 
latter case, the absence of loved relatives 
and friends played a part in this feeling. 


IT WOULD be easy to assume that, 
considering such reasons, some pattern 
would be apparent on which to base wise 
decisions. Surveys show otherwise Peo­ 
ple can't always predict accurately how

they will react to unfam iliar situations 
Some of the elderly who did not wish-to 
be located near children or other rela­ 
tives 'about 60 per cent in one survey 
found later that they had moved too far 
away and that meetings were too infre­ 
quent to satisfy them 


Others who believed it im portant to be 
near relatives wished later that they had 
followed their first impulses and moved 
to m ore d esirab le clim atic locations 
hundreds of miles away. 


LUCKY indeed is the elderly couple 
who can foreca.st precisely which charac­ 
teristics will be most im portant to them 
in retirem ent. Even luckier is the couple 
who can afford to hang on to their 
present home and perhaps lease it while 
they rent a house for a year in the area 
they have selected 


Conscientious real estate brokers can 
be of great help to those who want to 
i^ttle in a region not fam iliar to them. As 
Stuart Davis, president of the Reai Ev 
tate Board of Metropolitan St. Louis, puts 
it: 
“ We are in the people business, not the 
house business. We don't sell houses, we 
find the right homes for people." 


Take The Squeaking 
Out O f Your Floors 


By GEORGE 
The furniture buff who has become 
handy with wood and woodworking tools 
often finds extracurricular outlets for his 
talents. One such outlet that should win 
approval from all the family is the repair 
of squeaking floors. 


INDEED, a squeaking floor can be 
somewhat of a psychological challenge. A 
broken chair rung or a gouged table top 
are right out in the open where you can 
see them You know just what to do. But 
a squeaky floor is something different 
It's invisible. Perhaps you hear it only in 
damp weather — or perhaps only in dry 
weather. You are not really quite sure 
where it is. 


But take heart 
A few simple proce­ 
dures will 
take 
the 
m ystery out of 
squeaking floors. 


There are several causes of squeaking 
floors. A floor support beam may have 
sagged leaving the floor boards unsup­ 
ported. One or more floor boards may 
have become warped. Shrinkage also can 
cause squeaks. Or nails may have come 
loose. 


YOUR FIRST step is to pinpoint the 
culprit. If the squeak is in the ground 
floor and the beams in your basement 
have not been covered, you are in luck. 
Ask someone to walk overhead while you 
stand in the basement. By a combination 
of sight and sound you will be able to 
locate the squeak and diagnose the cause. 


If the problem is a sagging beam, the 
easy cure is to drive wooden wedges 
between the beam and the floor boards 


MONTGOMERY 
If a large area is involved, an alternative 
is to force a length of wood longer than 
the sag up flush with the floor boards and 
nail it to the beam 


If the squeak is caused by loose or 
warped floor boards a different remedy 
is in order. Where there is just one layer 
of flooring involved the solution is to 
drive nails from above into the support­ 
ing beams. If there is double flooring, 
and the problem is with the finish layer, 
you can again make your repairs frond 
below. Drill holes through the sub-floor­ 
ing under the squeaky area and part way 
into the finish layer — then insert screw's 
to pull the two layers of wood tightly 
together. 


YOU HAVE s till another p r o b le m ^ 
your basement ceiling is covered or the 
squeak is in an upstairs floor. Under 
these circumstances you must work frOlp 
the surface Special spiral nails are made 
for this purpose. They must be driven 
through the loose or warped boards into 
the supporting beams or sub-flooring and 
counter-sunk 


Unless you have wall-to-wall carpeting, 
you will have to fill the holes left by the 
countersunk nails with a suitable wood 
filler compound 
In extrem e cases you 
may have to refinish the entire floor

"I don’t think there is any 
danger in overestim ating the 
intelligence of TV audiences — 
the real danger lies in underes­ 
tim ating it.” 
Those are the words of one of 
TV’s most successful intellig­ 
ence estim ators: Norman Lear, 
producer of “ All in the Fam i­ 
ly ,” 
“ S a n fo rd 
& 
S o n ,” 
“ M aude,” “ Good Tim es.” In 
his Tandem Productions hopper 
right now is another spinoff — a 
show based on the Jeffersons, 
black next-door neighbors of 
the Bunkers. 
Lear went on to sa y : “I think 
it is arrogant of some television 
people to say that we overesti­ 
m ate the intelligence of audi­ 
ences. I have sat with hundreds 
of network executives and most 
of them have no more intellig­ 
ence than the average Ameri­ 
can. 
“ They are usually no brighter 
than the less educated fellow I 
met in say, W interset, Iowa, 
working in the car wash who, 
by virtue of native shrewdness 
and basic intelligence, is often 
able to fit more of life properly 
into his skull and come up with 
more of the proper answers 
than most TV executives.” 
Well, the new television sea -' 
son is now four weeks old and, 
perhaps, it is time to take a 
look at what 
the executives 
estim ated in the way of audi­ 
ence intelligence and how the 
audience responded. With the 
aid of my trusty pocket comput­ 
er 1 have averaged the ratings 
for the first three weeks of 
view ing, elim in atin g m ovies 
and specials, focusing only on 
regularly scheduled series.

fully executed, with well-deline 
ated characters involved in psy- 
c h o l o g i c a J l y 
a u t h e n t i c 
situations. They are skillfully 
written, acted, and directed. 
Their dialogue is relevant; 
N their relationships valid. And in 
each case, the creator or exec- 
tuive produce* involved is thor­ 
oughly dedicated to maintain­ 
ing the integrity of his show. 


Physical violence is practical­ 
ly nonexistent in these shows. 
Even the occasional violence in 
“ M A-S-H” is carefully calcu­ 
lated to discourage the idea of 
warfare rather than encourage 
it. 
It is possible to break down 
these top ten into three basic 
categories: the hard-edge com­ 


edies (“All in the Fam ily,” 
“Chico and the Man. 
' Sanford 
& 
S o n ” 
“ M -A -S-H ,” an d 
“ Maude”); the soft-edge come­ 
dies (“ Rhoda,” “ Mary Tyler 
Moore,” “ Bob Newhart”); and 
(he nostalgia group (“The Wal­ 
tons,” and “Little House on the 
Prairie.”) 
In the hard-edge group, the 
humor is often abrasive, the 
situations ticklish, the m aterial 
adult. In most, bigotry is dealt 
a blow through ridicule. As a 
m atter of fact, all three top 
shows feature aging, intolerant 
gentlemen in constant battle 
with their distorted values. 
The bigotry always loses — 
but the audience comes away 
understanding it just a bit bet­ 
ter 
None of the shows treat 
bigotry as a dark and fearful 
thing — more like a sad exer­ 
cise in futility. 
In the case of “ Maude” we 
are dealing with a by-the-num- 
bers reactor who is softened 
and leavened by the inter-reac­ 
tion of the people around her. 
Though her reasoning may be 
faulty she is thus able to make 
w ise decisions most times. 
“ M A-S-H,” of course, points 
out the pomposity of human 
beings and the fallibility of 
hackneyed ideas, especially in 
war and medicine. But it is not 
destructive because, in the long 
run, it is about the foibles of 
people who love rather than 
hate one another when the 
choice arises. 
The soft-edge shows (“ Rho­ 
d a,” “ M ary” and “ Bob”) are 
all concerned with real people 
in real situations, learning to 
deal with their lives through 
humor and understanding. Ev­ 
ery gag has the ring of psychol­ 
ogical authenticity; minor reve­ 
lation is the rule. 
The nostalgia two (“ Waltons” 
and ' ‘House ’) create worlds 
with values and virtues we all 
would like to believe once exist­ 
ed. They reflect the way things 
ought to have been if, in fact, 
they were not. One hopes, they 
imply, it is the way things could 
be once again. 


extraordinary men and women 
involved in the production, peo 
pie with foresight and parser 
once. In the case of “ All in the 
F am ily,” “Sanford & Son,” and 
“ M aude,” it is Norman Lear. 


In the case of “ Rhoda” 
“ Mary Tyler Moore,” and "Bob

Two 
cases in point are the nostalgic 
“ The New Land” and "The 
T exas W h e e le rs/’ both fine 
show s which sim ply cannot 
overcome the handicap of diffi­ 
cult tim e slots. 
But, on the whole, the first 
three weeks of the new season 
have proven that given valid 
concept and proper execution in 
conjunction with reasonable 
scheduling, 
intelligent, nonvi­ 
olent, relevant television shows 
can win wide audience approv­ 
al. - 
Let all the networks be for- 
w arned: We now recognize that 
a bad season is the fault of the 
producers rather than the audi­ 
ence itself. The oft repeated fa­ 
ble about the 12-year-old men­ 
tality of the average TV viewer 
has been thoroughly debunked. 
But, let us not become too 
com placent either.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - He 
seemed like any traveling au­ 
thor, hustling from radio to 
television stations to hawk his

“ It’s different," he admitted.

Who are the most fascinating 
people you have had on your 
show?' 
“ I am taken slightly aback 
and have to think awhile. I 
suppose I should have answers 
ready for such questions, but I 
hate to do that ” 
While in Los Angeles Cavett 
had been appearing on the 
shows of his sometime competi 
tors, and he evidenced the au 
thor’s trepidation about his per­ 
formance 
“I’m a bit concerned about 
the show I did with Dinah Shore 
today,” 
ho said 
“Somewhat 
inadvertently I made a couple 
of remarks that reflected on 
her age, and the audience 
laughed 
“Then I made another com 
merit that wasn’t meant to be a 
joke at all, but the audience 
thought it was another crack 
about how old she was 
“ I tried to explain that I 
didn’t mean that." 
When he appeared with John­ 
ny Carson, the audience was 
expecting the two wits to carve 
each other up. Instead, they 
talked about magic, with which 
tx>th began as entertainers in 
Nebraska 
“ I asked Johnny if it was all 
right if I mentioned that I was

knocks on the door. A lot of people just 
come w?,ving up to our house-even at 
night.

W 


ise men have known for a long time 
that if you can change a person’s 
expectations you can change his 
behavior. However, although we know this, 
we do not always make proper use of this im­ 
portant wisdom in our daily lives. 
Perhaps it is because we have been burned 
by leaders who have misused—or, at the very 
least, misunderstood—the powerful tool of in­ 
spiration. Unfortunately, inspiration has been 
used more often than not to manipulate 
others for self-serving ends rather than for 
their own fulfillment. The lesson from politi­ 
cal life is clear: Rash promises and the call 
to new hope among dispirited people lead to 
even greater depression and apathy when 
those promises go unfilled and those hopes 
are proved unjustified.

aware of it, we use low expectations to get 
ourselves off the hook. By assuming a lack of 
cooperation on the part of others, we guar­ 
antee their uncooperativeness and our non­ 
participation in an activity in which we would 
be expected to make a contribution. In this 
round robin, we excuse ourselves from an 
activity where we question our ability to per­ 
form and save face by blaming someone else 
for thwarting our ambitions. W hat we hide 
from ourselves, of course, is our ambition to 
be the star and our fear that we will never 
make it. 
How does one break this self-limiting cy­ 
cle? How does one meet a challenge on posi­ 
tive ground? How does one adopt a positive 
view of what he is, what the circumstances 
are and what he can accomplish? In short, 
how does one raise his expectations? 
By not being afraid of making a mistake. 
Courage to risk failure is what leads to suc­ 
cess. Self-confidence comes by taking risks 
where the outcome is no more than the frui­ 
tion of what you truly believe can be accom­ 
plished. And remember, even when you make
